For noble Peeres and chiefeFt States, apaſſing pleaſant flight? 
Fo ſmall a bird, ſo large a fowle, at ſuch a lofuie gate, 
To reach and rappe, and force to fall, it is a game of ſtate, 
No fellow to the flig ht at Brooke, that game is fullof glee, 
I. i a ſport the ſtomping of a royſting Hawke to ſee. 
And if fhee miſſe, to marke her how ſhe then gets vp amaine, 
For beft advantage, to eneam the ſpringing fowle agaiue. 
FW ho if be landed as it ought then is it ſure to die. 
Or if ſpe ſlippe, a ioy to ſee, the Hanke at randon fle, 
And fo for head to ſlay the fomle, a noble ſport to view, 
Inmy conceit nopleaſurelike to Hawkes, I tell you true. 
Ii ſets the ſences all toworke, there may none idle be, 
The tong it lures the legs they leape, the eiebeholds the glee: 
The cares are buſied eke to heare, the calling Spanels queſt, 
Do tell me then what ſence it is, that reſpitehath toreſt?

Againe, there is one other kind of little fowle, whome Ari- 
Fol calleth a Sta, the Latines Ręptitatrir 02 Scandalaca, 
the Frenchmen rimpercan that doth the Eagle very great 
outrage, 4 offence, Foz no ſaner perceineth the the Eagle to 
be abſent from the eyꝛie, but pzeſently in great deſpight thee 
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12 ſignified vnto you , that there are onely two ſo:ts of 
Eagles which ſerue fo2 Falconrie, whithare the yellow-o2 
kawnicEagie, whome J haue hitherto treated of, and the 
blackeEagle whome J mult now decypher vato you.

Ter o2 whitiſh Uulture doth differ from y blacke 

maylde Qulfure, in that her is ſomewhat leſle then the 
blacke Uulture is, hauing the plumage of her thꝛoate oꝛ 
go2ge, of her backe, the feathers vnder the belly neare the 
pannell, and of the whole body tawnie, o2b2owne ofcolour : 
but the bzayle feathers, and ofthe traine, like to thoſe of the 
blacke maylde Uulture, which induceth ſome to thinke that 
there is no difference at all betwixt thoſe two kinds, ſaue that 
the one is male, and that other female, in the ſame gender 
und kind. But this is molt certaine and allured, that with 
Noble perſonages you ſhall ſe aſwell the one kinde as the o⸗ 
ther. Eyther ſoꝛt hath a ſhoꝛt trayne in regard ol the largneſſe 
of their wings , which is not the nature and ſhape of other 
birdes ol rauine and pzey, ſaue oneiy that fowle whome the 
French tearme (Pſcuerd,) the Italians, Pigoxo, in our mo⸗ 
ther ſpeech, J may call the Mod wall. 

Pou ſhall euer find the Uultures rough, and hairie legged, 
which is an euident ligne that they fret and rubbe them a⸗ 
gainſt the rockes, where their cheife abode and ſtay is. And 
further you ſhall note that the bzowne oꝛ blancke Uultures 
axe moꝛe rare and dainty to bee ſcene, then the blacke oꝛ athe- 
maylde be. 

Againe this is peculyer fo them i in their kind, that the fea- 
hers on their heads bee ſhoꝛt in reſpect of the Eagles feathers, 
vhich hath beeneſome cauſe that they haue bene thought to 
e balde and without plame, though in very deede it bee no- 
hing ſo. 

The Uulture that is aſh coloured oꝛ blacke maylde, hath 
goꝛt armes all beſet with plume, euen to the very Talons, 
ich is a ſpetially note among all thoſe birds of rauine, onely 

peculiarto them, and not to any other ſo wle, hauing croked 
Talons, vnleſſeitbe the Dwle, who is rough legged euen in 
ſozt as theſe Uulfures be. 

To diſcerne the b2zowne from the aſhemayled Uulture, you 
mult note, that thebzowne Uulture hath her necke feathers 
very ftreight and long, much like to thoſe that p Cocke hath

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v2 the Stare. Jnregardofthoſe feathers on her backe, ſides, 
and the coꝛner of theplye of her wings, which are little and 
flender, in manner ot ſcales, but the beaſt feathers, as alſa 
thoſe on the backe, and the couert feathers of the traine are 
to the red Unlture red, and fo the blacke Uulture blacke, and 
to both kindes very large: by meane of their hugenes they can 
not be vpon their wings,no2 riſe from the ſtand without ſome 
aduantage. 

A man thallſeldome ſethem vpon theplaines, andcham- - 
pion of Italie, almanie, and France, vnleſle happily ſometime 
inthe winter, loz then they raunge and wander info euerio 
part, foz at that time in cheifs they abandon and foꝛſake the 
toppes of the ſkately and high mountaines, to auoyde the ex⸗ 
tremitie ol cold, and do take their paſſage into moze hotere- 
gions and countries, where the climate doth better ſerue their 
purpoſe, and better agree with their nature. 

The Uultures at the moſt, doe not diſcloſe aboue two oz 
th:& Chickens o2 voung birds, and it is a veryhard matter , 
and almoſt impoſſible foꝛ any man to robbe their Epzie, fo2 
that moſt commonly they build in ſome hanging cliffe whe⸗ 
ther there is very hard and daungerous actelle. They may 
bee nouriched and fedde with tripes, offall, and inwardes of 
beaſtes. And becauſe they doe vſually haunt the fieldes of 
purpoſe to deuoure the offall, and refuſe parts ofſuch beaſtes 
as men haue ſlaughtered and ſlaine, and ſuch like carrion, 
ſome men are of opinion, that they doe pꝛeſage and betoken 
great murther and blodie ſpoyle of men that are in armes.

The Eagle muſt euer be taken when the is in the eyꝛie, 
fo2 her condition is to ware afterwards very bold e outragi⸗ 
ous, It is ſaid, that when the Cagle beginneth to grow to li⸗ 
king, neare cawking oz calling time, ſhe cõmonly flyeth with 
other Eagles, bearing with them to their ſtand where they 
vſe to pꝛep, a ptete of Arſenicke,otherwile called Oꝛpiment, 
which doth delay and mozfifie their luſt and deſire, 

Che Eagle will ſeaze vpon the Goſhawke, and any other 
fowleofrauine, oꝛ p2ey that doth flee with Jefſes,making ſure 
Account that it is a fit pzey fozher. And foz that onely cauſe 
and none other, coueteth to appꝛehend and take them in their 
flight, foꝛ when they are wild and ramage , vſing the deſerts, 
the offereth them not any ſuch violence. 

Ameane to auopde the Eagle, when aman is determined 
to flee with his Hawke, is to plucke off the Hawks Jeſſes be⸗ 
ſoꝛe thee flee, fo2 otherwiſe let her doe her beſt, ſhe ſhall not el⸗ 
cane the Eagle. | 

That Eagle, which is the kingly and right Eagle ind#de, 
will = the Hare, the Foxe, and ſuch like beafts of the fo2reſf 
and field.

A Deviſe and Remedie for you, when the 
- Fagle doth moleſt and hinder your 
game in Hawking. 


r to gette an Eagle, and ſcele vp her eyes, 
but yet in ſuch ſoꝛzt, as ſhe may haue a little ſight fo aſpire 
and clime to her mountee , into whoſe tuell and fundament, 
conuey alittle eſſa fetida, and ſow vp the plate. Then tre 
to her legges, eyther a wing, apece of lleſh, o2 à redde cloth, 
which the other Cagles may comecture to be fleſh , and ſo let 
herflye. Foz then willſh&inher flight ,fozherowne ſafety 
and aſſurance, pull downe all the other Eagles from their 
ſtately gate and pitch, which otherwiſe ſhe would neuer doe, 
were it not foꝛ the paine ol that which is conueighed into her 


tuell. 


Now will I lay yon done the report of Francis 
Sforxino Vicentino, an Italian, as touching the 
Diuifion and Nature of Eagles, and 
ſo proceede tothe Falcon. 
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Here are two ſoꝛts of Eagles, that is to ſay,the huge and 
ropall Cagle, which is the Baggart oꝛ paſſenger. 

And a leſſe Eagle, which is a baſe and baſtard Eagle, in re⸗ 
ſpect of the sther. * 


U 
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The right Eagle is bꝛeddein the higheſt clyues ol the Lenant, 
and ſpecially in thoſe of Cipꝛus. They are as large as a 
wild Gooſe, andmoze. Domeofthem areofa bzownemayle, 
andſomeotherofaſpotted mayle, their gozges and bꝛeaſtes 
are full ot ſtraked lynes, tending to redde, they haue long 
heades, great beakes, and very much cronkt, ſtrong armes and 
rough large ſtretchers, in a manner as great as the palme of 
mans hand, boypſtrous talons, and a reaſonable long 
trayne. | 
- Theſe Eagles, inthemayne fielve will take the Hare, 
and by fozceholdhim , and carpe him in the ayze, as they 
fle, vntillthey eſpie ſomerocke o2other fit ſtand, where they 
may pzey vpon him. Jn like ſoꝛt they take other beaſtes, 
and ſundzy times doe roue and raunge abꝛoad to beat xſeaze 
on Goates, kiddes, and Fawnes. They are in vſe, and 
—— ſund2y noble men, as hath beene repoꝛted vnto mee 
crediviys 
The great LurkeofallotherPainces, dothmoſt vſe to flex 
with the Eagle, and doth giue his Falconersin charge to 
man andlure them, as they doe the Goſhawke : and being 
thzoughly manned, hath a caſfof Eagles at one time, vpon 
onepearch : betwirt two ol his people into the field, when 
they are there, they flee both together, the one at themown- 
tee, a very ſcatelp pitch, and theother moꝛe baſe and low, 
and that Eagle that doth flye the baſe pitch, is taught to 
make a gteat noyſe as ſhe roueth to and fro ouer the 
Fozreff,not much vnlike the queſting oꝛ calling of a dogge, by 
meane of which ſodayne cry and noyſe, diners times there 
iſſue out of the conert , ſome wilde and ſauage Beaſtes, 
which are no ſoner diicried by that high fleeing Eagle, but 
ſodainly ſher bateth of her pitch, and ſtopeth from her wings, 
tat the down-comeeyther ſeazeth oz rifleth ſome oneof them, 
ſlaying them byfo:ce, vntill the dogges may make in to her 
reſkew. And thus betwixt — curres, the pꝛey 
4 L 
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is taken not without the great pleaſure and liking of that 
mighty Paincethe Turke. You map geſle oftheexrcellency - 
of this gallant Paſtune, if it be true, as it is vouched by re- 
poꝛt. Herein J can aſtæme nothing of my ſelfe,but doe follow 
mine Authoꝛ, from whome J collected this kind ofhawking, 
and am bold to make recitall of it in this place, both foz the 
hugeneſleof the fowle, as alſo the ſtrangeneſſe ofthe pꝛa⸗ 


All theſe kindes of Eagles, haue their Tyercellso2z male 
birdes, ol whome ſome huge, ſome of middle ſyſe, and other 
ſome leſſe, which are called Baſtard Eagles, not had in any 
account. 

Thus (as you ſe.) haue Jlayd downe to your view and 
iudgements, the kinds and ſoꝛts of Eagles, with their pꝛo⸗ 
per deſcriptions due to them, and other poynts incident to 
their natures: and haue ſtayed moꝛe about thematter, than 
needed, in mine owne opinion, being a fowle ſo little in vſe 
with vs, but J haue doneit as well to make my diuiſion per- 
fectly, as alſo to decypher that, which euery one perhaps hath 
not read, as touching the naturall inclynation ofthis. royall 

bird, who foz that ſhe is Qutene and chiele of all 
Halwkes, deſerueth ſame larger diſcourſe than 
the reſt, which are in nature moze baſe, 
though in vſe moꝛe familpar and 
oꝛdpnarie.

x This Falcon is called the Falcon Gentle, fo2 her gentle 
and courfeous condition and fathions. Jnheartandcourage 
the is valiant, ventrous, ſtrong, and god to bzoke both heate 
and cold, as to whome there commeth no weatheramiſe at 
any time, whereas the moſt part of other Hawkes, epther are 
lightly offended with the one oz the other, and muſt haue a 
hand kept vpon them acco2dingly , oꝛ otherwiſe there is no 
great pleaſure to be taken in them. * 


The Haggart Falcon. 

2 The ſecond, is the Yaggart Falcon, which is otherwiſe 
tearmed the Peregrine Falcon. The Haggart is an excellent 
god bird, but (as my Authoz affirmeth) very choyte, and ten⸗ 
der to endure hard wheather: hut in myneowne conceit the is 
in nature farre otherwiſe. And my reaſon is this, that ſhee 
ſhould be better able to endure cold then the Falcon Gentle, 
becauſe ſher doth come from fozraine parts a ſtraunger, and 
a paſſenger, and doth winne all her pꝛex and meat at the har⸗ 
deft by maine wing, and doth arriue in thoſe parts, where the 
is taken when the fowles doe came in great flockes , which is 
the very hardeſt part ofthe veare. Moꝛeouer being a hote 
Hawke by kind, ſher ſhould the better ſuſtaine the ſoꝛce ol 
weather, and that ſhe& is a hote Yawke of nature, may ber 
gathered by her flying ſo high a pitch, which J take to be, foꝛ 
that in the higher partes , ſher findeth the colder ayꝛe, fo2 the 
middle region is moꝛe told then the reſt, becauſe thethercom- 
meth no reflexion. And agame,ſhee metoeth with moꝛe expedi⸗ 
tionſit᷑ che once begin ts caſt her feathers) then the other Fal- 

cons doe. But theſe points of controuerſie 3 leaue to the lear⸗ 
ned, and ſuch as haue the experience of the matter. |

7 The ſeauenth, is p TunifianFalcon.Theſe ſeauen kinda 
of Falcons are all hardy and god, acco2ding to the pꝛey that 
belongeth to their foꝛce and nature. Foz they are diuers in 
nature, and ok ſeuerall plumes, and beſides that, diſcloſed and 
eyꝛed in diuers countries. Wherefoze I meane to touch eue⸗ 
ry one of their natures, and to declare vou, where vnto each is 
enclined, acco2ding as they aremanned, egouerned: and firit 
of all 3 will treate ofthe Falcon Gentle. 

But befoze J ſpeake ot the Falcon Gentle, will ſomwhat 
touch the Etimologie of the name, and lay down the opinons 
of two learned men, and ancient wꝛiters, as touching * 
matter. 

Firſt Suidas a Greeke Authoꝛ doth affirme ,that Fabo 
which in our mother ſperch dothimpozt a Falcon, is a genorall 
name to all Hawkes ofpzey and rauine, as Ace ter is in 
Latine, and Hierax in Gricke. 

Feſtus,he is of opinion, that the Falconis ſo named, herauſe ; 
of her pounces, andcrwkedtalons, which do bend like vnto a 
ſith oz ſickle, — agt called Falr. 
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wings at the down⸗come, as from the fiſt, and afoꝛehead, and 
will fler all other kinds of greater fowles, as thoſe which are 
tearmed birds of Paradiſe,fowles moꝛe large then the Hearõ. 
Moꝛeouer ſhe& is god to fle the ſhoueler, a fowle like the 
Mearon, but ſomewhat leſſe, the wilde Gwſe, and ſuch o⸗ 
therlike fowles, and thereloꝛe is excellent at the riuer 02 bꝛok. 
It᷑ pou take the Falcon Gentle an epelle, vou may boldly flce 
the Crane with her, but if ſhee be not an Eyeſſe, ſhe will ne⸗ 
uerbe ſo hardy as to venture on the Crane. And therefoze 
being an Epelle, and neuer ſeeing, noꝛ knowing any other 
lefle fo wle then the Crane, if you caſt her off to the Crane, ſhe 
foꝛthboith thinketh it to be a fowle fit fo2 her, and by meane 
thereof fleeth the Crane very well, and becommeth a very god 
Crane fleer, foz hawks commonly pꝛoue eythercowards, oz 
hardie after they are firſt quarred. 


An Obſervation. 

Faman doe well, he ſhould neuer take the Falcons out ot 

the Epꝛie, till time they be fully ſummed z hard penned, oꝛ 
ik hee do happely commit that errour, he ſhould not man her, 
butpꝛeſentiy cauſe her to be conueighed and placed in an Ey- 
rie that moſt doth reſemble the Eyꝛie ofa Hawke, if hee may 
conueniently come by any ſuch, and there bꝛerd her, and feede. 
her with god fleſh, ſuch as the fleſh of Pullets, Chickens , 
Pigeons, and ſuch like, foꝛ otherwiſe her wings will not grow 
fo any perfection, and her legs and other parts would quicklie 
be bꝛoken t ware croked, and her traine feathers, and foz the 
moſt part, all her long feathers and flags be full of taints. 


The good ſhape of a Falcon. | 

12 you may the better make choyce of pour Falcon, and 

know a god Falcon from a refuſe, will diſcribe pou the 

perfect ſhape of a right god Falcon, ſuch a one as is very like 

tobe god, though many times wee ſee, that inp:wfe, the moſt 

likely things to ſhew, and to the eye, becom inp;wfe,the wozſt 
and of leaſt regard. | 

The 
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The ſhape ofagod Falcon therefoꝛe is, firſt to haue wide 
nares, high and large epe⸗liddes, a great blacke eye, around 
head, ſome what full on the toppe , a ſhoꝛt thicke beake, blew 
as azure , a reaſonable high necke, barbe feathers vnder the 
clappe of the beake, a god large beaſt, round, fleſhly, ſtrong, 
hard and ſtiffe bonded And that is the true cauſe, why the 
Falcondoth greatly affie in her bꝛeaſt, and ſtriketh with it, 
and gageth it moſt at her encounter. And by meane ſhe is vec- 
ry ſtrong armed, chie vſeth the moꝛe freely alſo to ſtrike a foule 
with her pounces and talons. Moꝛeouer ſher muſt be bꝛoade 
ſhouldꝛed, ſhe muſk haue flender ſayles , full ſides, long and 
great thighes, (he muſt be ſtrong and ſhoꝛt armed, large fo⸗ 
ted, with the ſeare of the fot ſoft, and all one foꝛ hew with 
the ſeare of the beake and nares,blackepownces, long wings 
and croſſing the traine, which traine ought to be ſhoꝛt, aud apt 
fo bend and bow to every ſide. Fos in the traine of a Hawke 
doth confiſt a great helpe, when ſhe ſlyeth. And therefo2s( as 
well asfozbeautie)ifa traine feather oꝛ couert feather be bꝛo⸗ 
ken oꝛ bꝛuiſed, we doe couet to ympe them againe, oz ſet them 
— 1— bethe leſſe hinderante to the hawke in 

er flight. 

Vou muſt note that thoſe very Falcons, that are of one 
kinde and ſo2t, haue very great difference and odds bet wirt 
them, and are called by diuers names, accoꝛding to the time 
that a man beginneth to deale with them, and doth vndertake 
them, accoꝛding to the places where they haunt, and accoꝛding 
to the Countries whente they come. 

They are diuidedinto mewed Yakes, Rammagehawkes, 
Soꝛe⸗hawkes, and Eyeſles, into large Hawkes, meane 
hawkes,and ſiender hawes, all which are of diuers and ſe- 
uerall plumes and mayles, acco2ding to the diuerſitie of the 
regions. Allo they are of diuers pꝛices, accoꝛding to the gwd- 
neſſe and eſtunation of them. Againe, ſome are blacke Fal⸗ 
cons, ſome ruſſet Falcons, ſome other blanck Falcons : ſome 
of which are riuer Pawkes, to flay the fowle at the bzoke, 


and other ſome field hawkes , to five the land, and 2 
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kill the Feſant,Partridge,and ſuch like fowles. Thus you ſe 
how diuers and many they be, accoꝛding to their outwarde 
accidents, and pet in nature, all Falcons. Therefoꝛe becauſe J 
am to treate of euerp kind ſeuerall , J will not longer holde 
vou in this place, with deſcription of the Falcon Gentle: but 
hereafter when J wꝛite in another place of the diſeaſes, cures 
and the manning of theſe hawkes, J willasneare as J may, 
let paſſenothing that ſhall belong in any reſpec vnto the Fal- 
con, but that in one plate oꝛ other you ſhall finde it. 


Ofthe names of a Falcon, accordiug to her 
age and taking. 


he firſt name and tearme that they beſtow on a Falcon, 
1 is an &yeſſe, and this name doth laſt as long as ſheets 
in the Eyꝛie, and fo2 that ſhe is taken from the Eyꝛie. 
Thoſe Falcons are tedious, and doe vſe to crie very much, 
in their feeding they are trouble ſone and painefull to bee en- 
tred : but being once well entred and quarred, they leaue a 
great part ofthat vice, and doe pꝛoue very god to the Hearon, 
and to the riuer: and all other kinds of fowlethey are hardy, 
and naturallp full of god mettle. 

2 The ſecond name is a ramage Falcon, and ſo ſhe is cal- 
ted when ſher hath departed and left the Epꝛie, that name doth 
laſt, and ſher is called a ramage Hawke, Pay, June, July , 
and Auguſt. Theſe Falcons are hard to be manned by reaſon 
of the heat, and foꝛ that they can ill bzoke hunger, oꝛto ſtand 
emptie panneld : but who ſo can vſe them with patience and 
— find them palling god, foꝛ that they are with⸗ 
out fault. 

3 Thirdly they are called ſoꝛe Halwkes, from the end of Au- 
guſt, to the laſtof September, October, and Nouember. 

Thoſe Hawks are of god diſpoſition, they will doe verie 
well, and are in their pꝛime, and full pꝛide foꝛ beautie and 
godnelſe, Neuertheleſſe thoſe firſt plumes that they haue, 
when they fozlake the Ey2ie , thoſe doe theykepeone whole 
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peare befoze they caſt oꝛ mew them, and that kind okfeather, 


— 


is called the Soze-feather. Accoꝛding to the diuerſitie oftheſe 


tearmes and times, theſe Yawkes doe become better and 
better to be manned and kept. 

4 The fourth ſpeech and tearme that is beſtowed on them, 
(as my Italian authoz doth call them) is, that they are tear⸗ 
med Mur ⁊arolh, and ſo are thep called from January, Febꝛu⸗ 
ary, March, Apꝛill, vntill the middeſt of May. J haue no pꝛo⸗ 
per Engliſh phꝛaſe foꝛ them, but they are very tedioug and 
painetull, and the reaſon is, to2 tha: they muſt bee kept 
fiſt all that ſpace. Diuers of them are great baters, andthere⸗ 
foꝛe not very greedy of meate oꝛ hungrie, they are but padde 
Hawkes, much ſubiect to Filanders and the wozmes, 
lokes to winne credit oꝛ god by keeping them, muſt beof 
experience, and no leſſe patiente. 

5 Fiftly,they are called (Entermewers) oꝛ Hawkes of the 
firſt coate, that is, from the middle of Map till zune, Julp, au⸗ 
guſt, September, Ocober, Pouember, December. | 

Thoſe Hawkes are called Entermewers, foꝛ that they caſt 
the old, and haue new feathers, and they pꝛwue very god, and 
hardy Hawkes, but no great truſt is to be giuen the, foz that 
they are giddy headed and fickle ; wherefoze he that lokes to 
haue god, oz credit by kepingof them, muſt be very cirtum⸗ 
ſpect, and regard their natures very well, and muftkepe a 
godhardhand on them, and muff make his filf theirpearch, 
t neuer in a manerlet them be from the fiſt. And thus v- 
ſed, they are in that yeare the higheſt pers, e moſt apt foz the 
riger. ] | 

45efides in thoſe ſeuen kindes of Falcons, which J ſpake 
o in the firft diuiſion, there are included ſondzy ſoꝛtes tear⸗ 
med accozding to the Countries and places where they are 
eyꝛied, and whence they come:the ſpectallnames and p2oper- 
ties of all which, J hold it not ſo needfull to diſcourſe vpon , 
ſpeaking fully e ſufficiently ofthoſe ſeuen kinds of Falconsin 
their times and places, as they ſhall offer themſelues in oꝛder 
vnto me to bee decyphered vnto the Reader, to whoſe god 
iudge 
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iudgement and induſtrie-J meane to relerre and leaue ſandꝛy 
things which J leaue vnſpoken of, foz that there is no man 
that is deſirous of ſkill, but may with eaſe and will with duy⸗ 
gence (J doubt not)fleeouer to thoſe very Authoꝛs in French | 

and Italian, from whence haue made this brefecotlemion, 
where he ſhall be alſured to find things moe at large ſet out: 
but the effect ( vnlelſe J bs detexued) compꝛiled in theſe few 

pages of paper aſwell concerning thekinds ol Hawkes, as al⸗ 
ſo their manning, luring, lights mewing,diſeaſes,andcures 
in euery condition, as (I tiuſt) ta ts pleaſure and pꝛaũt ofthe 
gentle and willing reader. Mhereloꝛe 3 will now pꝛocerde to 
the Haggart Falcon, a not excellent bicd, it her nature and 
p2operty be obſerued in duemaner. 


Of the Haggart falcon and why ſhee ĩs called 
2 che Peregrine, on Haggart. 


12 many times ſtudied with my ſelle, foꝛ what cauſethe 
Yaggart Falcons, the moſt excellent birds of all other Fal⸗ 
cons, haue been tearmed Yaggart o2 Peregrine Yawks.And 
at firſt was of opinion, that men fs called the, ſoꝛ thatthey are 
b:ought vnto-vs from farre and fozraimeCountries,andarein 
deede meere ſtrangers in Italie, (and as a man may call them) 
trauailers. And this J know oz truth, they are not viſcloſedoz 
eyꝛed in Italie, and beſides that, there are few in Italie that 
do take hem at any time, but the greateſt ſtoꝛe of them are 
bꝛought and conueied thither from fozrane Regions, but if 
they ſhould be tearmed peregrine oꝛ Haggart Falcõs, ſoꝛ this 
only cauſe,x onely inrelpect hereof, nothing elſe, then might 
we as well beftow that name alſo vpon all other Falcons, 
are not bꝛed in Jtaly, as vpon the Tunitian x other Hawkes 
that are paſſengers.Wherefoze Jam of opinion, that ſoꝛ thace 
cauſes pꝛincipallp, and in cheife,they ate called Yaggartoz pe⸗ 

r Firſt, betauſe à man connot find, noꝛ euer yet did any man 
Chan 02 Yeathen find- _ ev2ie inany Region, ſo as it

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may bell be thought, chat loꝛ that occaſion they haue atchiued 
and gotten that name and fenne of Peregrine oꝛ Yaggartfals 
cons, as if a man would call them Pilgrims oꝛ Fozrainers. 

2 The ſecondcauſe is, becauſe theſe Falcons do rangle and 
wander moꝛe than any other ſoꝛt of Falcons are wont to doe, 
ſeeking out moze ſtrange and vncouth countries, which in⸗ 
de&de may giue them that title of Haggart e peregrine hawks 
fo2 they2cxceltency, becauſe they do ſeke ſomany ſtrange x 
fo2raine coaſts, and dorangle ſo-farr abꝛoad. 

3 The Third and laſttauſe, J doe thinke, map be theirbeaus 
ty and oxcellencp, becauſe this wozd(#eregrio) 02 Peregrine, 
doth many times impoꝛt an honourable choice matter had 
in great regard: but it ſkilleth not much which of theſe the 
alleadged is the true cauſe, wee will not ſtand vpon that nice 
point,fo2 that a god Falconerought much moꝛe to regard the 
ſcearching out of the trus nature and pꝛoperty of Hawkes, 
then to haue ſo great and _ reſpect vnto their names, and 
tearmes. 

* Wherefoze J conclude;thattheſe Iaggart Falcons are not 
of Italie, but tranſpozted and bzought thither from foꝛraine 
plates, as namely from Alexandꝛia, Cipꝛus; aud Candy. And 
pet this is foꝛ certaine, that in Italie thore are taken of theſe 
Haggart Falcons, as in the donunion ofthe renowned Duke 
of Ferrara, e in the countrie neare Rauenna, being bꝛought 
thither by foꝛte of weather and wind. And by that meanes 
there are none of thoſe Baggarts ſound Epeſſex, but they are 
al either ſoare Hawkes, 02mewed Yaggarts. . 

Df ſhape and pꝛopoꝛtion they are like the other Falcons, x 
are ofthꝛee ſoꝛts, as touching their making and mould, that 
is to ſap, large, little, oz Falcons of a middle ſize. Some of 

them are long chapt, ſoaie ſhoꝛt truſſed Falcons, ſome larger, 
ſome leſſe. 

They are oꝛdinarilp of foure mayles, eyther blancke, rullet, | 
b:owne, oꝛ turtle mayld, and ſome pure white maylde, with-- 
out any iote 02 ſpott of any other colour, but thoſe a man ſhall 
very ſeldome lee, And fo thatcauſe meanc not toſay much * 
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of that kind of mayled Falcons, but will deale with ſuch as 
are moꝛe oꝛdinarie in vſe. 


Of the good ſhape of a Hagg art Falcon, 
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A God and right Vaggart Falcon ought to haue her head 

of darke o2 blanck plume, flat on the toppe, with a white 
wꝛeath o2 garland enuironing her head, a large blew bending 
beake, wide nares, a great, ful, blacke eye, hie, ſtately necke, 
large bꝛeaſt, bꝛoad ſhouldꝛed, a great feather, in colour lite the 
feather ofa Turtle, ung vaines and ſayles, but lender ſhapte, 
long traine, high thighes, and white on the inſide, J meane her 
pendant feathers,ſhozt and great armed, large wide fut, with 
flender ſtretchers and talons, and the ſame to ber eyther pale 
white maylde, oꝛpale blewiſh, tending ſomewhat to azure. 
Theſe are generallp, the moſt aſſured tokens of an excellent 
Haggart Falcon, | 


How toknow a Haggart by her fleein g. 


AS Ckilfall Falconer, will quickly diſcern a god Þag- 
gart Falcon, from a fleight Falcon, though he be faroff, 
by theſfirring ofherwings. Foz that a Yaggart Falcon vſeth 
not a thick ſtroke, but ſtirrethher wing by leaſure and ſeldom, 
t getteth vp to her mounts, without any great making out. 
And although perhaps the be not ſo large as thefleight oz ſoare 
Falcon, pet to ſeeming and ſhew, ſhe is moꝛe large, which hap⸗ 
peneth by meane of her ſaples, which in very deed are of grea⸗ 
ter ſcope and compaſle than the fleight Falcons are. Contrari⸗ 
wiſe the fleight Falcon ſhee vſeth a moꝛe ſhozt and quicker 
ſtroke with her wing then the Baggarr doth, x doth not deale 
ſo leaſurely. Therearebeſids this onedifference, ſondzy other 
betwixt theſe two kinds of Falcons, which in this place will 
deliuer von, fo2 that vou ſhall the better iudge the ods betwirt 
them, beeing both very god Falcons, and the beft of all other, 


both fo; ſteld, and riuer. 


The difference and ods betwixt tke Haggart, andrbe 
SY Falcon Gentle. 


Fg diuers haue delight to know the difference betwirt 


the Falcon Gentle and the Paggart, J will here ſhew you 
certaine 
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certaine ſpeciallpomtsconcerning thefferenceofthemboth . 
Firſt the Haggart is a larger hawke then the Falcon gentle, 
and a longer armed Hawke, with a reaſonable large fot, and 
her talons moꝛe long then the Falcon Gentles are, a hie necke 
and a long, a fapꝛe ſeaſoned head, anda mozelong beake then 
the other hat. 

1 The beam feathers of the Waggart, as thee isin herflight, 
are longer then the Falcon gentles, her traine ſomewhat lar- 

ger, the Yaggart hath a flatte thigh, but the Falcon gentlea 
round thigh. 

2 TheVaggarf will lielongeronher wings thẽ the Falcon 
Gentle, and hath a moze deliberate andleaſurely firoke. then 
the other Falcon hath, as J ſaydbefoze. 

2 From the ſiſt, it is repoꝛted by ſome, that the Falcon Gen⸗ 
tle dath .fhe moꝛe ſpeedily then the Haggart, but at a long 
flight the Baggart is farre the better orboth, and doth exell all 
other kind ol Hawkes both foz god wing, and maintenance of 
her flight, which is a perlect pꝛole ofa very god backe. 

4 The Falcon Gentle is moꝛe haſty and hote in all her do⸗ 
ings then the Baggart, and is thought moꝛe raſh and out⸗ 
ragious of nature then the Baggart is. And when they flee to⸗ 
gether, the Falcon Gentle will make her ſtoping and downe⸗ 
come moze vnaduiſedly, and will vſe the greater haſte to be at 
her pitch againe then the other, and miſſing the fowle at the 
ſtoping, the Falcon gentle is in the greater chafe, and will 
pꝛeſẽtly flee on head at the check, ſo as many times ſher is hard 
to tome by againe. Whereas the Haggartis moze deliberate 
t better aduiſed, which pꝛoceedeth in my opinion, foꝛ that ſhee 
better knoweth the aduantage of her flight, than the Falcon 
gentle, becauſe ſhee hath been foꝛted often to pꝛey foz her ſelfe, 
t hath not bien ſubiect to the oꝛder of any keper, neither hath 
had any hand kept vpon her, to make her eager e greedy of the 

ꝛep, moze then naturally ſhe is accuſtomed to flee at her 
ſeaſons fo gs2ge her ſelfe, which ſhe doth both aduiſedly and to 
great adnantage. 

5 The Haggart Falcon 1 Rhodes, and 


many 
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many other plates, of that Sea which is called Arcbipel.gaa, 
o2 the Aegean Sea. 

6 The beſt ſoꝛt of thoſe Paggart Falcons, haue their beakes 
sf the colour ofazure. 

7 Thoſe of Cipꝛus which are ſmall Dawks, and ofa ruſſet 
mayle, they are the moſt hardy and ventrous Yawkes of all 
others. 

Much moze might be laid, as touching the Haggart, and 
Falcon Gentle: but ſoꝛ that the Hawks are dayly in hand and 
view, and becauſe J haue a larger field to eare, which is to lay 
you downe the manning of them, and ſuch things as are moꝛe 
neceſſarie to a god Falconer, J leaueit, and will pꝛoccede to 
the nert kind of Falcon, which is the Tartaret o2 Barbarie 

Falcon. As touching whoſe name and nature J meane 

to deliuer you, what J haue gathered as well out 
ol the French Copie, as alſo bozrowed from the 
Italian, whome J do much reuerente as 
well fo2 his language, as foꝛ his 
rare and dæpe deuiſe in al things 
wherein he hoth deale. 
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Ofthe Barbarie Falcon. 
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He Barbarie oꝛ T artaret Falcon, is a Yawkenot very 
common in any Country, and ſheis calledapaſſenger 02 
paſſeby,cuen as the Paggart 128 is. 
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They are not full ſo large as the Tiercell Gentle, though 
ſome men do waite otherwiſe or them, they are red plumed 
vnder the wing, ſtrong armed with long talons 4 ſtretchers. 
They are very ventrous vpon all kind of fowles, and will flie 
at any game that the Haggartdoth. With this Tartarot, o: 
Barbarp Falcon, and the Naggart alſo, vou may flee all Map 
and June, foꝛ they are Hawkes that are very ſlacke in mew⸗ 
ing at the firſt, but when they once beginne, ther mew e ſhedd 
their feathers very falt

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For what cauſe this Falcon is called a Ba bary, 
or Tartaret Falcon. 


* kind of Falcons are called Barbarie Falcons, foꝛ 
that moſt conimonlꝑ they make 1 — thꝛough 
Barbarꝝ and Tunyſez where ther are taken moꝛe often thã in 
any other plate: As namelp, in the Illes ot Leuant, Candy, Ci⸗ 
pꝛes and Rhodes, where theſe Bates do mozefrequent and 
ble, then in any other Region, and the country men will ſoner 
take them, by endeauour if they may, then any Hawkes that 
art epꝛerd in their Country. And truely J do not thinke, that 
in any other plate, there areſo man god Crane⸗lapers, as 
there are to be had in the Ille of Candy. The reaſon of it is, foꝛ 
that the Nobility and ſtates of the Countzy, are much moꝛe 
enclined to keepe thoſe kind of Halaks that will kil the Crane, 
then any other people are elſewhere, and they doe enure and 
maketheir Falcons to that kind of game, moze than to any s⸗ 
ther lo wle. And ſurelp you ſhall there haue excellent god 
Yawkes. ”. 
Thus much it hath pleaſed mine Authoz fo wꝛite of, and in 
tommendation ofthe Barbarie Falcon: but here with vs in 
England, J neuer ſaw oꝛ heard of the pꝛofe of thoſe hawkes, 
to be ſo god oz excellent, as by his repoꝛt I find them. Sondꝛy 
sther kind of Falcons pꝛoue better with vs here, as namely, 
the Falcon Gentle, the Yaggart, and ſach like, which eyther 
are paͤllengers, oꝛ bzought to vs from other Countries. The

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| T3 Gerfalcon is a bird of great fozce,a very fayze hawke, 
ſpectally being n.ewed,ſhets ſtrong armed, ſhe hath large 
ftretchers and ſingles, ſhe is fierce t hardy of nature, by mean 
whereofthe is the moze difticult and hard lo be reclaymed. A 
Gertalcon will icketo haue a gentle hand kept on her, and her 
keper to be curfeons and full ofpatience. The Gerfalcon is 
a gallant Hawke to behold, moꝛe huge then any other kind of 
Falcon, her eyes and her head are like the Yaggart Falcon. 
She hath a great bending beak, large nares, a mayle like vn- 
to aLaner,very long ſaples, and ſharp pointed, a traine much 
like the Laner, a large marble icared, blanck, ruſſet, and 
bzownplumed as other Falcons be, moꝛe beutifully to the exe 
than any other kind or Falton. 
Tbhelę kind ol Hawkes are made to flee from the fiſt to the 
Peron, Crane, Goſe, Buſtard, and ſuch other like fowles. 
Then they aremewed, they doe very much reſemble the Las 
ner, they doe not change the marble ſcare ofthe fut. Thepꝛ 
Tiercels, ( whome wee call Jerkyns) are had in great pꝛize, 
they arebꝛought from Leuant, Cipꝛes, Candp, and Alexan⸗ 
d21a, by Marchants. | 

The Gerfalcons by repoꝛt, do moſt commonly Ey2ee in the 
parts of Pꝛuſſia, and vpen the boꝛders of Kuſſia, «nd ſome of 
them come from the confines and mountaines of Poꝛwap. 
But moſt commonly they are taken about AlmaynePaſſeby- 
es(as weetearme them)o2 paſſengers. 

With theGerfalcon, vou may naturally fl& all kinds of 
fowles, as J haue already wzitten of the Baggart, and the 
Barbarie Falcon. 

Let it not diſcourage 02 amaze you, that the Gerfalcon is ſo 
hard to be reclaymed and manned, fo2 the fircenefle and har⸗ 
dines of their nature, is the onely cauſe thereof, but in the end 
being once wonne, they pꝛoue excellent god Hawkes. 

They will ſit very vpꝛight and ſtately on the fiſt. They? 
beakes are blew, and ſo are the ſeares of their legs and fecte, 
their pountes and talons are verꝑ long, and in troth they will 
lightly refuſe to flee at nothing. 1 
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At my being ta Puſcouia, J ſaw ſundꝛy Gerfalcons verie 
fayꝛe and huge Hawkes, and of all other kinds of Hawkes, 
that onely bird is there had in account and regard, and is of 
greater pꝛice then any other. The reaſon whereof J learned 
of certaine Engliſh Marchants my country men, who tolde 
me, that the Emperoꝛs Maieſtie luan Vazaluich, did bſe to flee 
the Rauen with a caſt or Gertalcons and toke no ſlender plea- 
ſure and delight therein. 

The Raven truely is a monſtrous ſtrong flight, by meane 
ſhecis of ſo great foꝛce and weight of wing, e withallvoth vie 
to make ſo many turnes in the ay2e, as pou ſhall ſe noother 
foule do the like. Bet neuertheleſle as they told me, they had 
ſ&ne acaſtof Gerfalcons beate her in ſuch wiſe, as thehath 
bene fo2ced to take the ſtand, and to pearch in a Pins oz Fir 
free foz her ſuccour and ſafety. Butthat ſhift little pzeuayles, 
fo2 no ſoner is ſhe pearched, but pzeſently by commandement 
of the Empersur, each Puſcouite dꝛawing his hatchet from 
his backe, (without which twle they neuer trauell in that coũ⸗ 
try) beſtoweth his fo2ce to the felling of the tree, which is light⸗ 
ly done by meane of many hands, and the tendernefle of the 
timber, the hawkes all that while lying vpon their wings, law- 
king foꝛ their game: who finding the tree to fayle her, at the fal 
is dꝛiuen fo truſt her wings again, and ſo by afreſh fight and 
new encounter, doth verld extitding pleaſure to his Maieſtie, 
and ſuch as are in the field, and in fine, is ſlaine by her mightie 
aduerſaries the Gerfalcons,who moſt griedily doe ſeaʒe vpon 
her, as their kind hath taught them to do. J imagine the flight 
to be very ſtrong, and trueip the paſtime and pleaſure cannot 
be ſmall, but a game fit foꝛ ſucha mighty Pꝛince as his Paie⸗ 
ſtie is.

be 2. kinds of foacres , the tit is called Sephe after 
the Babylonians and Allyzians , that kind of me 
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found in Egipt, and in the weſt parts, and in Babylon. She 
will ſlay the Hare, and ſuch like. 

The ſecond kind is called Semy, che kils the Chough, as 
her p2oper game, wherein ſhetaketh the greateſt pleaſure, 

The third is called Hyuair, oz the Peleryn Sacre alter the 
Egyptians and Aſſirians. 

She is called a Peleryn oꝛ Paggart,fo2zthat her ey2ee is not 
knowne, and becauſe yearely ſhe maketh herpaſſage towards 
Judea, oꝛ Media, ſhe is taken in the Jles of Leuant, Cy- 
pꝛes, Candy, and Rhodes. And therefoze ſome thinke, ſhec 
commethout of Ruſſia, and Tartaria, and alſa from the great 
Sea. That Sacre that is taken an entermewer, is the beſt 
Mawke. The Sacre of all Hawkes the moſt labourſome, and 
beſt able to bzoke her fleight. She is alſo peaceable and verie 
tractable, t a Hawke that can beſt away with courle and groſſe 
diet. The pꝛey of the Sacre are great fowles, the Heron, the 
Goſe, the Crane, Bytoz, and withall the ſmall beaſtes of 
the ſield and foꝛreſt. 

It is well to bee ſeen, that the Dacre is a Hawk ſomewhat 
larger then the Haggart Falcon, of a ruſty and ragged plume 
like the Kite, the ſeare of her beake and fat like the Laner, her 
pountes but ſhoꝛt, neuertheleſſe, ſhe is of great foꝛce, xhardie 
to all kind of fowle, as J haue already repoꝛted of the Hag⸗ 
gart and Barbarie Falcons, but not ſo ventrous and free to 
flee the Crane, oꝛ ſuch like game as the Haggart Falcon is. 

This Sacre is a paſſenger, euen as the Yaggart falcon is. 
No man is able trulp to ſay,when ſhe ey2etho2 diſcloſeth, but 
at the Rhodes they ſay they come from the parts of Ruſſia, x 
Tartaria, and the Ocean ſea. Theſe Sacres are takẽ in great 
number in the Jles of Leuant, Candy, Cipꝛes, # Rhodes, x 
ſondꝛy other Jlands in the Ocean ſea. But J muſt nerds con⸗ 
feſſeto you, that the Sacre is moꝛe diſpoſed to the field a great 
deale, then to the bꝛoke As to fice the wild Gone, the Bittoz, 
the Feſant, the Partridge, and all ſuch like ſowles. And is no⸗ 
thing ſo dainty of her dyet, oꝛ to be kept, as the long winged 

-hawkes are.

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The Sacre is much like the Falcon Gentle fo2 largenel e- 
and the Haggart foz har dines, and is a paſſenger as the Hag. 
gart is. 

Sheis a Hawk chiefly to flee the kite, and pet may be made 
and manned to flce the field, and ſlay other gameof the field as 
the Falcon doth. ; 

The noble men that take pleaſure in the Sacre, to make a 
flight with her at the kite, do vſe this oꝛder & deuiſe, to bꝛing 
the kife downe from her mountee, fo2 thatin the heate of the 
day, ſhte doth vſe to ſoare and flee of an exce ding height in the 
cloudes, to tako the comfozt ofthe cold x freth ayze, that is in 
the middle region: They tie a forefaile tothe leg of a mallard 
oꝛ Ducke, whome they cauſe to be boꝛn on the fiſt ofſonieone 
Falconer,and do ſo, let the ducke flee in the middeſt of a plaine, 
whome as ſone as the kite diſcries from her pitch, ſhe pꝛeſent⸗ 
ly bateth of her gate, and maketh her ſfwopingto the ground, 
and there gazeth and woundꝛeth at the ſtrangeneſſe, and the 
ſhape ot this fowle : then do they caſt off the Sacre to the kite, 
who foꝛthwith truſting to the godnes ok her wing, getteth vp 
to her pitch, as hie as poſſible He may, by making often turns 
and wꝛenches in the apꝛe, where it is a very pleaſant ſpozt to 
behold the bickering that is betwirt them in the ayꝛe, ſpecially. 
if it be in plaine where ns trees oꝛ groues are, to hinder the 
ſight of the matter, and the day fayꝛe, and not windie, ſoꝛ then 
will the kite and Sacre ſoare ſo high, as they wil flee clean out 
of ſight: But that ſerueth not the Kites purpoſe and turne, foꝛ 
the Sacre neuertheleſſe doth conqure her in the encounter, 
beating her to the ground by meane of the ſondꝛy ſkopinges x 
downe-comes that ſh ie maketh vpon her. 

They flee with the Sacre at two ſoꝛts of Rites, that is, to 
the Rite ropall, which is called by the Frenchman, the ( Milan 
RNyali) and at one other kind of Rite, called the blacke Rite, 
(the Milan Noyer) which is farre the moꝛe nimble bird of the 
two, and doth moꝛe buſily trouble the hawkein her flight then 
the other doth, by meane ſhe is the lelle of the two, e vielh her 
wings farre better. Ot all hawkes this kind ol hawk hath the

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longeſt traine. Me call the Tpertell of the Sacre,the Sactet, 
which is the male bird, + the Sacre the female, betwixt whom 
there is no oddes moꝛe then in the quantityand pꝛopoꝛtion:fo: 
commonly anong birdes of pzey, the male is lefle then the 
female .The Sacre is called in l atine Buſeo, and the Sacret 
Subuter. 


Of the Lauer. 
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tze Laner is a Hawke common in all Countries, ſpetialiꝝ 
in France, and other places elſewhere, fo2 voluntarplie 
ſhe maketh her Epꝛie, and buildeth in high trees and Fo2- 
reſts and commonly in Crowes neſts oꝛ in the high rockes x. 
cliffes neare the ſea, accoꝛding as the country is foz the pur⸗ 
oſe. | 

: The Yacgart is ſomewhat leſſe then the Falcon gentle, 
faire plumed when ſhe is an entermewer,but of ſhozter talons 
then any other kind of Falcon. And ſome hold opinion, that 
thoſe Laners that haue the largeſt and. beſt ſeaſoncd heads, x 
the ſeare of the fot azure: oꝛ blewiſh, be the Eyeſles 02. ſoare 
Makes, thepare the beſt and chopeſt Laners. 

With this Hawke may vou flye the riuers, a well with the 
Laner as the Laneret, foꝛ they are both god, t likewiſe may 
vou vſe them to other kinds of flights, and ſpecially to the . 
field to kill the Partridge, the Feſant, the Hare, the Choffe,þ. || 
Dawe, and all ſuch ſoꝛt of leſſer fowle.. | 

The I aner is not ouer dainty ofher feeding, but can better | 
b:oke groſſe and courſe victailes then any Falcon elſe can do.

Me L aners doe commonly Ey2e in the Alpes that diuide 
Italy from Almaine:ſome ofthem are reaſonable hawks, . 
ſome ot a middle ſute, and ſome leſſe. Their heads arc white, 4- 
flat aloft, blacke and large eyed, flender nares;, ſhoꝛt beake x. 
= and lefſer then the Haggart Falcons, oꝛ the Falcon 
gentle. 


They 
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They are marble oꝛ ruſſet mailde, thebzeſt feathers white, 
full ot ruſlet ſpots, the points and extremities of their featherg 
full of round white dꝛoppes. Their ſayles and trayn long, they 
are ſhoꝛt legged, with a fot ſomewhat leſſe then the Falcons, 
marble ſeered ; but beeing mewed, they change the ſeere ol the 
fot to a yellow. 

Theſe Hawkes will bꝛoketo fle long on their wings after 
their maner, and when they eſpie one that goeth abꝛoad with 
a Sparowhawke to the ſield, they pꝛeſently follow ⁊ couer the 
ſpaniels, ſo as no ſoner is the ſparowhawk caſt off to the par⸗ 
tridge, but if ſher miſſe oꝛ come ſhoꝛt of her game, the L aner 
ſtopeth with great nimbleneſſe ol wing, and eyther killeth the 
fowle, oꝛ otherwiſe enfo2ccth it to ſtape and fall amid the 
flight to the ground. 

ou ſhall neuer lightly ſ& a Laner lie vpon the wings af- 
terſh& hath flien to marke, but after one ſtouping, ſhe maketh 
a point, andthen doth awaife foz the ſo wle alter the manerol a 
-Goſhawke:fo2 if ſhe miſſe at the firſt downe-come, oz kill not 
in the fte, ſhe is by nature ſo ſlothfull and dull, as ſhe will 
ſeeke the aduantage to her greateſt eaſe : and therefoze, doth 
commonly vſe vpon the queſting, and call ofthe Spaniels, to 
attend very dtligently, and ſo top2ey at her pleaſure. h 
They are highly effeemed in France, (as they ſay)ther made 
to the riuer, and there doe they vſe to flee witha caſte oꝛ leaſh 
of Laners to the bꝛoke, and ſometimes with the Laners and 
Lanerets together, and ſometimes doe flee the field with the 
Laner : but in Italy they doe not vſe this kinde of hawke at 
all. With vs in England this kind qt Hake is in pꝛite, but 
accounted very ſiothfull.and hard mettled, ſo as vnleſſe you 
keepe a very hard hand vpon her, ſhee will doe little god, cleane 
contrary to the nature of a Falcon gentle, who fo2 one god v- 
ſage will ſhew a treble curteſie, and the better ſhe is rewarded 
the better will ſhe fler: but vſe the Laner wel, and ſhee maketh 
flender account therof, but becommeth ſlothfull, and vnapt to 
flee epther field, oz riuer.

Tunycian. 


His Falcon is tearmed a Tunician, fo2 that oꝛdinarilp x 
moſt v{ually ſher is found to eyʒe in Barbarie, euen as J 
haue repoꝛted to vau, that the Laner doth in France and other⸗ 
where. And becauſe Tunyce is the head and chiefe Cittie in all 
Barbarie, and the Pzince and kate there tommoꝛant and moſt 
abiding, holding the Court there, and do moſt chifely vſe to 
fice with theſe kinde of Falcons of all others, they are moſt 
chiefly tearmed Zunycians, 
The Tunycianmay alſo be called a Punycian Falcon, fo: 


that which we reade of the warres Punicke, againſt the Car - 


thaginenſes, being maintayned againſt the inhabitants ofthat 
pace, where now is ſituated Tunyce. 

The Tunpcian is large, appꝛoaching nere the nature of a 
Laner, and very like i ume and male, and not vnlike fo2 
the ſeare of her ft, but ſomewhat elſe, and of a longer flight; 
her head is large and round. 

They are excellent god foꝛ the riuer, and will lye well vpon 
their wings, and flye the field well, as J haue ſayd befoze ofthe 
Laner. They doe naturally take pleaſure to ſtrike and ſeaze 
vpon the Hare, and all other kind ol pꝛey whatſoever. 

This kind of Falcons is not ſo oꝛdinarie oꝛ common in 

all parts and regions, as other hawkes are, ſaue 
onely in Barbarie and Zunyce, 
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Here is a kind of Falcon that is called a perlyn, Theſe 
Merlyns are very much like the haggart falcon in plume, 
in ſeare ofthe fot, in beake and tallons. So as there ſameth to 
be no ods oꝛ diſterence at all betwixt tkem,ſare only in the big- 
neſte,fo2 ſhe hath like demeanute, like plume, e very like ton⸗ 
ditions to the Falcon, and in her kind is oflike courage, t therc⸗ 
foꝛe muſt be kept as chorcely, and as daintily as the Falcon. 
Aſluredly diners of theſe Periyns » become paſſing god 
D 3 Pawkes 
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Mawkes and very ſkilfull, their pzoperty by nature is to kill 
Thꝛuihes, Larkes, c Partridges. They flec with greater firce⸗ 
nes, i moꝛe hotelꝝy then any other hawke of pꝛey. They are ot 
greater pleaſure, and full of courage, but aman muſt make 
greater care, and take god heed to them, fo2 they are ſuch buſie 
E vnruciy thuigs with their beakes, as diuers times they eate 
off their own feet and talons very vnnaturally, ſo as they die 
ok it. Andthis is thereaſon and true cauſe, that ſeldom oz ne- 
uer ſhall you ſæ a mewed, oꝛ entermewed Merlin. Foꝛ that in 
the mew they doe ſpoyle themſelues, as J haue befoꝛe declared. 

My Italian Authour hath theſe woꝛds, both ofthe ſhape and 
in commendation ofthe Merlin. 

The Merline is (ſaith he) ol the ſhape of a Falton, lefſe than 
the Sparowhawke, moꝛe nimble and wight ol wing than any 
other Hawke, the dothkill all ſuch game and pꝛey as the Spa⸗ 
rowhawk doth vſe to flay,ſpeciallyſmalbirds,namelyLarks, 
Sparowes and ſuchlike,allwhich ſhy doth purſue with excee- 
ding cruelty and courage. 

Dhe is repozted to be a Bawke of the fiſt, and not of the lure, 
albeit a man may if he will, make her to the lure alſo. She is a 
very ventrous hawke and hardy, by this we may coniecture 
it: Foꝛ though ſhee be little biggerthen a pigeon,yet notwith- 
ſtanding, ſhe will hazard her ſelfe to flee the Partridge, the 
Quail, and ſuch other like fowles, moze large then her ſelfe, x 
will purſue them in ſo cruellmanner; as ſund2y times ſhe fol- 
 loweth them, euen to the villages and townes whether the 
ſilly birdes doe flee foꝛ ayde and reſcue, from their naturall foc 
the Hawke. 

The Merlinis the only Yawke of all others, in whom as my 
authour affirmeth, thereis no difference betwixt the male 4 fe- 
male, but pet by experience we find it otherwiſe, fo2 the female 
is v larger bird ofthe two, c moꝛe big then the other in ſight. 

Some are ok opinion, that Lides, Hierax in Greek & Levis 
Accipiter i inLatine,isour Merlin of whom we ſpeake, a that 
thoſe birds of pꝛey whome Ariſtotle termeth (Leves) to our 
iudgement ſhould be the Perlins, becaufe they are the leſle 
Hawkes ofall others that are to be found,

The Hobby is a Hawke of the lure, and not of the fiſt: alſo ſhee

be diſpoſed to deſeribe the Hobby, he tannot do better, noꝛ deale

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Fo2in god faith there is but ſmall difference oz inequality be- 
twirt them, ſaue that the Sacre is farre the huger birde. 

The p2operty of the Yobbye in all countries and regions 
where they are eyꝛed, oꝛ otherwiſe bꝛought, is to ſoar, and flee 
vpon the Huntlmen and Falconers, xſo,to follow them verie 
watchfully, to the end that whe they ſpꝛing oꝛ put vp any ſmal 
birds, ſhe may ſkope from her wings, and ſeaze on them, as 
on her pꝛey. And this is ſo oꝛdinariea Hawk, x the pꝛadiice that 
I ſpeake of ſo general, as there is not the fimpleſtbow2e oꝛ pea⸗ 
ſant but doth know it. J can make no ſitter noꝛ moꝛe apt com- 
pariſon, then to reſemble the frye + mall fiſh of the Sea, being 
had in chaſe by the huger ſoꝛt of fiſh deſtrous to deuour them: to 
the (mall fowles and birdes of the ayꝛe, purſued by the Hobby. 

Foz as ſwne as the ſilly fiſh that is chaſed by the Dolphin & 
ſuch like, do perceine their ſafety to be nothing in the Element 
of water, where, by God and Mature they are allotted to line, 
eftſon haue they their recourſe to the apꝛe to ſaue themſelues, 
choſing rather to lyeat the mercy of the rauening ſea-fowles, 
ſoaring vpon the water, then to veelde themſelues in pꝛey to 
their naturall aduerſaries the ſiſ: Euen ſo the Hobbies per, 
tepuing the Huntſmen o2 Falconers in the ſielde to hunt the 
poꝛe Leueret, oz flee the Partridge, do fozthwithaccompanie 
them, ſoaring vpon them, in hope toencounterſome one ſmall 
bird oꝛ other, whome the hounds oz ſpaniels ſhal by foꝛtuneput 
vp, x ſpꝛing by ranging the field. Then theLarks, e ſuch like 
ſmall fowles, whoſe nature is not to bꝛaunch oꝛ take the treo, 
but altogether to liue vpon the groũd, findingthclelues purſu⸗ 
ed by the hounds a ſpaniels to beguile the, are enfoꝛſt to truſt 
to their wings, e to take the apꝛe, being there, finding thẽſelus 
moleſted by the Falconers Hobbies, do make their choyce & 
election to become a pꝛeꝝ rather tothe dogs, oꝛ ſeke mercꝝ as 
mong the hoꝛſe legs, 4 ſo to be ſurpꝛiſed aliue, then to affie in 
the curteſie of the cruell Hobbies, and to be taken in their cru⸗ 
ell tallons, where they are moſt aured to die the death. 

The obbie is ſo nimble 4 wight of wing, that ſhe dares 
encounter the Crow, and to giue ſouſe foz ſouſe, and _ — 
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Thisis anaturalland ſpeciall tricke that ſhe doth vſe, e- 
ſpying the Falconers1n the field, the doth follow them, and at⸗ 
tend on them, but it is but foz a certaine ſpace as though in ve- 
rye deede ſhee had her limits and boundes pꝛecribed her, and 
appointed how farre he ſhould flee. Fo2 as ſone as ſhe lea- 
ueth them, ſhee pꝛeſently ſcoureth along the ſide of ſome groue 
oz high wod, where doth ozvinanly vſe to pearch and take the 
ſtand. 1 
The Hobby hath a blew beake, but the ſeare of her beak and 
legges is yellow. The crinet oꝛ little blacke feathers vnder 
her eyes be very blacke, ſo as moſt commonly they continue 
and pꝛoteꝛd from the beake to the temples oz eare burres, and 
in like manner is there an other blacke ſtreak that deſcendeth 
to eyther ſide ol her goꝛge. As touching the toppe of the head 
it isbetwirt blacke and yellow , but hath two white ſeames 
vpon the necke. The plumes vnder the goꝛge, and about the 
bꝛowes are reddiſh without ſpotte oz dzoppe. The plumes vn- 
der the belly (oꝛ as J may beſt teaxm them) the bꝛeaſt feathers 
are bꝛoluns fo: the moſt part, and yet poudered with white 
ſpots asErmines. All the backe, the trayne, and the wings 
are blacke aloft,ſhehath no great ſcales vpon her legs, vnleſſe 
it be a few that begin behind thethꝛer ſtaetchers and pounchies, 
which are very large in reſpedt ol her ſhoꝛt legges. Her bꝛayle 
feathers are engouted twixt redde and blacke. The pendant 
feathers (which are thoſe behind the thigh) are ofa ruſty and 
ſmokie verniſh-comprection-; Whenaman ſeth her ſoare aloft 
in the ayꝛe, he will tudge her vnder the wings, that her plu- 
mage and downe, as well of her wings as betwixt her legs is 
There are two fowles, whereof the one is called, (Jan le 
I che frre Aer £167 a arg eps capped Kite, and 
þ other(//anche queue) the ring tayle, who do alwaies flee with 
her foz company, beating and ſouſing theLarks, and if happi⸗ 
ly they ſpie the Yobby encountring the Larke, whome they 
neee behold * 
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thatisbetwirt this caſt of buſſards andthehawke! + Foz their 
deũre and intent ts to bereaue the ſillyehobby of her pꝛey: but 
ſhe beingnimble and wight of wing, encountteth with them, 
entertepting the Larke from them, mauger their might, and 
ſondzy times they buckle ſo together, as you ſhal ſer them tome 
tübling down both J fear, one faſt griping t ſeazed on p other. 
Some would haue that this Hobby of whom J wateſhould 
bee that bird whome Ar: ſtotle calicth Fporriorchrs; and the 
Latines Sabuteo: but I am not ot that mind, but that it ſhould 
rather be the Sacre, whome Ariſtetle doth meane. But let the 
learnedreader Judge the controuerſte, J am to lay dolon thetr 
natures and pꝛoperties, and not to decide any matter ot con⸗ 
trouerſie, which inderde doth belong to the curious Falconer, 
and not to him that doth emb2ace moze the ſpoꝛt, then the di⸗ 
uerſitie and oddes of ſpeech, which in euery Art a man ſhalbe 
allſured to find. Let it ſuffice if A giue the Reader to vnder⸗ 
ftand the nature of euerx Hawke now a dayes in vile; and 
withall (acco2ding to my pꝛomiſe and meaning) doe let him 
know the meane to flie with them both the field and bꝛoke, as 
alſo to giue him to witte, how to ew, Ympe, andeare them 
being diſeaſed.

deepeſet; and the apple oz middle part of the eye blacke, nares, 
eaxes, backe and feet, large and blancke, a blacke long beake, 
lang necke, big bꝛeaſt, hard fleſh, long thighes, fleſhie, t diſtant 
one from the other, the bone ok the legge and knee ſhozt, long 
and large pounces, and talons.

The ſignes ofa god Goſhawke, are hautp courage, de⸗ 
ſire and greedy luſt to feede, often tyꝛing and plucking of her 
meat, ſodaine ſnatching ok her fod vpon the fiſt, god enduiug, 
and great foꝛce in aſſayling her game. 

The ſigne of boldneſle in a Goſhawke is this, tie her in an 
open light place, and after a while darken and obſcure it, by 
ſhutting ſome window, oz ſuch like deuiſe, then touch her vp⸗ 
on the ſodaine at vnawares, if ſhe then iumpe, and leape to the 
fiſt without feare oꝛ aſtoniſhment, that is an aſſared ſigne of 
hardineſſe in a Goſhawke. 

The token of fozce in a Goſhawke, is this, tie diners Gol⸗ 
hawkes in ſundzy places ofoneſelfchambero2 mew,and that 
Hawke that doth fliſe and mewt hieſt and fartheſt offrom her, 
vndoubtedly is the ſtrongeſt Hawke, foꝛ that one point decla- 
reth and arguetha god ſtrong backe in the hawke. | 

A Token of godneſſe andexcellency in thoſe demie Goſ- 
hawkes,whom my Authoz doth tearme (Per:te Autourt) is to 
haue large and cleare epes, a ſmall head, long neck, low, and 
cloſe plume oꝛ done, hard fleſh, a greene ſcere ok her fte, 
large ſtretchers, and not goutie oꝛ fleſhie, quicke enduing, 
large panell, and able to ſliſe farre from her when ſhe mewteth. 
The point of the beake to be blacke, is a very god ſigne.

L beit there bee a generall rule, that (contraria contrari- 
es dinoſcunter) Which is that one contrarie is knowne ſul⸗ 
ficiently by theothrr, ⁊ therfoꝛe hauing made vou full ſhew of 
the god ſhape of Goſhawkes,the ill p:opoztion wil eaſily ther⸗ 


by fall out, æ be diſcerned ol it ſelf without any further tranell, 


yet neuertheleſſe following mine Authoz, J think it not amiſſe 
to dicypher you theillfozmeofa Goſhawke ; which is to haue 
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a great head, a ſhozt necke, to be thick and groſſe plumed, ſoft 
ſleſhed, ſhoꝛt thighed, long armed, ſhozt tallons, tawnie hew⸗ 
ed, tending to blacke, and hard and rough vnder the fote. 

AGoſhawke that when ſhe is loſe in the houſe, flees as 
though the were at large and liberty, bꝛeaking out ofa mew, 
hauing great groſſe feathers , cyesas red asblod, thatis e⸗ 
uermoꝛe baiting, and being ſet on the pearch, offereth to flee at 
the laceol a man, ſuch a Hawke if ſhe be kept low in fleſh 
cannot be bozne an the fiſt; if ſhe bee hie and full ol ficth, ſhe 
will not then abide with her kaper, but rangle a gad: where- 
fee of ſuch Hawkes, there is no account to be made at all. 

A fearefull Goſhawke1s hardly to be reclaimed and man- 
ned, foz the feare ſhee hath, will alwaies cauſe her to refuſe 
the liſt and lure, and make her checke, and not willingly re⸗ 
papꝛe to any deuiſe wherewith thee is called and rappeld, af- 
ter her light, which is a very great inconuenienec in a Goſ⸗ 
hawke, and no ſmall hinderance to the ſpozt of him that ſhall 
happen to haue ſuch a fearefull Hawke ; fozcommonly vn⸗ 
Jeſſe they be firſt fond of the keeper, and in loue with the call, 
they will not flee their game to the liking of their owner; and 
the tediouſnes in comming by them againe alter the flight, 
doth bꝛerd vꝛgetlulneſſe of the paſtime, how god and delecta⸗ 
ble ſeeuer it were befoꝛe. 

That Goſhawke that hath pendant plumes ouer her eyes, 
and (as they ſay in the Country) whoſe feathers hang in her 
light, the white of whoſe eye is very watriſh and blanck, that 
is red maild, oꝛ bꝛight tawnie, hath the moſt aſlured token 
that may be ol ill conditions, and is not like to bœ well com⸗ 
ming. But if happely ſuch a Hawke fall once to bee god, ſhir 
will then pꝛouea paſſing Hawke. 

Sometinies (though very ſeldome) do wee ſer a Goſhawke 
of bad ſhake, and in condition cleane contrary-ts thoſe ſignes 
that ought to bee lokt foꝛ in a god Gothawke, pꝛoue light, 
luſty, able to hold out and mainetaine her flight, and ſuch a 
one as will very well lay the greater ſoꝛt of fowles, 

The Goſhawkes p2ey is the Felant, the Mallard, —

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Golfe, the Hare, and Conie, : beſides all which, the will ſtrike 
ventrouſly, andſeazeon a ktdde o2 Goat, and kæpe him play 
ſo long, as the dogs at length ſhall come in to alliſt her and 
further the fallof it, which doth manifeſtly decipher the great 
ine ſtimable courage and valour of the Hawke.

ca men haue thought, and bene of this reſolute mind, 
that the(Authoz2) oꝛ Goſhawke hath bene ofthe kinde ofa 
Uulture, ſoꝛ the affinity and nearenedſe of their tearmes and 
names: foz (Aufour) in the French, is that Hawke whome we 
call the Goſhawke,and (Uaufour) ts the Uulture, which 2. 
tearmes as vou ſec, d2aw very neare to one ſpecch. 

Same other haue been of opmion, that betwixt the BoHawk 
and Sparowhawke, is no ods oꝛ difference in nature, ſaue on⸗ 
iy in reſpect ofthchugeneſſe of that one, and the ſlenderneſſe ol 
the other: but my purpoſe is to treat of the Goſhawke ſeue⸗ 
rally fromthe Sparowhawke, and ſo to pꝛoctede to the Spar⸗ 
rowhawke, of whome J will waite acco2ding to the French x 
Italian Authoꝛs, in aſenerall Chapter bp it ſelfe, to avcide the 
confufion, which otherwiſe might happen in that behalle. 

The Goſhawke is euer moze regarded than her Teirtell, 
foꝛ the males o2cockes among Hawkes and birds of pꝛey, dee 
make euident pꝛofe, and ſhew to the exe, of their diſterence fro. 
the females and Hawkes. 

Againe we may with eaſe diſterne the Goſhawke from her 
Tyercell, fo2 that ſhe is farre larger, then the Tyercell ot her 
kind. 

The Falconers æ Oſtregers, haue to theſe (wo ſoꝛts, added 
a third kind (as J ſaydbefoze) whome they terame the Domy⸗ 
goſhawke, as a bird indiſterent, betwixt the other tww. 

Both kinds of them are moze hie, and longer armed, then 
epther the Falcon, oꝛ Gerkalcon: they are Yawkes of the fiſt, 
and (as we call them) round winged Hawkes, —

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to thoſe J wꝛote of befoꝛe, all which are Hawkes ofthe lure, 
and long winged Hawkes, otherwiſe called Tow:e hawkes. 

The Hawke (J meane the female) is very much like the 
Eagle in mayle, and if we may make bold to compare pᷣ leſſe 
with the larger, ſhe hath a moze ſtately high necke then the 
Eagle, x ofa moze red oz yꝛon mayle, the ground ok her plume 
and downe tending to a red colour. 

Thoſe Goſhawkes that are of Slauonia, are god at all ma⸗ 
ner of game, large, hardy, x faire plumed, their tongs blacke, 
and their nares great and wide. 

There are Goſhawkes, whome the Italians call A/pi/a», 
oꝛ hawkes of the Alpes, which are much vſed in Lombardie, x 
Tuſcane, they are moꝛe thick the they are long, ſierce, a hardy. 

But thoſe Goſhawks that our Oſtregers haue now adayes, 
are cheifly conueied out of Almaine, hauing their eyes the 
ſeare of the beake,as alſoof their feet and legs yellow, contra- 
rie to the Gerfalcon, whoſe ſeare is blew andazure. 

Theirtraines are garniſhed with large dzoppes oz ſpottes 
crofſingthe feather, party blacke, and party grey, as alſo the 
plumes of the necke and head are moꝛe towards a ruſſet , and 
powdꝛed with blacke, but thoſe of the thigh, and vnder the 
belly e2 pannell, are otherwiſe marked, foꝛ they are not full ſo 
-pellow, hauing round dꝛops on them, not much vnlike thoſe 
that are on the Peacockes trapne. 

The Goſhawkes of Almapne are not very fapꝛe, though 
they be large Hawkes, red mayled, and pet not hardy. 

There are ſundꝛy of them god in their ſoarage, but being 
once mewed, pꝛoue nothing woꝛth: there be diuers ol them ta⸗ 
ken in the foꝛreſt of Arde, and in ſundꝛie places of Almapne. 
The Greckes haue called the Goſhawke H:erax, the Latines 
Accipiter ſtellaris, and the Italians Aſt uy. 

Thus much haue J collected out of another French authoꝛ, 
as xeceſſarily belonging to the deſcription of the nature of a 

Hoſhawk, bete uſe you ſhall ſœ the ſeuerall opinions of ſund2y

There be hawkes ol Arm- 
nia, Sclauenia, Sardinia, Calament , of the Aples which they 
bſe in Lowberdy, Tuſcan, Marcaand Paglia, ſome otherof R/ 
fa, Fr. uli, Almania, andotherſome of Lombardie, all which J 
willbziefly touch vnto vou, and not long dwell in the matter, 
hauing out of my French Authoꝛs already decyphered the na⸗ 
tures ofthe moſt part ot᷑ them. 

Firſtofall there are Gothawkes,callevt Armeniahawkes, 
much differing from the Goſhawke, in ſozt as almoſt, they 
have noreſemblance at all to the other kinds of Goſhawkes. 
They are very faire and huge, the mayleofthemis blanke, as 
ſundꝛy Maggart Falcons be, they flee with great courage and 
life, all greater ſoꝛt of fowleg. | | 

There are others epꝛied in S/4v-»:14 and Dalmacia , and 
thence are they tearmed Slauon Goſhawkes, which inderd 
are god fo2 any thing a man will employ them vnto. Uery 
faire and hardy hawkes, large footed, very well penned, their 
downe and plumage excellent fine, their tongues blacke, any 
their nares large and wide 
Thoſc ol Saͤrdinta are nothing like the other hawkes, they 
are bꝛolvne and ruſſet plumed, ſmall hawkes, hard and not 
ſmallfoted, and nothing ventrous. 

Thoſe of ( alamert are ſhozt truſſed hawkes, and large, 
blanke ſcared on the ſot, thoſe 9 greater ſowles _— 5 
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The Goſhawkes ol the Alpes, and of Calabria, axe in a ma⸗ 
ner moꝛe large then they are long, very pꝛowde, and hardy 
The Goſhawkes of Lombardy are not very large, bzowne 
maylde,and cowardly kytes to doany god. TE 
The Goſhawke of Ki and Sarmatia, is a large and 
huge Hawke, the moſt part ofthem are blanke Bawkes, and 
taken vp ol great Pꝛinces and Nobles ſtates, they are apt and 
able to doe any thing that may be lwked foz from Yawkes of 
that kind. My ſelfehaueſeene great ſtoꝛeot them in the Citie 
of Moſqua, which is the chiefe Dukedome ol all Raſſia. The 
Moſeovites and T artariavs do bſe to flee with thoſe Goſhawks 
at the bzoke,and there do beat vp the fowle withthe dꝛumme, 
without which you ſhall ſeldome ſee. a Woyaron (as they 
tearme them) which is a Gentleman, ryde af anytime. And 
ane ſpeciall thing which J noted among them was, that as 
well Moſcovites as T artares, do vie to beare their Hawkes on 
the right fiſt , which is cleane contrary to our manner and

poled 02 mettled alike. Wherefoze the firſt andſpeciall obſer- 
uation is, to note the naturall inclination and diſpoſition of 
his hawkes in that behalfe, 

Then next, it isneceſſariefo2 him to be found ouer his hawk, 
patient, and withall carefull to ke&pe her cleane out ol lyſe, 
mytes, and all ſuch other diſeaſes, as J ſhall hereafter treate 
of in the latter part of this collection, with ſuch remedies, as 
JI ſhall lay downe foꝛ euer greefe. Andofthe two, hee muſt 
rather keepe his Hawke hie, and full of fleſh, than poꝛe and 
low. Wefides that, this ts one generall rule, which by erpe-

The Booke of Falconrie. 


The firſt inſtruction is, how to make a Falcon, and other 
Hawkes flee ing, after the opinion of Jean de 
Frauchiers. 


F Irſt let vour hawkes be taken on the fiſt and hodded, then 
let her be watched thꝛe dayes and nights, befo:e you vn⸗ 
hode her, and feede her alwapes hoded in an eaſie rufter had. 
At the end ol th:ee dayes vou map vnhede her, and erde her 
vnhoded, and when thee is fed, hod her againe, ſo that ſhc ber 
not vnhoded(but when you feed her) vntil che know her meat: 
then when the beginneth to be acquainted with yon, hadher 
and vnhode heroftentumes, to the end ſhe may the better as 
bide the had. But vſe hergently, and be patient with her at 
the firſt, and to the end your hawke may be the better manned 
x the ſwner reclaimed, vou ſhall do well to beare her commonly 
in places where moſt people do frequent, and where moſt exer⸗ 
tiles are vſed. And when ſhe is well manned, make her come 
a little to the fiſt foz her meat. And when you haue ſhewed her 
the pearch oz ſtocke, and tyed her vpon it, put with her vppon 
the ſaydpearcho2 ſtocke ſome Pullet, oz other quicke fowle as 
often as vou map, and let her feed there vpon at pleaſure vntill 
ſhe be reaſonably goꝛged, and doe in like manner vpon the lure 
vntillſhee know it perfectly, Afterwards you may giue her 
mozeliberty, and lure her with a cryance, laring her twice a. 
day further and further off. And when ſhe is th:oughly 
lured, vou ſhall teach her fo flee vppon you vntill ſho know 
both how to get to her gate, and to fice round vppon vou. 
Then ſhall you caſt her out ſome quicke Fowle, and when 
the hath ſtoped. and ſeazed vppon it, you ſhall ſuffer her to 
plume it, and to foteit at her pleaſure, giuingher a reaſona⸗ 
ble goꝛge thereon, as is afoꝛe ſayd, and continuing alwayes: 
to reward her vpon the ſayd lure, in ſuch ſozt that ſhe neuer 
find the lure without ſome reward tyed vppon it, —_— 
\ 
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that meanes ſhe will alwayes loue the lewer and her kepcr 
well, and will not lightly rangleo2 be loſt. Thus you may con⸗ 
finue her loꝛtie dayes 02 thereabouts , and then you may flee 
with her ſale inough. But befoze you lo do,letherbeſkowzed 
and bathed, and fed with cleane meat, and well wathed,giuing 
her caſting euery night, euen as men ble fo giue fleeing * 
Hawkes.

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Bere is another manner of fleeting, which is called the 
flight at the Vearon, this is the roblctflight of all others. 


Foz the Hawke ought to be well lured and well trapned to get 


vp to an high gate, and therewithall {hee maſt well know a 
quicke fowle, and ſuch a Falcon as is apt to ſlie the Hearon, 
ſhould not bee owen with to any other kind of fowle, but 


onely to the Hearon moſt commonly. Foz aſmuch as amongft 


all sther flights, there is no ſuchmountcy made, noꝛ ſuch foꝛce 
vſed as inthe flight at the Bearon, and there foꝛe reaſon would 
that ſuch Falcons ſhould not be flowen withall, oz inured to 
anymeaner 92 leſſe pzey than the Yearon. Fo2if a Yawke 
be a god Hearoner, it is ſufficient, and if after your Hawke 
haue flowen the Yearon , you ſhould let her flee any other 
lieighter fowle oz pep, ſhe will lightly (by yourowne de- 
fault) become a ſlugge and take dildaine, in ſuch ſo2t; that 
(where beloꝛe ſhee was a god Yearoner)ſhe wil be ſo no moꝛe, 
and will turne to her owne eaſe, ſo that ſheꝛ will neuer care tu 
lie the NHearon. Fozalmuchas ſher will giue her ſelfe to pꝛey 
bppon fowle, that is moꝛe eaſie to reach, and will fo2get o: 
fozeflowe her valiant hardineſſe, the which is much to bee la⸗ 
mented, if a man haue once a god Hearoner, and doe ſo ſpill 
her. Peuertheleſſe you may flee with the Sacre all manner ol 
fowle moꝛe caſily than with any other kind of Hawke, becauſe 
the is alike common to all fowle,cuenſois ſhehard to bemade, 
and of a hard and dull capacity, but deſpaire not therefoze, faz 
in the end they pꝛoue god, if the Falconer take ſuch paines 
with them as he ought to doe.

this kind of paſtime ſhould be perfecly handled , vnleſſe the 
dogs and Hawkes be ſo well acquainted and knolone one to 
the other, that each of them do loue others, ſoꝛ although na- 
turally the Hawke be hardly entred to become familiar with 
the dogges, and will not lightly, noz at the ſuſt loue them, pet 
maruaile vou not thereat, fozin the end all ũeld Hawkes will 
loue them, and betome familiar with them, but to bzing that 
to paſſe, you muſt continually beate your Bake amongſt 
Spaniels, and acquaint her with them, that thee may the bet⸗ 
ter abide them, and that being done, the oftcner that your 
Hawke ſler thefield, the truer you ſhall find my opinion: and 
ſurely you may eaſily haue god hawks to thefield, if vou kepe 
them in gad oder and dyet as realonrequireth, giuing them 
vpon their firft,ſecond,and third pꝛex, a reaſonable god gozge, 
and afterwards vou may withdꝛaw and abafe your reward by 
little and little, to make pour hawke the caſier ſoꝛget it, fo by 
t meanes you ſhall make pour halvke know her liuefowle 
e better, it you reward her with the head and bꝛaynes of the 
fowle taken, and ſo ofcuerꝝ one which the ſhall lay , vntill

water befdꝛe her, to the end ſheꝛ may bath when ſhee will, and

ſingular great pleaſure, foꝛ bowzing may oftentimes pꝛeſerue 
them from ſickneſle, aud pet ſometimes a Hawke bowzeth 
after ſome diſeaſe, whereof ſher hath long languiſhed, and dy⸗ 
eth, oꝛ elſe ſhe is thereby retured: foꝛ after ſuch a diſeaſe, bow⸗ 
zing doth either cure her, oꝛ quite diſpatch her. Now when 
vou haue done as is beloꝛe ſayd ( whether thee bath oꝛ not) you 
ſhall take your Hawke vppon vour ſiſt, and ſo kepe her on 
the fil vntill vou goe to bedde, and when you goe to bedde 
let a candle befoꝛe her, which may laſt all the night, and in 
the moꝛning (ifſhe did bath) vou ſhall ſet her in the Sunne 
fo2 one howag vntill ſhe be well weathered, and then after 
wards (ifſhee did not bath) take wine and water, and therwith 
beſpout her well with your mouth thꝛeꝛ howꝛes after, ſetting 
her in the Dunne againe, and ( foz lacke of ä 
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- befozethe fire, vntyllſher bee very well dzyed, and ir pon ber 


well aſſured that ſhe is thꝛoughly enſeamedcleane, andhath 
ben well manned by the ſpace of thirty oz foztye dayes, then 
may you fl the fielve with her, and if vou perteyue that ſhe 
hath god deſire to flee, let her fle, and if Qho& kill any thing 
giuchera god goꝛge therevpon, but if ſhe: kill nothing, then 
feede her with the legge oꝛ the wing or an Henne oꝛ a Pullet 
waſhed in cilcane running water, keeping her ſlul vpon the 
fiſte as is befoze ſapd: and the next dax ſlee with her agayne, 
and if ſhe kill anx thing, giue her her reward, and keepe her 
in this oꝛder vntill ſhe be perfectly enfred and quarred : but 
then you mult haue diſcretion, fo2 ſometimes by this oꝛder, 
pou may bꝛing her low, in ſuch ſoꝛt that the ſhould not eafily 
be recouered to make her fight ftrongly. Pet Martine ſayth 
thecontrarye, but if an Hawke be very hard and ſtubboꝛne to 
her Keeper in her flight, then let her be well ſpowted againe 
with luke-warme water, andſo ſet abꝛoade all night inthe o⸗ 
pen ayꝛe.

And this pꝛecept ſerueth as well foz them that 
deſire to haue god Hawkes fo2 the fielde, as otherwiſe : and it 
you would haue your Yawkes loue their pzey,take Cynamon 
and Sugarcandye,ofcach alice quantitie, and make thereof a 
powder, and when your Yawke hath killed any thing, e that 
pou come to rewarde her, ſpꝛinckle ſome ofthat powder vpon 
the part where with you reward her, andit ſhall make 
her loue that kind of p2ey the better euer 
 afterwardes, 
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How a man ſhould vſe an Eyaſſe

F you haue Eyalſe Hawks, you ſhall feede them moſt with 

Poultrie, Beefe, 02 Goates fleſh : and this is done to kepe 
them from ill to pes: and when they be well lured and trap⸗ 
ned, then beare them vpon the fiſt hoded, and o2deredin all 
points accozdingto the rule pzeſcribed;befoze in the firlt chap⸗ 
ter, and after thirty oz foꝛtꝑ dayes paſt, bꝛing them to the flight, 
and the firſt, ſecond, and third flight, youmay bee fond ouer 
them, abating your fauour , afterwardes by little and little, 
vntill they be bꝛought in perfect tune, ſpowting them often- 
times with Mine and Mater. Fo2 (as Martine ſap⸗ 
eth) ſome Eyaſſe Hawkes will not much bath them. Ne- 
uertheleſſe you ought therein alſo to vſe diſcretion, foz by often 
bathing oꝛ ſpowting, you may bzing your Vawke very low, 
in ſuch ſozt, that ſhe ſhould haue moze ne&de ofa godgozge, 
than of bathing. oz ſpawting, and eſpecially ſuch Hawkes 
— are fierce of Nature, and will not often bathe of them⸗

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A confideration of the Diverſitie of

Here are ſome ſo2tes of Falcons which haue this diuer⸗ 
ſity of nature, that ſome of them will fiye well, being hie 
and full of fieſh , and ſome other flee beſt when they are kept 
tow. Wherefoze a Falconer ſhould haue eſpecpall conſide⸗ 
ration thereunto, fo2 Falcons are fitte fo2 all flightes, as 
is befoze ſaide, but the blanke Falcons are of one nature, 
and the blew Falcons sf another, and the Falcon of the red⸗ 
diſh plume hath alſo her pꝛoperties diners from the reſt.

A Sparowhawke newly taken ſhould be thus-vſed, take

Bat to trimme your Sparowhawke in her rights, ſhe 
muſt haue Jeſſes of leather, the which muſt haue knottes at 
the end and they ſhould be halle a ſate long, oꝛ thereabout, at 
the leaſt a ſhaftanete betweene the hoſe ofthe elle, and the 
knotte at the end, whereby you tye the hamke.

Oꝛ as much as Sparowhawkes are of ſundꝛy ſoꝛtes of 
plumes , and ſundzy ſhapes and p2oportions , there are 
alſo. ſundzy manners of manning them and making them, 
and there is much leſle paines to bee taken with ſome one, 
than with ſome other. Foꝛthe moꝛe eager and ſharper ſet that 
a Sparowhawke is, the toner ſhall you winne her, and man 


er. 
Firſt to winne her to fee, rubbe her ferte with warme 
fleſh , chirping and willing to her, and ſometimes pzeſent 
thefieſh vnto her beake, and if ſher will not yet feed, rub her 
fert with a quick birde, and the birve will crye, and if tho 
Sparawhawke doe ſeaze it with her feet, it is a token that 


ſher will feede. Then teare af the skinne and feathers ol the 


birdes bꝛeaſt, and offer it tothe Hawkes beake, and ſhe will 
taſte thereof, Foz a Sparowhawke which foedeth immedi⸗ 
atiy after ſhe bee taken, doth ſhew that cher is eager, and hath 
god appetite. And you may giue her as much moꝛe at ene- 
ning,yeaand ſometunes in the day tune, ſo that ſhe be not goz- 
cedfirft, but that ſhe haue put onerhermeat. When ſher is 
thus well entred, & will feed when you chirpe a 
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then may vou had her with an hod that is large a deep nough, 
fo that it neyther hurt noꝛ touch her eyes when ſhe will indure 
to be hoded and vnhoded, without bating, 4 that thee will feeds 
hoded, then mult you abate her meals, giuing her leſſe meate, 
and feeve her betimes in the moꝛning when ſhe hath endewed, 
(that is to ſap, when thee ſhall haue put ouer her meate, ſo as 
there remapneth nothing in her goꝛge,) then may vou giue 
her a beaching in the day time, taking off, and putting on a⸗ 
gaine her hode, to make her the moꝛe eager. Foꝛ it will not bee 
amiſle, to giue her a bitte oz two ofmeate euery time that you 
hond her. Mhen it is euening then ſup her vp, giuing her the 
head oꝛ bꝛaines of a hen oꝛ pullet vntill ihe moꝛning. And if yon 
perceiue that ſhe is become very cager, then laſe the thꝛeade 
wherewith ſhee is ſceled, but let it he night firſt, and that ſher 
haue ſcene backwards as befoze ſapd. 2 

If chee may abide Companie , vet watch her all that night 
that you vnſcele her, to the endſhee may alſo be accuſtomed 
to heare people ſpeake, and be atquanted with them, and 
when vou hode her againe, giue her two o2 th2ee bittes of 
meate. In the moꝛning betimes, put a birde in her fote, whome 
if ſhe ſeaze hardilye, and plume thereon eagerly, then max 
you bolvely take off her hode, but ifſhe bate them, have 
heragaine , and watch her vntill ſhe be thozowly wonne 
and manned : but ifſhee feede well befoze company ,. andbe- 
come familiar and quiet befoꝛe them, watch her no longer, 
but keepe her on the fiſt ſome part of the night amongſt 
company , making her to plume, giuing her nowand then 
a bitte = twoof fleſh , and putting herhode on and off there- 
withall. , 

When you goe to bed, ſet your Hawke neare fo your beddes 
head vpon ſome treſtle oꝛ ffole, that you may wake her ofte in 
the night. Then riſe befoꝛe day, e take her vpon your fiſt, off 
with her hode, that ſhe may ſee the people about her, t when 
ſhee beholdeth them, put a quick birde in her fte, as befoze 
ſayd.When ſhee ſedeth thereupon, had her againe, giuing — 
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the reſt ol your bird hoded, and when it is further ſoꝛth day , 
pou may la kewhether ſhe haue any thing in her goꝛge, 03 
not. It ſhee haue nothing aboue, giue her ſome little beaching, 
and beach her oftentimes befoze company, hoding and vn- 
hoding her. But at night ſhe ſhould be alwayes vnhoded, that 
the may ſee people, and become acquainted with them, gi- 
uing her to feede ofa Hen oꝛ Pullet. To heale the places where 
ſhee was ſerled, to the end iher maylſe the better: whenthou 
goeſt to bed, holde herin a darke coꝛner, & ſpirt a little Mater 
vpon her head, that ſhe may frote her eycs againſt the pini- 
ons ot her wings. Then in the moꝛning when the perceyueth 
the day light, and hath warme meats ready vpon pour fiſte, 
and is tleane loſed that ſhee may ſee both before, and behind 
her, and ſemeth to bee familiar and bolde amongſt people, 
then may you make her as befoze ſayd. But remember that 
you giue her no plumage that day, in which von haue giuen 
her walht meat, yea and allow her no plumage vntill the ber 
well manned. Foz vntiliſhee bie thꝛoughly manned, ſher 
will not dare to calf. Thenit you would th2oughly manne 
your Sparowhawke, and ketpe her eager, take her earely in

Foz thoſe which are Gentle, eaſie 
fo be reclaymed , and of a god kind and nature, ought allo 
to bee the moꝛe fauoured, andthe moꝛe gently handled. But 
when your Yawke is bꝛought to the poynt befoze rehear- 
fed, as well foz the hoding, as alſo foz her eagerneſſe to 
fede, if you peceiue that ſhe beginne to be acquainted there- 
with, you may bnhode her by day time, farre from com- 
pany , firſt gining her a bitte o2 two of god meate.

V Hen your Falcon is well lared aſwell on hozſebacke 
as on late, and that ſhee is ready to bee caſt off, and 
hath biene well rewarded vppon the lure, and is now alto- 
gether reclaymed from her ramage toxes, and when thee is 
alſo ſomewhat recouered of the paine and trauell which you 
haue put her vnto in making and reclayming her, and bee 
yet in god plight , and haue her thighs ploompe, and well 
bzawned, then offerher Water to bath her, ſpie out faire 
day when the Weather is cleare and temperate, then take 
a Baſon lo deepe that your Hawke may ſtand therein vppe 
to the Thighes, and fill if with water, and ſet it in ſome 
ſecret plate: afterwards your Pawke being lured and well 
— in the mozning with warme meate, beare her 
bp 
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vp vpon ſome high place oꝛ banke,and there hold her in theſun 
vntill ſhe haue endued her goꝛge, taking off herhod, that ſher 
may pꝛopne and picke her ſelfe: that being done, hod her again, 
and ſet her neare to the baſon, afterwards taking off her hod 
againe (if ſhe will) let her leape downe into the Baſon oꝛ vpon 
the graſle by it, and to make her know the water, ſlappe there⸗ 
in witha little wand, and let her bath therein as long as ſhe 
liſt: when ſhe commeth out of the Mater, take ſome

W Hen a Dparowhawkeis mãned and reclaymed, the 
giue her nine oꝛ ten traines at the leaſt, and when ſhe 
killeth, feed her vp alwayes , and let the Quaile where with⸗ 
all vou traine her, haue a feather pulled out of each wing, and 
caſt off the Sparowhalbke to her a far off, ſo often that ſhe wil 
recouer the Quaile farre off, and then caſt her out a Quaile 
which hath her full wings, afterwards you may flee the wilde 
- Quaile with her: and 9 when ſhee doth kill, ſeꝛde her 
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vpwitha full gozge: the Almaynes are ofopinion, that the 
tercell ofthe Goſhawke is moꝛe waighty and moze valiant 
than the Hawke, both to Partridge c Fezant. At vou would 
makea Sparowhawke to the Pye, then diſmember the Pye, 
and caſt her onthe ground to the Hawke, and fede her vpon 
her with a hote meale, as with a Finch oz ſuch like birde, e vſe 
that oꝛder with her twiſe o2 thꝛiſe, and afterwards vou may 
caſt vp a Pye to vour Bawke that is ſœled, beeing diſmem⸗ 
bꝛed as befoze ſaid, and let her kill her, and ſede her vpon her, 
alſo you may take a leather oꝛ two out ofthe Pyes wing, and 
ſet her vppe in ſome tree, and let yourhawke kill her there, 
and make her as god reward as vou can thereof, and this be⸗ 
ing thus vled, you may lie with your hawk to the wilde Pye, 
but euer remember that in making theſe traines your Pye be 
diſmembzed, that is fo ſax, her bill and her tallons cutoff, oꝛ ſo 
tped and abated, that ſher may nat ſpoyleoz hurt yourhawke, 
Gotſhawkes, and Tertels ot Goſhawks are better when they 
are taken haggards ol a Cote oz two Cotes out of the wod, 
than they are when they be Soarehawkes,but then they muſt 
be kept with moꝛe delycate feede than the Soarehawkes, foz 
they are made daungersus. Fo2 aſmuch as in the des they 
did commonly pzey vpon warme meates, and therewithall 
they are ſaner loſt then Soarchawks be, by reaſon they 
remember theyꝛ epꝛie, but they ſhould not be a⸗ 
boue one, oꝛ two * 


To 
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Ake pour Falcon, and vſe her as you vie the Goſhawke 

in manner befoze declared,ſauingthat when you ferde her 
you ſhall call and lure, as if you called her to thelure; and eue⸗ 
ry day you ſhall p:offer her water, and euery night giue her 
caſting accoꝛdingly as you ſhail ſœ that ſhe endeweth : xtake 
offher hode oftentimes amongſt companye :and to theend ſhe 
ſhall not bate, hold alwaycs the hod by the taſſellin your hand 
ready. And in the — when day light beginneth to faple, 
take off her hode amongſt companye of people by the candle 
light, vntill ſhe rowze and mewte, & then ſet her on the pearch 
and not befoꝛe, and ſet light beloꝛe her, and when ſhe is well 
wonne to know the fiſt, then beginne to make her know the 
lure, and ſo by little and little reclapme her, vntyll you may 
call her loſe without Cryance. Cuerye Falcon hath nerde of a 
make hake to teach her to holde in the head, and eſpecially 
the Haggart Falcon, the whichmay be peraduenture an Pag⸗ 
gart ot two oz thꝛee Cotes, 4 vet ſhall be the better Hearoner: 
but if a Haggart mewed will not holde in the head, then cutte 
offſome part of her two paincypalles in each wing, the long 
feather, and that which is next to it, and that ſhall foꝛte her 
to hold in. Vou muſt allo feat her beake, x cope her reaſonably. 
They alwayes giue their Hawkes tyꝛzing both moꝛning and 
euening, but the Faltoners of the Taft parts are ofa contrarye 
opinion, and ſay that it weakeneth a Hawkes backe. If you 
would make your hawke vpwards, oꝛ high fleeing, then aſter 
thee ts reclaymed and lured, andready comming, when you 


lure her, and that ſher commethtowards you, ſtope thelure 


vpon her, and let her paſie by vou, and when ſhe retourneth to⸗ 


wards vou, thꝛow her out the lure, and make much of her, 


and do thus oftentimes vntill you may ſuffer her to li longer 
about vou, and to get vp higher, the which vou mntt doe in a 


pꝓlaine field where no wod 02 tries are: it ſh get vp to any 


pitch, then let her fler a turne oꝛ two ok iollity, and when ſh is 
at the higheſt, and right ouer von, thꝛow her foꝛth the ture, 
024 Pigeon oz Pullet, and giue her a god goꝛge thereon , 

: ma⸗ 
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making the moſt of her that you can deuiſe, and take hede 
that you caſt not your inre into the water, leaſt ſhee ſhould 
thereby be rebuked. And when ſhe is at her gate, if percaſe the 
gadde out aſtex ſome check, and kill it, then take the pzey from 
her angarly, and beate her therewith about the head, and hode 
her vp without any reward: and hereby ſher will the leſle de⸗ 
light to rake out aſter a check. When your hawke hath kil- 
led a fowle, take it out ofher fot, and caſt her vp againe, and 
when ſhe is right ouer you, caſt out the lure, and fœde her 
vp vpon it, to make her loue the lure the better. But at the 
beginniug reward her and feede her well vpon the quarry, and 
that ſhall encourage her and kerpe her from going out to the 
checke. When hee is well in blood, and well quarried, then 
let herflee with other hawkes, vntill ſhe be well acquainted 
and in vꝛed. 

Il vou would make your Yawk to the Crane, take an y⸗ 
alle Falcon gentle, and in entring of her, let her kill the grea- 
teſt fowle that you can find. Her lure Gould alſo be a conn⸗ 
terfaite Crane. And when you would make her fleeing, lette 
her fice from the ſiſte, and ſuccour her quickly. Foz you muſt 
haue dogges made foz the purpoſe, which may helpe and ſuc- 
tour her ſoner then a man tan doe. And let ſuch dogges 
fede alwayes with your hawke, to make them the better ac⸗ 
quainted. Ik vou would make a Falcon tothe hare , her 
lure ſhould be then a Yares skinne ſtuffed with ffrawe, and 
when thee is well lured, and that you would enter her, tie the 
ſayde Yaresſkinneto the end ofa cryance, and faſten it to 
pour ſaddle pummell, and when you gallope it will bee like 
unto a running Hare. Then vnhode your Hawke, and cry, 
Backe with the Grephounds, backe with the Grephoundes. 
And when your Hawke conuneth to ſeaze the ſayde ares 
gkinne, let goe hour cryance, and ſuffer her to take it, and re⸗ 
ward her well vpon it, and make the moſtof her that you can 
deuiſe.And when you go about to enter her the ſecond time, let 
not lippe your cryance at the firſte, but rather pull it from . 


— * 
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by fo2ce, and afterwards let her ſeaze vpon it, and ſo by little 
and little you ſhall teach her to beate it and ſtopeat if. Fozſo 
muſt ſhe doe ata wild Hare. Ano vou muſt feede her al wapes 
amongſt the dogges, and when the is well noulled and entred 
in this manner, take a liue Hare, and bꝛeake one of her hin⸗ 
der legs, and let her goe in ſome faire place amongſt your dogs, 
and your Falcon will ſtope her and ruffe her, vntill the dogs 
may take her. Then take her from the dogs, and caſt herout 
vnto the haloke, and cry backe, backe. 

It vou would make pour Hawke fleeing to the Partridge, 
62 Feaſant, when ſhe is reclapmed and made, then euery time 
that vou lure her, caſt your lure into ſome low tree o2 buſh, 
that ſhe may learne to take the tre oz the tand. Andifſhee 
take the ſtand befoꝛe ſhe eſpie the lure, let her ſtand a while. 
And after dzaw the lure out befoze her and cry, Loe birde, lo, 
Hey lo bird, hey lo, and rewarde her well. Foz in this man⸗ 
ner ſhe will learne to take ſtand. But feede her alwapes on 
the ground, and in ſome thicke place , fo2 in ſuch places ſhee 
muſt encounter with the Feſant at Pearch. And at thefirft 
fie with her at Feaſant, oz Partridge that be young, to giue 
her the aduantage, andafterwardes at the old. Ira Falcon 
will not take ſtand, but will kepeher on wing, then muſt you 
lle with her in plaine plates, where von may alwayes ſ& her 
dyon vou. Sacres and Laners will commonly take tand 
both in atrie, and on the ground, but the Falcon gentie taketh 
ſtand moze willingly vpon the ground. And when vou dꝛaw a 
Hawke out ofthe mem, bear her not much in hot weather, fo; 
feareleaſt by much bating in heate, ſhoe may get the Pan⸗ 
tiſe. But if there be no remedy, then keepe her alwayes 
hoded, and take as god herde to her as you can. your 
"| Hawkebe coy and dangerous, then giue her (alt her 
meat, I meane a dꝛanume of the ſalt called Sal Inde, oz Sal ge- 
me, 02 Salis albi palverix ati, and giue her water, fo2 ſhee ſhall 

haue niede thereof. And make „ IPIRnq 
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in a moyſt oꝛ colde plate, and ſo ſhall ſhe watch moft of the 
night, and thereby her greaſe and pꝛide will be abafed. Hacres 
muſt be nouſled and entred as ſoneas they be manned, foz 
elſe they be very hard tobe entred. Dꝛaw your Hawke out 
ofthe mew twenty dayes befoze you enſeame her. Af a Falcou 
truſſe and carrye, to cemedy the ſame, youmult cope her tal⸗ 
lons, her powlſe, and her petty ſinggle. Neuer reward pour 
hawke vpon riuer fowle, bat reward her, and make much of 
her vpon the lure, to the end ſhe may the better know it, and 
eſteeme it. The Souldan fla th to the Crane, wilde Gaſe, x 
Buſtard, with th2ee oz foure Hawkes at once, (02 moze) from 
the fiſte, yea andthoſe ofall kind ol Hawkes alſo, as Sacres, 
Gerfalcons, peregrine Falcons, and Pylanes. Andofter- 
wards a man may make them flee to the mowntye, You 
ſhould flee ta the Crane befoꝛe Dunne riſing, fo2 ſhee is ũug⸗ 
gich and ſlothfull, and vou may caſt off to her a caſte oꝛ a leaſe 
of Falcons, oz vou map hake to her with the Goſhawke 
from the filt without dogs. Milde Geeſe are flowen to in the 
ſame manner. And ik vou haue dogs to helpe and ſuccour your 


hawkes, ſer that they be ſtanch and gentle, and well made foz 
the purpoſe, and a Greyhound will be moſt readily made thers 
unto. Pou ſhall fie but once in a day at the Crane, and theres 
vponrewaid her liberally , and make as much ofher as you 
can. The Þillaine ſhoutd be let flee downe the wind. The Al- 
maines doe fle at the Pye with a leaſe o2 two caſt of Falcons 
at once, and tgey make them to mount and to ſtope, as they 
doe at the Riuer. But this muſt be in aplayne, where there be 
no treers noꝛ wed, but little ſhzubbs and buſhes. If vou vſe to 
giue your hawke a bzeakefaſt oꝛ beaching very timely in the 
moꝛning, it will make her eager to flee at ſuch time as will be 
tonuenient fo2 her to flee, And eſpecially a Falcon which you 
would haue high fleeing,+thoſe ſhould not be highly kept, but 
ſhould be fed nyne dayes together befoze Sunne riſing, and at 


night late in the freſh oz cole of the Euening. So ſhall 
you 
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you make them high fleeing, e by that means they willenery 
day get gate higher and higher, ſo that they bee flowen with 
euermoꝛe in the plaine champion. The Falcon gentle is com⸗ 
monly better inward when ſhe hath mewed , than in her 
ſoarage. The Falcon will kill the Hearon naturally, if hee 
be a peregrine Falcon, and vet vou ſhalldoe well to giue them 
traines. A Falcon may flee ten flights at riuer in one dap, if 
the ſeaſon be not extreame, and that is the moſt that you ſhall 
fice with her. The Falcons which are riuer Hawkes, ſhould 
alwayes be boꝛne vpon the fiſte. A hawke ſhall haue fozty ca- 
ſtings befoze ſhee be perfealy made. Fo2ahawke which hath 
not caſting enery night, will be ſurcharged with abundance 
and ſuperfiuity of humoꝛs, the which doe (from the ſtomake) 
fo onerflow their bꝛaine, that they cannot flee ſo high as elſe 
they would doe. And therefoze all hawkes. ſhould haue caſting 
euery night naturally, if vou would haue them ſounde and 
tleane: and it is god to giue them tyꝛing oꝛ plumage at night, 
eſpecially field hawkes, but not riuer hawkes, loꝛ weakening 
their backes. Andenery third day you ſhall pꝛeſent them to 
the water at the longeſt. Touch your Yawks feathers as little 
as vou tan, ſoꝛ much handling will make them out of oꝛder. 
The Millaine and the Laneret may bc ſet vppon the ſfone 
incontiuently, as ſwne as they be made. When pour hawke 
hath flowen oꝛ bated, ferde her not as long as ſhe panteth, oz 
bloweth, noꝛ vntill ſhee be in bꝛeathagaine. Foꝛ if you ſhould, 
it is perilous to bꝛing her into the diſeaſe called Aſtum, and 
(ina Hawke) the Pantiſe. Jfa hawke (epther Falcon, oꝛ os 
ther) chancetobe out of heart, and diſcouraged, (which hap- 
peneth oftentimes) then take ſuch paines with her, that ſher 
may kill ſome p2ey, and feede her vpon it with a full goꝛge 
even as long as ſhe willeate, and the ſame night ſette her a- 
bꝛoade that ſhe may Jeouke in the openayze at her owneplea- 
ſare : and on the moꝛrow take her and feede her with ſmall 
birdes to enſeame her, nepther moꝛe noꝛ leſſe than you would 


doe with an Hawke that were new dꝛawne out ol the mew.

It a Falcon ozother hawke will not ſeazeoz: go2ge, take the 
quill ofa wilde Gies feather, and tye it vnder her long ſias 
ate, and ſhee will ſeazeand gripe. And when ſhe beginneth to 
ſcaze , take away the ſayd quill, and ſhee will ſeaze long af- 
terwardes. Jfyoucannot giue couert to pour Falcon, oz 


pour Goſhawke, then caſt heroff with the Sunne in her back. 


All hawkes may be made flee at the ſowꝛce o: ſpꝛing · But in 
what ſoꝛt ſoeuer vou flo with your Goſhawke, let her haue 


To flee all manner of Foules. 


Ll traines of Partridge, Rokes, Crowes, xChoughs, 
ſhould bee ſerled. Now to enter your hawke at any of 
them, make a little pit o2 hole in the ground, and put pour 
traine therein. Then couer the hole with alittle bozde oz ſos 


of earth, to the which-you ſhall faſten to a ſmall cryance oz 


co2de , and that you ſhall holde in your hande to dꝛawe away 
when vou liſt. Then you ſhall make as though you vncou⸗ 
pled your ſpaniels to hunt and put vp dᷣ game, and you ſhall 
carry. your hawke vnhoded. And when vou perceiue that 
pour hawke loketh that way where vou haue layd the traine, 
then dꝛawe off the bozde, and caule the traine to ſpꝛingeas 
though the ſpanels had ſpꝛong it. And if your hawke doe take 
it, let her feede thereon her fill vpon the ground. And thus 
mult vou doe ſundꝛy times. Jfyou would haue a god hawke, 
then nowfle her dong, foz\ſo will hee encreale her fozceby 
little and little, andin the end, ſhe will ouertome both ea; 
ſant and Partridge, c. And when ſhe hath killed, let her 
gripe and ſeaze the pꝛey at her pleaſure. And let her alſo 
plume thereupon ſo long as ſhee will, euermone let her be res 
warded vpon the ground. And when thee is well nouſled, then 
tewacd her neuer but vpon the cockes of all pzeyes, becau's 
that will make her loue that pꝛey the better. And when ſhes 
killeth a hen ol anx kind, let her no nioze but plume vpon it, a 
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mue her but the heart, and the bzayne at the moſt, becauſe 
ſhe ſhall not lone to flee the Henne ſo wellas the cocke. Jt 
is much better to nouſle hawkes at yong fowles, than at the 
olve. Fo2 moſt commonly if a vong hawke bee let flee at olde 
game , thee will turne tayle, endcowardly give it ouer, vn- 
leſſe you doe as befo2e is declared. If pou woulde nouzleoz 
enter a Yaggart. then do not enter her, oz ſet her in blod vp⸗ 
pon a pong pꝛev, 02 inure herthereto. Foz then ſher woulde 


fterwards paſſe much foz olde game. And likewiſe fo; 
the ſameconſideration you ſhall not nouzle noz enteramew- 
ed h pong game. 


Foz the ke, all fowles generally are god traynes, 
as Crane, Buſtard, Pearne, wilde Goſe, Riuer fowle, Cozs 
moꝛants, Choughes, Kokes,KHites, and — fowle that 
haunt Niuers 02Plalhes. 


How to make a trayne or flight for the 


Et one of the ſapd fowles vpon the water, and betfwene 
you and the water let there be ſome ſmall ſhzubs oz bu- 
thes, ſo as the Goſhawke may haue couert to take the ſtand 
il neede bes, as alſo to keepe her out of fight of the fo wle fozher 
aduantage, then aduante pour ſiſt, ſo as the Hawke may deſ- 
cryethe fowle. After which vou may holde it lower again, and 
ſio caſt oſt᷑ the Hawke. And if ſo be that ſhe ſeaze the fo wle, let 
her feed thereon at her pleaſure on the ground. To make your 
Goſhawke to the bzoke, let her flee thoſe traines aloꝛe ſayde, 
as J haue told you. But when you ſe the Bawke app:oach 
the fowle, and to be within danger, then ſtrike vp your dzum 
befo2eſuch time as the fowle doe eſpie pour Goſhawke. Foz 
—— once ſer the Yawke befoꝛe ſhe ſpzing, ſhe will bv no 
meanes willingly fo:ſake the bꝛuke, but fall to dyuing and 
— delente which nature hath pzouided and taught

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Thus mut vou deale with the Gothawke to thebzoke 
but it you will flee with her to the Pare andLyueret, (which 
is a game that the Golhawke doth much delight to kill, and 
pꝛey on) then muſt you bz&ch her, and at no time let her 
fie without that deuiſe, foz feare leaſt ſher ſpovle her ſelſe. Foz 

the Bare is offome fozce, and in ſtriuing to eſcape from her, 
— — arms, and open her ſelfe to wide, 
which is the vtter vndoingof your hawke. The Sparrows - 
hawkes doe vſe to kill the fowle at the Sowꝛte oꝛ Souſe, as 
the Golhawkes doe, which nature hath taught them (foz that 
being round winged Hawkes, ) if they dealt not vpon the ad⸗ 
uantage, the fowle might eafily lippe from them, and eſcape 
their danger. But ſo great is the curteſie ofkinde, as ſhe euer 
ſeeketh to recompẽte any defec ofhers, with ſome other better 
benefit, ox atleaſt, ſuch as ſhallſerue the turne. Thus haue 
you the French Falconers opinions layd downe as touching 
the fleeing with each kind ol hawk, oꝛ at leaſt the greateft part 

of them. Foz the knowledge to flee with the Falcon, ſer⸗ 
neth fo2 all Towze Hawkes, and the Goſhawke 

_ foztheround winged Yawkes, 
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T omanne, hoode, and reclayme a Hawke, 
after the opinion ofthe Italian 
Falconer. 
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he alſo haue a hode fozher : and therewithall he mut often 
times hode and vnhodcher,in ſuch ſozt that ſhe be not afraid 
thereof,no2of herkeper when he handleth her. In g. nightes 
he ſhould not ſuffer her to ieouke at all, noz to come on any 
pearch, but ſhould kerpe her continually ſo long vpon his ſiſt. 
And when he will call her, let him obſerus this oꝛder: Set the 
Falcon vpon the pearch and vnhode her, then ſhew her your 
fie with ſome meate in it, and call her ſo long till ſhe come 
to it. And when ſhe commeth ferde her, and reward her as 
pleaſantly as you can: Butifſhe come not, giue her nothing 
at all vntill the be very ſharpe ſet And this oꝛder muſt you 
kepe with your Yawkeſeauen oꝛ eight dayes together. 

When you wouldlure her, giueher vnto ſome other man 
to holde, and call her with a lure well garniſhed with meat on 
both ſides, as vou called her to vour ſiſt. After you haue vſed 
that manner of calling 6 dayes oꝛ thereabouts, cauſe her to bee 
held further from vou, and caft the lure about pour head, and 
thꝛowing it out vpon the ground a little from you ; And ifſhes 
come toit roundly, then feede her e rewarde her bountifully. 
And whiles your Yawkeis vpon the lure, go about her fapꝛe 
eſoftly,luring and crying, wo, ho, ho, as Falconers vſe.And 
when you haue thus done by the ſpace ofcertaine dayes, take 
your lure garmthed as befoze ſayd, and euery day call her to 
you as farre as ſhe may well heare and perceyue you : 
and let her bee loſe from all her furniture, that is without 
eytherloynes oꝛ cryance : andifſhecome ſo far off to vou, then 
fd e reward her wel, and ſtop her in her feeding oftentimes, 
foꝛ that will make her come the better : but take hiede that you 
hurt her not in ſo doing. You ſhall alſo ſometimes call her on 
hoꝛſeback. And when vou haue vſed her thus a month, oꝛ vntil 
the come well androundly, and that cher he familiar with the «. 
man without any ſtrangeneſſe oꝛ coynefle,thenmpy vou ſtop 
the lure vpon her, and make her flee vpon vou. But befoꝛe you 
ds ſo, it ſhall be mert to bath her, leaſt when the is at libertye 
che rangle to ſeeke water, and ſo you might lerſe your Hawke: 
t euer ſeuen oʒ eight dayes, on Hake ſhould be ſet to the 

water 
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water, fo2 the nature ot themſorequireth. Uhen yon haue 

thus manned, reclaimed and lured your Falcon, go out with 
her into the fields, and wiſtle her off your fiſte, ſtanding ſtill 
to ſe what ſhe will, do c whetherſhe will rake outo2 not. But 
if cher flee round vpou vou, as a god Hawke ſheuld flee, then 
let her flee aturne oz two: which done, thꝛow her out the lure 
and let her fat a hen oꝛ apullet , and kill it and feede her well 
thereupon. Unhode her often as you beare her, and ceale ſo to 
doe vntill ſhe haue endewed and mewted ſufficiently, 

When your Falcon is thus made and manned, go abꝛoad 
with hereuery moꝛning when the weather is fayze and calm, 
and chuſe a place fo2 her to flee in, where there is ſome narrow 
b:oke 02 plath of water. And when vou caſt her off, goe into 
the wind ſo far that the fowlemay not diſcrie you. And when 
ſhe is caſt off, and beginneth to recouer her gate, make pou 
then towards the bꝛoke where the fowle lie, alwayes wyſing 
t making pour hawke to leane in vpon you. And when von 

rceyue that the is at a reaſonable pitch, then (her head being 
{n)lay out the fowleand land if if vou can, and it you cannot , 
take downe your hawke, and let her kill ſome train, as thus. 
Take with vou a ducke, and ſlip one of her wing feathers, and 
hauing thꝛuſt it thꝛough her nares, thꝛow it out vnto your 
hawk, c caſt it as hie as vou can right vnderneath pour hawke 
that ſhemay the better know your hand, and you. And reme- 
ber that vou neuer flee a young hawke without ſome quicke 
thing carried into the field with you, that if ſhee faile at firit 
to kill the wild fowle , youmay pet make her kill that traine 
which you bꝛing with you. And this you ſhall do fo2 a certaine 
time, vntill pour hawke be welentred and quarried, and that 
he know a quarrioꝛ ſufficiently. Some other Falcons there 
beof a contrarie nature, which wil require great skill to finde 
their pꝛoperties. And the ſame being known, you may kerpe 
them high oꝛ poꝛe, acco2ding to their conditions. So ſhall you 
doe moꝛe god with them, than if you haue no reſpect to the dis 
uerſity of their nature: foꝛ then you ſhould commit great er⸗ 
r9zs, and ſeldome make god hawkes. Pon may train hawkes 

| | | in 
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in this wiſe. Firſt you ſhall feede your Yawke well vpon a 
fowle of the ſame kind that you would traine her withall , oz 
haue her fice to. And you ſhall ds ſo vntill you haue acquain⸗ 
ted your Yawke with that kind offowle, the which you may 
doe in this ſoꝛt. Take that fowle that you will make the traine 
of, and ſet it on fote with meat tyed vpon the backe of it, and 
goe ſo neare it, that the Hawke may ſer it: and when ſher 
ſeth it, let her ſeaze therevpon , and fote the fowle , and kill 
it. Oz you may thus doe better: Take a Cryance and tye 
the fowle (which hath the meate tyed on her backe) by the 
beake , and cauſe one to ſtand cloſe which may hold the ſame 
Cryance. Then vnhood your Nawke and ſtand a far off, and 
let him dꝛaw the fowle and ftirre it with his Cryance, vntill 
your Hawke may ſe it ſtirre. And if ſher foteit,then may 
you afterwards make her this other kind ot traine. 
Take a quicke fo wle which can flee, and when 
you haue halfe ſteled it, and caſt it out, 
let your Yawkeflee to it, and ił ſhe 
kill it, xeward and feede her vp 
— 
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To keepe and make Sarowhawkes. 


1 F you would know how to fedeandman Sparowhawkes 
that be taken tender penned out of they; eyꝛie, it is meet p 
vou keepe them in a freſh and ſweet place, and giue them as 
much as they will eate olſmall birdes, as emmy 
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lets and ſuch like, And alſo you may giue them other t 
ſe thatit be wert, cleane, t god, ed into ences — 
acleane trencher. When they begin to ware full ſomed, gine 
them Sparowes, and other ſmall birds whole, that they may 
learne to plume, fte, and tyꝛe:and ſetthemabaſon ofcleane 
water in a heape ofſand, that they may bath therein, e pꝛoine 
and picke their feathers. They that be thus dealt withall doe 
not know how to pꝛex, t therefozeyou muſt enter the bytrains 
in this maner. Take a pong chicken which is ol coloꝛ e plume 
like a Feaſant oꝛ Partrich, x caſt it out befoze pour ſpathawk. 
But if ſhe flee not vnts it, no2 do fot it, then ckrip the skin vpõ 
the head o che chicken vntill it bled , e ſhe will lightly ſeaze it, 
thinking that it is lieh to feed vpon. Thẽ ſæd her vponit well, 
and thus you ſhall vſe her vntill che will ſeaze a chicken of her 
ſelfe. When ſhe will take a chicken of her ſelle, goe into ſome 
fayze cloſe oꝛ meadow, where nothing may bee ts interrupt 
vou, and take a vong chicken, and thꝛowe if vp vnto your 
hawke, vntill the flee to it and fat it: then fed her vp there⸗ 
vppon, and cope her as much as you can deuiſe: Foz N7«fe 
Sparowhawkesare much moze daungerous and cop than o⸗ 
thers be. Mhen your Sparowhawke will fot a chicken well 
as befoze ſayd, then you may traine her thus. Cauſe ſome of 
your ſeruants o2 others to ſtand cloſe in ſome vitchoz other 
p2iup coꝛner, with a liue chicken in his hand: and ſtand your 
ſelfe with vour Sparowhawke vpon pour iſt a little diſtance 
from him: then try and ſpeake as vou would ſpeake, and cry to 
your ſpaniels when they range the field. And when you thinke 
that your ſparowhawk loketh that way as hep hath the train 
ſfandeth.lct him caſt vp the chicken as high as he can, and let 
pour Sparhawke flee thereat and ſeaze it. That done reward 
her, and fed her therevpon,making much ol her, x cheeringher 
euermoꝛe among. Thus ſhall you do twice a dap. When you 
haue thus trained her, moat on your hoꝛſeback, x giue her like 
trains in the field as befoze ſaid, Chen ſet her ſharpe againſt an 
euening, and go out to ſceke ſome game : x ifyoufind, ſeke to 
make her one flight n in ae *

delight therein, vntill ſhe be thzoughly noulled. Toke&pe your 


* Sparrowhawke in god o2der, riſe early in the moꝛning, and 


taking her vpon your fift, tap her on the trayne with vourtwo 
fozefingers,and ſtroke on her wings that ſhee may mantle and 

warble, and aduante her ſelfe bolt vpꝛight, and delicately vpõ 
your fiſt. Sometimes alſo take off her hode, and put it on as 
gaine faire and ſoltiy, foꝛ rebuking her. When you haue kept 
her two howzes vppon the fiſt, then let her in the Hunne to 
weather her halle an howze: that being done, call her to your 
fiſt with meat, and whiſtie to heroften, and chirpe with your 
lippes, that ſhe may learne to know that voyce when you call 
her, when ſhecommethreward her well. Thus you ſhould 


vſe her dailp, vntill ſhe come well to the fiſt:remebzing alwaies 


that you deale with her as gently, and as amtably as vou tan 
deuiſe.When ſhe is well manned, and well comming, trie it 
ſhe couet not the water to bath her. And i ſhe do bath, thẽ max 
you afterwards fig with her: But firlf, get on hoꝛſebacke, and 
call her from off the ground with acryance, fo2 feare leaſt ſhe 
ſhould thinke ſtrange to come to you on hoꝛſebacke: and if thee 
come well to vou from the ground, being on hoꝛſebacke, then 
may vou boldly flee with her. But remember alwaies to eſpie 
ſome flight with aduñtage at the firſt, fo: diſtauraging ot pour 
Hawke: oꝛ if ſhe be once well noulled and entred, you may 
aſterwards be the bolder how and when to flee with her. 


Tiara ozderiy,you ſhould giue her god 
meates, as thighes ot chickens and pullets, vong Spar⸗ 
rowes, Martlets, and other ſmall birds. Alſo ſheepes hearts, 
92 Lambes hearts: all theſe be excellent meat foz a Sparows 
hawke, And thoſe you mult giue them cleane and hote, -

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be poſſible : fo2 with hote meates you ſhall kepe her alwayes 
in beſtplight, and leaſt danger to abate. And to pꝛeuent diſs 
eaſes, vou ſhall giue her cuery night caſting of Cotton oꝛ lynt, 
oʒ ſuch like. And pet ſome are of opinion, that it is not beſt fo 
giue a Pparowhawke caſting ſo often: But by their leaue 3 
thinke it meet: and my reaſon is, that when you giue her ca⸗ 
ſting, you ſhall al waies perceiue the diſpoſition ol her gozge, . 
and pannell from time to time, by the ſignes which you ſhall 
ſe vpon the caſting, and in it: As ſometimes it will be white, 
ſometimes blacke, ſometimes yellow, ſometimes greene, and 
of other colours: and by this meanes knowing the infirmity 
ol pour Yawke , vou may the better pꝛouide remedy foz the 
ſame. Therefoze J thinkeitbeft fo giue a Dparowhawke ca- 
ting, and it ſhall not bee amiſſe to put therein ſometimes a 
whole Clone, in a pellet of Cotton, which is a tryed medicine 
to dꝛaw euillhumozs from a Hawkes head: Oz ſometimes 
you may put a chiue of Hatron in her caſting.

Ake herde that vou fed not your hawke with two ſoꝛts of 
meat at once, ſoꝛ that is perillous, Fozaſmuch as the ſub⸗ 
ſtances ot them being diuers, they ſtriue in diſgeſtion, o2 en- 
dewing, and bꝛeede euill humoꝛs and wozmes in a hawke, and 
fill her with wind. And beware alſo that you feede not pour 
Hawke with fleſh of beaſts that be olde, noz that be hurt oz 
fainted: Foz ſuch meanes are hard to endew, efullof venome 
andco2ruption,bzeding diſeaſes. Beware alſo that you giue 
not pour hawke the fleſh ol a bꝛode hen. And it ſhall vot be a- 

mille ſometimes to change your hawkes meat and feeding .

Cats fleſh is vnholeſome, and hard fo bei indured, and bꝛe⸗ 
deth perilous woꝛmes, and ſtoppeth ahawke in the goꝛge, and 
marreth her wind. 

Kattes fleſh is god and wholeſome : it conſumkth cho der, 
helpeth to looſe the head, giueth good appetite and digeſtion. 

Dogges fleſh-is good and very ſound, and very meete 
fo2 thoſe kind of Falcons which are hote Hawkes of Na-

I your Hawke happen to fit abꝛoad in the cold ay:e, ecſ- 
peciallyin the night, giue her ſmall birds to feed vppon becanſe 
ther ner hots of nature t comfoꝛt much: but beware that yon 

vie 
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vſe ble it not contiaually, fo2 it will make her to rately,and cauſe 
her fo2get you, in ſuch ſozt that you ſhall hardly reclaime her 
from her coynelle. 

To ferde with riuer fowle, and ſach like, there are ſome of 
them god, and ſome bad, as J will bzielly declare. 

Some hold opinion, that the bones and bloud of a Bargan⸗ 
der, Moꝛehen, and ſuch like may be giuen to an hawke : but 
that the ſkinne, fleſh, oꝛ feathers of them are not god, becauſe 
they bzeedeuill humos. 

The ffeth of a Ducke 02 of aCrane (as they repoꝛt) is god 
andiwholeſome. - 

The fleſhok a Partrich is molt excellent when a hawke is 
ſicke and diſeaſed. 

The lleſh ol a wild Goſe, 020f a flecked Crow, is god: 
but vou mult giue your Hawke but litte thereof, and none at 
all of their blod, fo2 it is ſalt, bꝛakiſh, c of aneuill nouriſhmet. 

The fleſh of thele fleſh Crowes, and of the Wagtayles, (a 
tDithwather as we tearmethem, in Latine called Moracilla) & 
the Coꝛmoꝛant, is of euill nouriſhment and digeſtion, 

The fleſh of a White Stoꝛke, and alſo of the blacke Sfozke, 
ealled (Saracireſia) is euill of nouriſhment, and hard to be en⸗ 
dewwed, and ſtincking. 

The fleſh of the Bitter, and Sea Cote, is god and ſound, 
eſpecially when the Sea Cote doth feed and ſcoure her with 
ſand, it is god to enſeame and bzeath a Hawke: although na⸗ 
turally all wafer fowles are told of complexion , mopſt, and 
hard of diſgeſtion. 

The flew ofthe white Heron, otherwiſe called the Shoue- 
ler, and of the blew and aſhe coloured Heron, is of god digeſti⸗ 
on, and nouriſheth well. 

The fleſh of Finches, hedge Sparowes, and ſuch like, are 
in maner all one: and you muſt beware that you gine not pour 
hawke tw much ol them at once. 

The Cuckoes fleth is indifferent god fo2ahawke. 
The fleſh ok a Yearon ropall, that is to ſay, the gray Heron, 
ts reaſonable god, accozding to the opinion of many auncient 
Falcs- 
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Falconers ; but Prholomeus Ring of Egypt doth alleavge 
contrary, ſaying, thatnaturally all fowles which line — 
fiſh, frogs, 02 ſnakes, and ſuch like venemons wozmes, are 
èuill of diſgeſtion, and that their blod bꝛerdeth opilations and 
euill humoꝛs, although they ſceme to delight hawkes to ſæd on 
them fo their delicate ſwectnes and taſte.

The fleſh of the Swan, and many other kinds of Mater

Does ſleſh is excellent, either when a Bawwke is ſicke, o to 

mew withall: foʒ it makes a hawketo mew well and quickly. 

Pullets fleſh, and Chickens fleſh, is god at all times, and

F altouers call ramage uꝛ fleight Falcons. And Jam of opini⸗ 
on that they are all made after one ſozt, and are manned much 
a like. But by mine aduite no man ſhall much aſſure himſelfe 
in a Myaſſe, becauſe auer and beſides that ( fo2 the moſt part) 
they pꝛoue not well, they doe alſo require great paines t atten⸗ 
dance with extreame patience, to make them kill and ſtope a 
fowle well, oz to flee a high pitch. euertheleſſe if a man 
will needes bee doing with them, he ſhould firſt make a Nye ſe 
to the Hearon from the fift , J meane both the blew and redde 
Hearon, and to ſuch other great fowles. Foz aſmuch as the 
Nyaſſe hawkes are naturally god ſeazers, bold ꝶ hardy birds, 
and after they be well in blod, and entred in fleeing to thoſe 
fowles from the fiſt, then may you make them to the Kiner, 
going into ſome faire large field, whereas there may be either 
ſome wild Peatocks, lech Crowes, oꝛ ſome other great fowle, 
bearing your Falcon on vour fiſt: loſe her hode in a readines, 
dꝛawing as neare the fowle as you can, and the firſt fowle oz 
birde that ſpꝛingeth, vnhode her, and let her flee from the fiſt 
to the ſame fowle , becauſe they may dzaw your Yawke vp⸗ 
wards. And when ſhe is ata great gate, o2 af a reaſonable 
pitch, then thꝛow her out a Ducke o2 a Mallard ſeled with 
a feather thꝛough the nares. And if thee kill it, then reward her 
well, and feed her vponit with as much fauour as you can de⸗ 
— luring and crying to her to comfozt and encon⸗ 
rage her. 


Of Ramage Falcons. 


1 F a Falconer chance to recouera ramagehawke which was 
neuer handled befo2e, let himimmediately ſele her, e there⸗ 
withall let him euẽ then alſo put on her Jeſſes, the which muſt 
bee of Shameuſe, leather, oꝛ ſoft calues leather, o2 ſuch other 
leather as may bee gentle and plyable to her legge. At the 
endthereof, it ſhall not be amiſſe to ſette twoo Ueruelles — 
Siluer, the one thereof may haue the Armes ol the 

02 Queen whom vou ſerue, and the othera-Scutcheon of your 


owne 
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owne armes. oʒ aſmuch as when they fler out, if they chance 

to be taken vp, they may the ſoner be retourned againe, and re⸗ 
ſtoꝛed to theit owners, the which you mult then remember to 
rewarde the taker =—_ his hawkeliberally.You ſhall alſo put 
her on a paire of god belles, with two pꝛoper Bewets: Being 
thus furniſhed, vou ſhall goe about to man her, handling her 
often gently, and both to auoide the ſharpenes ol her beake, as 
alſo the better to rebuke her from biting and mpping:you ſhall 
haue a ſtraight ſmoth ſticke, as bigge as your finger, and halle 
a fot long oꝛ moꝛe, with the which vou ſhal gently ſtroke pour 
hawk about the pinions ot her wings, x ſodownwardgfhwarf 
all her train. Andif ſhe chance to knap oz bite at the ſticke, let. 
her bite hardly, foꝛ that will rebuke her thereof, whereas your 


hand being twitched away fearfully, would make her pꝛocerd 


the moꝛe eagerly. To man her wel, you muſk watch all the 
night and kepe her on your ſiſt: and pou mult teach her to 
feede ſeeled: and hauing a great and eaſie rufierhod, you muſt 
hd and vnhode her oftentimes ſeled as ſhe is, handling her 
gently about the head, and coping her alwapes when vou 
vnhode her, to the end the take no diſdayne oꝛ diſpleaſure a - 
gainſt her Ræper. Andalſo make her toplameand tire ſom- 
times vpon a wing, and keepe her fo on the fiſt day and night 
without perching of her, vntill the be wearie, and ſuffer vou to 
hode her gently and ſtirre not: and coꝛrea her of her ramage 
topes, eſpecially of ſnapping and biting, ſtroking her euermoꝛe 
as befoze ſaid with your ſticke. But ifit it happen (as it doth 
ſometimes )that your chance be to haue a Falton ſo ramage g 
ſhꝛewde mettled, that ſhe will not leaue her ſnapping e biting, 
then take a cloue of Garlicke cleane pilled, oꝛ alittle loc Cy- 
catriua, and when ſhe byteth oꝛ ſnappeth at pour hand oꝛ ſtick, 
offer her the Garlicke oꝛ Alies, and let her bite bite it:fo2 either 
the ſtrong ſent ofthe Garlicke, oꝛ the bitter taſte ofthe ves, 
will quickly makeherleaue her biting and ſnapping.

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tryes, the which hauing beene in the hands of ſuch as could not 
well ſkill of them, become coy and very vntowarde to bee hw⸗ 
ded, and will hardly be wonue to abide the Moode by any 
meanes. In this caſe you mult firft ſcle pour Hawke, and 
bering ſeeled, you muſt ſitte her with a large eaſte hode: and 
bode and vnhode her often therewith, watching hera night 
o2 two, and handling heroftentunes about the head as befo2e 
ſapde, vntill ihee haue fozgotten that fault. And when lhee 
onte doth leaue it, vou map vnſeale her in an euening by can- 
dle light, handling her ſtill ſoftly with your hand about the 
head, hoding and unhoding her oftentimes , vntill ſhe will 
well abide the Hede, andb2oke to be handled. And here J 
thinke god to erpzefſe mine opynion, that he which taketh in 
hand to be a Falconer, ought firſt to be very patient, and ther⸗ 
withall to take ſingular delight in a Hawke, ſo that her may 
ſteme to be in loue (as it were naturally) with his Hake, e⸗ 
uenthat a man would ſap, it were a thing bꝛead ſo in the bone 
as it could neuer bee rated out of the fleſh. Fozſuch a man 
with neuer ſo little paine andinduftrye, willbecomeanexcel- 
lent Falconer: but he which taketh not that delight in his 
Hawke, but doth ratherexcerclſeit fo a pompe and boaſt, than 
vpon a naturailmſtinc : o: beinga pe man, doth vſe it to get 
his liuing, ſuch a man in mine opinion ſhall ſeldome pꝛoue a 
perfect Falconer, but a mar-hawke, and ſhall beare the bagge 
after a right Falconer. 

To turne to my pnrpoſe, when pour hawke beeing fo ſee⸗ 
led, doth fede well, and will abide the Yode : and to ber 
handled, without ſtrikingoz byting at yourhand : then in 

an Euening by Candlelight pou ſhall unſerle her, and with 
pour finger and a little ſpittle, annoynt the place where 
the ſeeling thꝛead was dꝛawne thzough, And when you 
haue hoded her, take her on vour ſiſt, and holde her ſo all 
night vntiil day appeare againe , doing off herYode often⸗ 
tunes, and handling her gently with your hand, ſtroking 
herſoftly about the wings and the body, hoding and vnhw⸗ 
ding of her, and giuing her ſometimes to feede, amozſeilo; 
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twaine, oꝛ ſometimes ty2ing oꝛ plumage. But aboue all things 
you mult watch her on the fiſt ſo many nights together, with⸗ 
out ſetting herdowne on any pearch, that ſhe may be wearie, 
and ſuffer you to hode and handle her gently without any 
manner ofreſiſtance , and vntill thee haue altogetherleft and 
foꝛgotten her ſtriking and byting at your hand: but ſome 
hawkes will belong befoze they leaue that fault, as the moze 
cop 92 ramage that they be, the longer they will retaine thoſe 
ill tatches, and will not peraduentuce be wonne from them in 
thee, foure, oꝛ five dayes. Mhen ſher is well reclaymed from 
it, then may vou let her fit vpon a pearch to reſt her. But euer 
night you ſhall doe well to keepe her on the fift thꝛer oꝛ toure 
houres, handling her and ſtroking hergentiy, and cauſing her 
to tyꝛeoꝛ to plume, alwayes making of her, and hoding and 
vnhading her oftentimes, as befoze ſaid. And the like may 
pou doe alſo by day light, but in a Chamber apart, where ſhee 
may ſee no great light vatill ſhe teede ſurely and eagerly with⸗ 
out dꝛead. 


To make your Hawke know 
your voyce, 


F your hawke be thus in foure oꝛ fiue dayes manned, ſo 
that thee begin to feede eagerly andboldly, then pou ſhall firff 
beginne fo make her know your whiſtle, o> the chirping of 
your mouth: and afterwards your voice in this maner Take 
aquicke Pullette, and going into ſome ſecretplace , where 
your Yawkemay well perceiue the fotvle, and pet ſer no great 
open light, let her plume and feede vpon it, as thee ſitteth 
vpon your fiſt: then chyꝛke with your voice, and vſe thoſe os 
ther ſounds which Falconers do to their Hawks: and feed her 
fo,hovingher gently : then afterwards vou may let her plume 
aliftle vpon ſome wing, being ſtill hoded, as well to looſe 
her in the head, and to make her caſt wat r, as alſoto teach 
her the better how to fitte on the fiſte. The feeding foz a 
Falcon ſhall bee Pullets not very old, and Calues heartes, 
boeathers 
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weathers hearts, and hogs harts,and to giue her a conuenient 
goꝛge, to the end che may the better dilgeſt both the grofſe ſub⸗ 
ſtance, and the ſlimie matter. But ik vour Falcon be not eager 
oꝛ ſharpe ict, then ſhall you do well to waſh her meate ſome⸗ 
times in fayze water, and ſome other whiles in vꝛine, w2in- 
ging it a little, and then feeding her therewith foꝛ one, two, oz 
th2ee goꝛges, and that not continually : but reſpecting a day 92 
two betweene,and that is referred to the diſcretion of the gad 
Falconer. Fo2this done ſomewhat to a bate a Hawke, and to 
enſeame her. It ſhall not be amiſle alſo in the moꝛning when 
ſhe is emptie both in the goꝛge and pannell, to conuey into her 
a little Sugar candy, to the quantity of a ſmall nut, fo2 that 


diſſoluing in her, will make her the better to endure, and will . 


both bꝛeake the groſſe ſubſtance, and dilgeſt the glit in her, and 
alſo wil make her eager as ſhall be further ſaid hereafter, n

How to make a Hawke know her feeding. 


W Hen your Yawk feedeth eagerly, and knoweth your 

wiſtle and your voyce, then map you teach her to know 
know her feeding, x to bate at it in this wiſe. You ſhould with 
vour right hand ſhew her meat, crying and luring to her aloud 
and if bate oz ſtrike at it, then muſt you quickly and hand⸗ 
ſomely let her fate it, and feede on it fo2 thꝛce oꝛ foure bits:and 
doe thus oftentimes , to the end ſhe maythe better know her 
feeding. Andafterwards feede her, and giue her euerp night 
(without intermiſſion) ſome caſting eyther of feathers, oꝛ of 
cotton with two cloues ſometimes cut in foure peeces,andput 

into thecaſting, oꝛ a little Alves, wꝛapped vp in the 
Cotten, accoꝛding as the Falconer ſhall ſee that 
it is requiſite. Foꝛ ſuch caſtings make 
a Hake cleane and eager. 
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To make a Falcon bolde and 
1 ventrous. 
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The Booke of Falconrie. 
Hena Falcon hath learned to feeve, and to know the 
V call ot her Keper : then to make her hardy, you ſhall 
ſuffrr her to plume a pullet oꝛ god great chicken. And you ſhal 
goe into ſome cloſe place, where ſher may not ſ& ouermuch 
light, as befoꝛe ſaid, where loſing her hod, in a readineſſe you 
mult haue a liue pullet in your hand, t kneeling on the ground, 
luring and crying aloud vnto her, make her plume and pul the 
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pullet a little. Chen with your teeth dzawing the ſtrings, vn⸗ 


bode her ſoftly, ſuffering her to plume and plucke it with her 
deake twiceo2 thꝛice moꝛe, caſt out the pullet vpon the ground 
befoze her · Then muſt you with rayſing oꝛ holding down pour 
fiſt, encourage her vntill the leape down vpon the Pullet, and 
ſeaze it. Then when ſhe beginneth to bꝛeake it, and to take 
blood, vou ſhall lure x cry aloud vnto her, and encourage her 
by all the means that yau can, fœding her vpon the ground. 
And there withall you ſhal take her vp gently and nimbly with 
the pullet in her fot,whereon let her plume, and feed now and 
then a little. Then hode her gently, and at laſt git her tyꝛing 
sfa wing, oꝛ a fat of the ſaid pullet. 


To make a Falcon know the Lure. 
Fter that your Falcon hath twice oꝛ thzice thus killed a 
A pullet in ſom ſecret plate, then muſt vou make herknow 
the lure in this wiſe, Faſten a pullet vnto your lure, and goe a 
part. Then giue your Falcon to holde vnto ſome other man, 


who may dꝛab loſe the ſtrings of her hode in a readines. And 
when pou are gone a little hacke from him, take your lure at 


halfe the length of the ſtring, and taſt it abaut your head onte 
o2 twicc luring with pour voyce alſo. Then let that other vn- 
hod your hawke, whiles pou th:ow out the lure not far from 


your hawke,luringand crying ſtit unto her. And if pour hawk 


doe tapeto the lure, and ſeaze che pullet, ſufferher to plume 
her, coping her, and luring fill with yaur voyce.Then let her 
ſtede on the pullet vpon the lure, and afterwards take her vp⸗ 


pon pour fiſte together with her meat, and hode her ſuffering 


hex to plume and fy2e,as is befoze ſaid.

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How to call yonr Falcon looſe ard at large. 

W Henyour Falcon hath cone well thace o2 fouretimes 

vnto the lure in ſome ſettret place, as well to a liue 
pullet as to a dead, then ſhall vou goe ab;oad into ſome fayze 
meadow, where are no tries, and faſtning a quickepullet vnto 
the lure, giue pour Hawke to hold vnto another man. Then 
tying alſo a cryance vnto your hawkes leaſe, cauſe that other 
which holdeth yourhawke to make ready her hade, and giue 
her a little bit of meat on his fiſf, chirping andchearing her w 
his voyce: Euen therewithall doe you goe backe foureoz ſius 
paces 02mo2e, luring twice oz thaice, let him which: holdeih 
the hawke,doe off her hod. then do you take the lure at length 
of the ſtring,and caſt it about yourhead,cryingand luring a⸗ 
lowde,thzowing it vpon the ground: & if your hawke ſtops 
at the pullet, ſufſer her to bꝛeake it, and fted her vpon the lure, 
caſing her lo eate the bzaines andthe heart ofthe pallet with 
thelure alſo, alwapes crying and luring. And this oꝛder, ſhall 
vou obferue dayly further and further off, vntill _ well 
lured, entred, and manned. 


Hou to call a Falcon that will come looſe, 


VV. your Falcon wil come a farreoXvnto the lure, 
and ſkope toit being thꝛolon out, without any cop⸗ 
nes oꝛramagenes, then ſetting her ſharp, vou ſhal get on hozſ- 
backe in a moꝛning, and go info ſome fapꝛe plaine field, and 
as neare as you can, where there is no wodnoz tres, there gi⸗ 
uing pour hawke vnto ſome other man to hold (which muſt 
alſo ber on hozſebacke.) Put your cryance to your hawke in 
ſuch wiſe, that ſhemay not tangle her ſelfe therewith in com- 
ming fo the lure. Then dꝛawing backe a little as muchas von 
think mert, giue aſign to him that holdeth the hawk , to make 
ready her hod, and let him hold vp his iff on high. Then lure 
pou thee 02 four times, as iowd as vou tan, al waies taſting þ

vp into the wind, oꝛ towards that way as the wind bloweth, 
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Pullet faſtned ſtill. And while vou ſo doe, let him which hol- 
deth your hawke,pluckeofher hwde, and if ſhe come tenght 
to the lure, foꝛbeare vntill ſhe come within eight oꝛ ten paces 
of pou, then caſt it vato her. And it ſher take the lure, let her 
plume thereupon, and lure vou ſtill with your voyte, lighting 
off your.hozſe,and dꝛaw nere to your hawk fayꝛe and ſoftly, 
turing and crying vnto her, + ſo fede her as befoze ſaid. But 
after that ſhe be called two oz th: dayes to the lureon hoꝛſe⸗ 
backe with a criance, oꝛ moꝛe oz leſſe, acco:ding to the toward⸗ 
nelle oꝛ vntowardneſle ofthe Hawke, if ſhee come roundly a 
bow ſhot from vou, vou may then goe out in a moꝛning, ha- 
uing ſet her reaſonably ſhacpefo2 the purpoſe, & call her loſe 
on ho ſebacke, that is without eyther leaſe oꝛ criance, but lwſe, 
t in company. And ifſhe come to you,feede her vpon the lure, 
as befoꝛe ſaid, luring ſtill vnto her, to make her acquainted 
with your voyce.And the nert day vou may call her to the 
daielare without a Pullette, oz any thing vpon it. And 
when ſhe is come to thelure, caſt her out aquicke Pullette,

To make a Falcon fleeing. 


VVS your Hawke will come, and ſtope to the lure 
roundly,and without any ramagenes, then if ſhee. 
:beeaYVaggart, you muſt put her on a payze of great luring 
belles, and the like all you doe alſo to a @oarehawke. And 
ſo much the greaterought your bels to be, by how much moꝛe 
vou ſceyour Hawk giddy+headed, oꝛ like to rakeoutat check. 
. Fozit can be no hurt to clog her W great bels at the firſt, vntil 
her conditions be known c wellperceyued. That being done , 
c hauing alſo ſet her ſharp, go one moꝛning on hoꝛfebacke into 
ſome faire large field, without wad oz trees, if it be poſſible, x 
hauing your hawk vpõ your filt,conſiverof þ wind,4 ride you 
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halfea bow ſhot. And hauing loſenef your Hawkes hode, 
whiſtle ſoftly, as it were fo pzouoke your hawke to fig. 
Mhereupon ſheer will beginne to bate, oꝛ at leaſt to flap with 

her flagges and ſaples, and to aduance her ſelfe vpon our 
ſiſte. Then ſuffer her vntill ſhe rowſe o2 mewt, and when ſhee 
bath done eyther of them, vnhode her, and let her flee with her 
head into the wind. Foz thereby ſhes ſhall be the befterable to 
get vp on wing, and to get into the wind. Then will your Fal- 

con naturally clime vpwards, rouing e fleeing round. There⸗ 
foe when you ſee that ſhe hath flowen two oꝛ thꝛee turns, vou 
thall cry and lure with your voyce, x calf thelure about your 
head, whereunto firſt tye a Pullet, as befoze ſayde,andifyour 
Falcon come in, when ſhe appꝛoacheth neare vou, then caſt out 
the lure into the wind, and if ſhe ſtope to it, reward her as be⸗ 
:e, 


To make a Falcon le aue the Rand on the 
ground. 


F your Falcon at firſt when ſhee fleeeth from the fiſt , will 
not get vp, but take ſtand on the ground, as the moſt parte 

of ſoare Falcons doe commonly, vou ſhall not pet therefoze be 
diſcouraged, noz out of hope, but rather making towards her 
with your hozſe, + thzeatning ot her, ſ&eme to feare with pour 
wand, and dꝛiue her from the ſtand , vntill ſhee flee a turne oz 
two. Then take her downe to the lure, and feede her. But if 
fo chance that your Hawke will not leaue that fault ot taking 
the ſtand, then muſt you ſeeke to ſinde out ſome Chough , 
Starling, oz ſome ſuch birdes , making ready your Yawkes 
hod, dzawas nearethem as vou may vntill they ryſe. Then 
vnhode pour Yawke,and no doubtif ſhce will flee them, they 
will traine her well vpwards. Then muſt vou haue in a readi⸗ 
neſſe a Ducke ſeeled, as befoze ſaide, and ſo as ſhee may not 
ſee but backe wards, becauſe ſhe may thereby mownt the 
higher. And holding her faſt by oneofthe wings, neare vnto 
the body, in pour right hand, I luring with your —_— to 
make 
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make your Falcon turne the head, foꝛbeare till ſhe bee at a 
reaſonable pitch, then running vnder her, caſt vp your Duck 
towards her that ſhe may perteyue it, and that the Ducke 
map be to her in ſtead of a traine. And il ſhee ſtrike her, o2 
ſtœpe her, oꝛ truſſe her, then ſuffer her to kill it, and relward her 
vponit, taking out one of herlegges, oꝛ both, if neede require , 
feede her with a reaſonable goꝛ ge. This being done once oꝛ 
twice, oꝛ oftner, accoꝛding to the occaſion, your hawke will 
leaue the ſtand, and delight to keepe her on wing, and become 
alſo the moꝛe obedient and louing. 


To make the Falcon to the 
River, - 


W Hen your Falcon is accuſtomed to flee fo2 it, and will 

lye vpon you at a great gate, oꝛ at a reaſonable pitch 
and will come and holde in the head at your voyce and lu⸗ 
ring, then may you goe to the Rtuer where you ſhall finde any 


fowle, and there ſhall it behoueyou to vſe ſuch policie, that 
you may couer the fowle, and get your hawke to a god gate 
aboue the fowle. And when her head is in, then lay out 
thefowle , and cry, Hey gar, gar, gar. And if your Falcon 
doe ſtope them, and enew them once oz twice, then quickly 
thꝛuſt your hand in pour hawking bagge, and make her a 
traine witha Ducke ſxled. And if your Hawke doe eyther 
truſſe oꝛ ſtp it, ſuccoꝛ your hawke immediatelp, croſling the 
Ducks wings, and let vsur hawk plume, ac. J am of opini- 
on, that foz the firſt oꝛ ſecond tune that you ſhew your hawke 
a fowle, it ſhall not be be to ſhew her great fowle, but ra - 
ther ſmall fowle, as the Dapchicke, oꝛ ſuch like. Foꝛ if vou 
ſhew them the greateſt fowles at the firſt, it oſten happe⸗ 
neth that they ſlippe from the Hawke vp the wind, and the 
hake cannot recouer them (but raketh out after) where- 
by the Falconer is fapne to trotte farther than hee would, 
yea and ſometimeg alſo he loſcth his Hawke. WMhere⸗

To make a Hawke inward at the River, when 
ſhee raketh our, 


F it chance that your Hawke rake out with a fowle, and 

cannot recouerit, and in the end giues it ouer, and comes 
in againe directly vpon the man, then ſhall vou doe well to caſt 
her out a ſceled Ducke. And if the ſtope it, oz truſſe it, 
croſſe the wings, 4 ſuffer her to take her pleaſure, rewarding 
her, and giuing her the heart, bꝛaines, tongue, and liuer, with 
alegge oꝛ two, accoꝛding as vou ſee occaſion. And fo2 default 
of a quicke Ducke, take her downets the dꝛy lure, and let her 
plume a pullet, and fed her vpon it. Thus doing, pour hawke 
will learne to giue ouer a fowle that rakes out, and hearing 
the Keeper lure, ſher will learne the better to hold in the head, 
and to make backe againe to the riuer. 


Io male a flight for a Haggart. 


E that would make a flight foz a Haggart, he ſhall doe 

well in my conceit, to flee where there be no Crowes, 
Choughs, oꝛ ſuch like ſoꝛ the firſt two oꝛ th: flights, becauſe 
ſhe ſhall take none occaſion to rake out after ſuch checke. And 
it ſhall be god alſo, that you let her not fleeut on head to farre 
at the firſt, but runne after, and cry to her (& loc. why hoe) to 
make her turne head. And when ſheets come in, take her down 
with the lure, vnto the which J would haue a quicke Pul⸗ 
let faſtened, as befoꝛe ſayd. And you ſhall ſuffer her to tpꝛe, 
plume, and feede as befoꝛe, c. It hapneth oftentimes that a 
Haggart thꝛough her gadding mode and gallantneſſeofmind, 
doth rangle out from her keeper, moze tha vpõ any other cauſe, 
Then ſhall you clogge her with greater luring bels, and mae 
her a traine oꝛ two with a ducke ſeeled, to teach her holdin, and 
K 4 know 
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know the man. Pon ſhall not neede to trayne a Haggard ſo 
often as a Soarehawke, becauſe they haue bene accuſtomed 
to pzey foz themſelues, and doe by experience know one 
fowle from another. But they doe much better remember 
eyther the rebukes , oz cheriſhings which are made to them, 
than Soarchawkes doe: and therefoze it behoucth to vſe 
moze care and herde about a Yaggart, than a Soare Falcon, x 
aboue all things to take her often downe with the dye lure, 
and to let her take her pleaſure of her reward. And (as 
Falconers tearmeit) to ber euer well in bloud. Foz 
otherwiſe ſhe will not long be at your 
commaundement, but make

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Wt 4 Soare Falcon oꝛ a Paggard is well lured , 
and fiyeth a god gate, oꝛ a reaſonable pitch, and ſtw⸗ 


peth 
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peth well, then ſhall you firſt caſt offa well quarried, oꝛ make 
Hawke, and let her ſtope a fowle vppon ab2oke oz a plaſhe, 
and watch her vntill the put it to the plunge ; then take downe 
your make Hawke, and reward her and hode her vp, ſetting 
heralittle way off hy the flight, that you may vſe her helpe af- 
terwards ik nerd be. This being done, fakeyour pong hawke 
which is not yet entered, and going vp the wind halfe a bow- 
ſhotte 02 thereabouts loſe her hode, and ſoftly whiſtle her off 
the fiſt, vntill ſhe haue rowſed 02 mewted, then let her fice 
with her head into the wind, hauing ſirſt giuen ſhewe to your 
company that they be in areadineſle againſt the Yawke ber 
at a god gate, and to ſhew water, and lap out the fowle. 
This oꝛder being obſerued, and running and crying as Fal · 
coners vſe to doe, hawke on your Falcon, and giue her leaue 
to get vp, and when ſher is at a reaſonable pitch, and couering 
the fo wle, giue a ſigne toyour companions that they dzawe 
neaue to the water, and all at once make in vppon the fowle 
on all ſides the bꝛoke (as Falconers tearme it) to land her:thẽ 
if your Falcon ſtope, and ſtrike oz truſle it, runne in a pace fo 
helpe her, and croſſing the fowles wings, let your hawke take 
her pleaſure on it, feedingher as cuſtome is: but if ſo chance 
that ſhee cannot ſtay it at the firſt ſtoping, then you muſt 
giue your Yawke reſpite and time to retouer her gate: And 
when ſher is at her gate againe, and her head in, then lap out 
the fowle againe as befoze ſayd, vntill vou may land it at the 
taft, alwayes remembzing that as ſone as ſhe ſeaze it, you 
-- fuccourher quickly, and reward her accoꝛding to oꝛder. True 
it is, that to be aſſured, you ſhall doe well alwayes to haue a 
quicke Mallard oz Ducke in the hawking bag, whenſoeuer 
vou would make a ſlight: and if yourhawke kill not the fowle 
which is ſtwped (as often hapneth by many ouerthwart chan⸗ 
ces) then may vou quickly haue recourſe to the hawking bag, 
and feeling your Ttfie Ducke (your hawke being at her pitch, 
and her head in) you may thꝛow her vp fo your Yawke, 4 re- 
ward her, x. Fo2 this oꝛder ſhall alwapes maintaine your 
Hawke to be inwards, and in god lile and blod. 8

1 F vou haue a Falcon which (as ſore as the hath once o: 
twice oped e endewed a fowle) will take ſtand on a tree, 
you mult almuch as may be, eſchue to fle in places where 
trees be, and you muſt haue two oz thꝛe liue traines, and 
giue them to ſund2y Falconers, placing them all of purpoſe, 
ſome here, ſome there: and when your Hawke hath oped, 
and would goe to ſtand, then let him vnto whome the hawke 
doth moſt bend, caſt out his traine ducke ſceled, and if the Fal- 
con ſlap her, then reward her, c. And by this meanes ſhce will 
leaue that fault, but if in this doing twice oꝛ thꝛice, ſhe will 
not leaue that tricke, then the beſt counſaile J can giue pou, is 
to ridde pour hands of {uch a kite. 


To make a hawke fond of the Lurc 


Ver your Hawke is well quarrieed, and fleeth well 
to the riuer, and fic&tha great gate, o2 a reaſonable 
pitch, then thall you doe well al o to make her fond of the lure: 
fo: when a Hawke hath ſtoped once, twice, oꝛ thꝛice, pou thall 
doe well to take her downe with thelare , and to let her kill a 
Pullet, and feede her vpon it: pea. the higher fleeing that a 
Hawke is, the moꝛe nerde to take her downe theoftner with 
the lure, and to regard that you ouer fie her not: Foaif it 
happen that a fowle being often ſtoped, will not ſpꝛing a⸗ 
gaine, but will rather fall to diuing (which Falconers call the 
plonge) then muſt vou take her with dogges, oꝛ kill her with 


Hawking poles, oꝛ vſe ſome ſuch other demiſe , and be faine to 


take downe pour Falcon with thelure, and giuc herthe fowlg 
vpon the lure, fedingandiewarding her with as much de⸗ 
light as you can, to make her fond of the lure. It hapneth of-; 
tentimes that many Falcons will hardly become fond of the 
lure , thꝛough the great deſixe. they haus to kill their 3 
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Tohelpe that, J thinke it not ſufficientonely to kep her from 
often killing , but ſometimes you mult alſo take the quarrey 
out of her fat as ſoone as the hath fedde vpon a little of the 
bꝛaines, and hoad her vp, then giuing her vnto another to hold: 
ge from her a bow⸗ hot, and call her to the lure, and ſo fede 
and rewarde her well vpon the lure with the fowle that ſher 
killed, and this oꝛder will make her fond of the lure. 


How to helpe a Hawke when ſhee is froward 
and coy through the pride of 


greaſe, 


SOmetimes a Falcon will become very pꝛoude and diſ⸗ 
dainefull by being ouer high kept, in ſoꝛt that ſhe ſhall not 
nede to bee fedde noz rewarded acco2ding as they feede when 
they pꝛey ol themſelues at large: and although thee flee and 
kill, vet as ſoone as ſhe hath plumed a little, let her keper 
take a ſherpes heart cold, oz the legofa pullet, and whiles the 
Hawke is buſie in pluming, let the Falconer conuey the hart 


of the ſhepe,o2 the pullets legge into ſome part of the body of - 


the ſo wle, that it may take ſome taſte ofit: and when the 
Hawke hath eaten the bꝛaynes, heart, and tongue of the fowle 
then let him take that fozth, and call his Vawke with it vnto 
the fiſt, let him feve her there with, and giue her a little of the 
feathers in the necke of the ſayde fo wle, to ſcowze her make 
her calf. 


When a Falcon will not holde in 
the head. 


Fa Falcon vſe to rake out after checke oz otherwiſe, and 
leane out ſo farre, as neyther foz whooping, luring, oꝛ fo2 
caſting the Hawkes gloue about your head, ſhe will come in 
againe to the flight, but rather ſtill moꝛe and moze gad out, 
and ſo flee away : in this caſe you mult follow _ her, 
uring 
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theſe things doe teach her to foꝛget herkindly flceing, and to 
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luringand whopinga god, pꝛoſtering her fo the luxe, to make 
her put in her head againe: and il ſhe doe turne and come to 
the lure, then lerde and reward her. xc. And doe not fayle in 
any wiſe to be fond of her when ſhecommeth to the lure, be⸗ 
cauſe ſhe may thereby the better learne to know your voyce , 
t to come to the luxe another time. Holding this oꝛder, (eſpe⸗ 
cially with Soare⸗bawkes, oꝛ hawkes ol the firlt Cote) they 
will learne to hold in at the voyce oz ſight of the lure, yea, and 
that with ſuch readines as it will bꝛerd admiration in all them 
that behold it, to ſee the excellency of art, what it is able by 
cunning to atchieue , which truely doth appeare in nothing 
moꝛe than in Yawking. 


How to keepe a Hawke high fleeing. 


V Hen a Hawke 1s well made to the riuer, you ſhould 
not flee with her aboue two flights in a moꝛning, but 


fede her vp although ſhe kill not: but if cher be a ſtately high 


fleeing alwke, you ſhould not in any wile flee her aboue one 
flight in a fozenone, fo2 if will bzing her downe, and make 
her fall ot her ſtately pitch by often flering, and betcomming 
greedy and hote of the quarrey. When a god high flezing 
Yawke bering whiſtled, oz caſt off the fiſte, doth gather vp- 
wards to a great gate,you mult haue regard to continue her 
therein, flieing with her vpon b2oade waters and open Ni 
uers, eſchewing little bzokes, and gullets, and ſuch places as 
lie near vnder touert, where there be trees, ſhꝛubs, and buſhes 
in ſuch ſoꝛt that it will be very hard to land a fowlehandſome- 
ly from them, at leaſt not without helpe of dogges, and great 
clappinganda do. Pea ſometimes eke you muſtof fozcea- 
light from off rour Hoꝛſe, all which things are able to marre 
a high fleeinghawke. Fozaſmuch as crying, clapping of 
hands,noyſe,bawling of dogges, and alighting on fate, and 
furthermoze whenaYawkecannot ſee the water vnder her, al 
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plap the Kite, houering and windingas the Rite doth in the 
ayꝛe without any ſhew cfftate: and intwice oz thꝛite doing 
o, thre abateth her gate, and marrethher fleeing. Thereloꝛe let 
th: Falconer take god hede to that conſideration, and kepe 
his hawke alwayes as high fleeing as he can,ſufferingherbut 
ſeldome to kill, and not to ſtwope, beyond twice oꝛ thꝛice at the 
molt, andenen when thee is at the higheſt, let him take her 
down with the lure:where when ſhe hath plumed and bꝛo⸗ 
ken the fowle a little, let him feed her vp, and by that means 
her ſhall maintaine his Falcon high flering, and inward, and 
very fond of thelure. Here 3 will not deny but that if ſhee 
kill euery dap, although ſhee tape from a very high gate, vet 
if ſhee be not rebuked oꝛ hurt there with, ſhe will doubtleſſe be⸗ 
come cucry day higher fleeing than other, mary therewithall 
ſhe will ſo much fozget the lure, as the moze you ſhewither, 
the moze ſhe will bend from it, and flee out on head from her 
Keeper:and oftentimes wil teach vou hot poaſting iourneys. 
Wherefoze abone all thinges, the high fleeing hawke ſhould 
be made inwards,and(as we tearme it) fond of the lure, be- 
cauſe it is no leſſe pꝛayſe wozthy in a high fleeing Falcon to 
make in, and turne head at the ſecond, oz third toſſe ofthelure, 
and when ſher powꝛeth de lune like a ſtone vpon it, than if ſhe 
had killed: naꝝ rather ſuch are moꝛe eſteemed than the other.

To make a high fleeing hawke vpwards, 
T hapneth oftentimes that a Hawke(although ſhee ber na- 
turaly high flering) willyetbelongbefoze the be made vp- 
wards, but willfiſh and play the lugge:foz when ſhe ſhoulde 
get vp to couerthe fowle, ſhee will ſtoope befo2ethe fowle bee 
put out, the which may pꝛoteede thꝛough two cauſes, Firft, it 
may bee that ſhe is fo ſharpe ſette, and the ſecond cauſe 
| may 
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map betyat ſhee is fiowen withall out of tune, extherto ſane 
oꝛ tm late. So that when yon ſe a Falcon vſe thoſe euill tat⸗ 
ches without apparant cauſc,you ſhall do well to caſt her out 
a dead fowl oꝛ a dead pullet foꝛ a dead quarrey (as Faltoners 
tearme it,) and to hode her vp without any reward, to the 
end ſhe may take no encouragement to vſe thoſe vile trickes: 
fo2 there is no greater ſpoyle to an high flaing Hawke, than 
when thee killeth a fo wle frem a baſe and lolw pitch, and ſo 
much the greater is the loſle of her, by how much the moze 
ſhee doth vie tho le vile buzardl y parts. Thereloꝛe by my beſt 
experience à pꝛayſe that aꝛder, to thzow her out a dead quar⸗ 
rey and hod her vp: then afferwards within halfe an howze, 
tall her to the lure and ſede her, aud doe this as often as ſhee 
v eth to fiſh oꝛ to play the baſe flugge on that faſhion, and to 
find whether it p2oceed ofbecing to ſharpe ſet, oꝛ of fleeing 
out of time, the Falconerſhall doe well with all diligence to 
nate the naturall diſpoſition of his Yawkes: as which will 
fice beeing hie and in god plight, and which beſt, when ſhe 
is kept low,which will fice beſt when ſhee is ſet molt ſharpe 
and eager, and which confrary , and which in a meane be⸗ 

tweene both, which earcly at Sunne ring, and which when. 
the Sunne is two how2es high 02 moꝛe, which ſooner, and 
which later in an euening. Fo2the natures of Falcons are. 
very diuers and ſondꝛie, in ſuch ſoꝛt as to flee with ahawke 
at her beſt hawꝛe and time, and to ſlee with her out of that 
time, is a thing which will ſhew as great difference, as be⸗ 
tween an ertellent god. Hawke, and a Rite. @herefoze let 
the Falconer haue e peciall regard thereunto, ſetting his 
Wawkes to flee acc ding to their natures. and diſpoſitions, 
and keeping them alwayes in god oꝛder. And heere it is to be 
noted, that al hawkes, aſ well ſoarhawks,as mewedhawkes 
and haggartes, ſhould be fet out in the euening two oꝛ thꝛee 
houres, ſome moꝛe and ſome leſſe, hauing conuenient regard 
to their nature, as it is ſt:ongero2 weaker:anvin the moꝛning 
alla, actoꝛdingly as they caſt, h ding them firſt, x then OG

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them abzoada weathering, vntill you get vp on Hoꝛſebacke 
to gocto field, and ſo your hawkes will alwayes be wel wea⸗ 
thered and in god oꝛder. Thele be the beſt nicancs and obſer⸗ 
uations which J can ſet downe fo2 River Hawkes, which if 
it ſuccezde well to pou, then ſhall you ſtand aſſu.ed of pour 
ſpozt,and J of my deſũre. 


To makea Falcon to the Hearon, 


Dw to teach vou to make a flight at the hearon:although 

it be the moſt nobleſt and ſtately flight that is, and plea⸗ 

ſant to behold, yet there is no ſuch art oꝛ induſtry therein as 
in the other flights. Foꝛ the Hawke flceth the Hearon: moued 
by nature, as againſt her pꝛoper foe:but to the riucrſhe fleeth 
as taught by the induſtry e diligence of the Falconer. Then 
mult it ncedes follow, that ( ſuch Falconers as haue flowen at 
the riuer, when the end of the moneth of Febꝛuarp, oꝛ the bes 
ginning of March is come, a time when Hearons beginne to 
make their paſſage) ifyou will make thoſe Falcons to that 
flight, pou muſt ceaſe flieingat the riuer with them any lon⸗ 
ger:but vou muſt pull them downe and make them light, the 
which you ſhall doe by feedingthem with no wilde meats, but 
thehearts and fleſhofLambs,Calues, andchickens,and cal- 
lung ol them to the lure with other make Falcons, that is to 
ſay a caſt at once, tothe end they may accuſtome and acquaint 
themſelues one with another, and ſo may the better flee the 
Hearon by helping one another, and by ſuccouring each other. 
Herein vou mnſt fake god heed ſo to acquaint them that they 
crabbe nottogether,fo2ſo would they doe when they come to 
the flight, whereby they might be in perill to bee ſpoyled oꝛ kil⸗ 
led. When your Falcons be ſuowꝛed and cleane, ſo as being 
ſharpe ſet, they may betalled hungry hawkes, oꝛ (as Falco-

And let this Table be ſet on treſtles ol two fat 
high, oꝛ th:e fot high from the ground, and fill theſe Tables 
with great ſand,which hath pꝛety little round perble and gra⸗ 
nell ſtones in it: in the midſt whereof yon may place ſome 
great free ſtones a Cubite high, made like vnto à pillar, flat 
in che bottome, and plapne e (moth aboue, growing by perte⸗ 
meale leffe and leſle vnto the toppe of them, Mhereunto let 
pour hawkes be tyed, eyther Falcon, Certalcon, Pilion, oz 
Perlyne. Then take a ſmall coꝛd ot᷑ the bigneſſe ofa ng 
firing oz little moze, put it though a ring, and binde if about 
the ſtone in ſuch ſoꝛt that the ring oꝛ ſwyble — goe wounde 
about the ſtone without any ſtoppe oꝛ let: And thereunto tye 
the leaſe ofa Falcon, which may ſo ſtand vpon the ſaid — 
deing ſet in the ſand. But you muſt haue regard, that (if 
you mem moe Falcons at onte in one tume) you: 
ſet your ſtones one ſo farre from another, that when pour 
hawkes bate, they may not reach one another foꝛ crabbing .. 
The great ſtones are ſet;,fozthata Falcon feeling the freſhnes 
and coolenes of the ſtone, will delight fo ſitte ftill vppon it, 
r the litte grauel ſtones are, becanſe a hawke will oftentimes.

The ſand alſa 
is neceſlarp, becauſe when they bate, they ſhal not marre their 
ſeathets, andal'o becauſe thereby their mewuts are the eallier 
cicanſed,and to be remoued from them.

F youmouldmey your Falcon at libertp, and at large, then 
mult you mew but one at once in one rome, and yet if the 
circuit of pour me be great and capable inough, there may: 
two, thꝛte, oz foure Falcons bee mewed therein well inongh 
(with diuiſions.) The ſcope fo2 one Falcon muſt bee 12. fate 
ſquare, t as much in height, oꝛ therabout, with two windows 
a fot and a halfe hꝛoad, oʒ tio et bꝛoad at themoſt, UWherof 
the one ſhould open towardes the Nozth,whereby the mewe 
may alwayes receius freſh cold apꝛe, and the other towardes 
the Caſt, ſoꝛ the heat andcomfozt of the Sun. And each of 
theſe wundowes ſhould haue his cloſe caſementes on the out⸗ 
ſide, to ſhut when vou liſt, eyther one oz both of them, accoz-. 
ding as occaſion ſerueth. Af your hawke be a madbzaineKite, 
t a great bater, then ſhould it be beſt that this mew oꝛ cham⸗ 
ber were on the ground, which if it be ſo, you multconerthe 
ground with grofle ſand foure fingers thicke, and thereupon 
ſet a ſtone in ſuch ſoꝛt as befoze ſaid, becauſe Falcons do touet 
fo ſtand vpon a ſtone. And —

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handiome perches, neate to each window one, that ſitting on 
the one, ſhee may haue the comloꝛt of the Sunne, and on the 
other, the freſh or the cole ayze, and euery werke, oꝛat leaſt 
every foꝛtuight, vou muſt ſet her a latten baſon, oꝛ a veſleil 
of ſtone oꝛ earth, and at euening fillet with water, that your 
hawke may to the water, if the defire it.

Take a pece 
ofthickebo2d, a fot andhalielong;anda ft bꝛoad, oꝛ ther- 
abouts, vnder the which faſten two little treffles, thee oz 
foure fingers hie. Let them be faſt pinned oꝛ nayled to. Then 
with an awger oꝛ a pearter, boare two holes on each five 
thereof, and thꝛough each or theſe put a ſhoꝛt coꝛde of the big⸗ 
nes of a be w⸗ſtring, with the ends dewnward, thꝛough the 
holes , and knots faſt unit on them vnder the button of the 
by2d,ſo ſtiaight knit, that youcannotrayſethe coꝛd aboue the 
bozde moꝛe than a fingers bꝛeapth, oꝛ there abouts. And when 
vou would giue your Halokes meat, take a litle ſticke ſome⸗ 
what longer than the Hacke, and as bigge as your ſinger, but 
let it be of ſtrong wd, as Crabtcce, Mollp, oꝛ ſuch like. And 
vpon that ſticke binde your hawkes meat, and put the ends of 
the ſticke vnder the coꝛds, vpon the Hacke, and ſo conuey it 
into the mewn to your hawkes, becauſe the hawkefſhall not 
truſſe oꝛ dꝛagge her meat away into the mew, but may frede 
there. And as wneas ſhee hath goꝛged her and fed, take it a⸗ 
wapagaine. And it is ve vnderſtod, that if vou meiw moꝛe thã 
one hawke ſingle, then vou muſt haue foꝛ euery hawke her 
ſeuerall Hacke. And it ſhallbe gad to kerpe one ſet howꝛe in 
feeding your hawke, foꝛ ſo ſhall they mew ſoner and better: 
and thus may vou mew hawkes (looſe and at large.) But 
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vnleũe it be a Falcon which is ſo hote and madbzayned, that 
you are fozcedto mew her ſo at large. | 
In mine opinion it hall be better to mew at the Stocke oz 
Stone, as beioze ſaid, oꝛ elle ta mel them at the grate, (as 
we callit.) Foz in that kind ol me wing wee take aur hawkes 


on the fiſte eucry dap, and ſo max ſein what plight and late 
they be. And ik they be ſicke, oꝛ fallen into any inũrmity, then

large. Andtherefoze Jcommend the mewing at. the. Grate, 
becauſemany times our happe is to haue Yaggarts,o2 Pal⸗ 
ſengers, oꝛ Lentiners, the which haue flowen eyther to the ri⸗ 
uer, oꝛ pꝛeyed foꝛ themſelues.

fedde, as alſo to be daylyperuſed fo2 liſe, 
woꝛmes, and other diſeaſes, wher⸗ 
tothey are by _ ſubiee.

On ſhal not nerd foſhewany other game to a Goſhawke 

foz her firſtentring, than a Partridge, becauſe in learning 

to flee the Partridgethey pꝛoue moſt excellent. And the firft 
yeare vou ſhall doe beſt to flee them to the field, and not to the 
couert,fo2 ſo will they learne to holdout, (and not to turne 
tayle) in the middeſt of their flight. And when they be mew- 
ed hawkes,you may make them doe what you wil: and vn⸗ 
derſtand vou, that you ſhall not nerde to take ſuch pain, noꝛ to 
vſe ſuch art in making ok a Goſhawke which is taken a bꝛan⸗ 
ther, as with a Myaſſe, fo2 ſhe will alwayes know of her ſelfe 
what to doe. Pea and it ſhall be rather better to let her bee a 
little ramage ſtill, than to man her cuer much. Her kerding 
would ber god and hote meats. And if vou would inſtruc her 
to kill great fowles, make hor trains therof, as 3 haue Gew- 
ed in the treatie of Falcons. And if you would haue her ton⸗ 
tinue at thoſe fights, then you muſt not let her flee any leſſer 
fowles,fo2 that would quickly mar her.

Du ſhall firft obſerue many thinges already wꝛitten of 
other kinds of Yawkes:as to ſele and watch your hawk,

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winne her to feed,to the hade, and to the fit, and dinern other 
ſuch points which ſhould be but tedious to rehearſe.Therfoze 
let me waite of the oꝛdor how to make a flight w a Goſhawk, 
either aſe 03 Ramage,the which is very hard fo doe well. 
And fo2 my part would not counſell any man to trouble 
himſelfe much with them. But if ann man haue a Ny aſe, o 
Ramage whereofhe would ſee the pꝛwle, let him 
man her, and make her to the ſift: then let him enter her firft 
to young Partridges, vntill it be ouember. In which time 
the fieldes are ridde cleane, and become emptie, and the trees 
bare ofleaues: then may you enter her to the olde Rewen, ſet⸗ 
ting her ſhozt and eager. And if ſhe kil at firſt, oꝛ ſecond flight, 
feede her vp foꝛ thꝛee oꝛ four times with the Partridge which 
the hathkilled:by that means J haue ſeene ſome ol them come 
to good perfection. 


To make the Soare Goſhawke or the

You Doare Coſhawkes,o2 your Vaggarts,ſhalbe frim- 
med with Jeſſes, Bewets and Bells, as ſon as they come 
to vour hands: and you ſhallbyallmeanes make them abide 
thehode well, the which will be beſt b:ought to paſſe, keeping

A Kout the beginning of October, if vou perteiue your Go- 
4 Aſhawkefane mewed, and hard penned, then giue her er⸗ 
ther chickens, oꝛ Lambes hearts, and Calues hearts, by ths 
ſpace of 20. daxes together, to ſ owe her, and to make her 
ſuſe out the ſlimy ſubſtance, and giytte out at her pannell, and 
to enſeame her (as Falconerstearme it.) That being done, one 
euening vou may dꝛaw her out ol the mew, and new furniſh 
her with Jelles, belles, i Bewets, andol all other things that 
ſhall bee needefull. And when you haue ſcelcd her, kecpe her ſo 
ſerled two oꝛ thꝛee dayes,vntill ſhe will be gently hoded. And 
thereof a Falconerought to haue a ſpeciall regard. Fo2 com- 
monly all mewed hawkes are as cop to bee hoded, as when 
they were firſt faken. But when you haue won her to abide 
the hode gently, then in an euening by candle light you may 
vnſerle her, and the next day you may gee about to ſhew her 
the fiſt and the gloue. And as J haue befoze aduiſed you fo 
deale with Yaggarts,o2 hawkes newtaken from the Cage, 
you ſhall not ſo2get to let her tyꝛe and plume moꝛning and e⸗ 
uening, giuing ber ſomtunes in the mozning, when her goꝛge 
is emptie, a little Sugar Candie, ſoꝛ that will helpe her mar⸗ 
nailouſty to endew.

beeing mewed in the wode, they are called Nyaſſes, which 
are taken in the ey2&e. Bꝛanchers are thoſe, that hauing foz- 
ſaken the eyꝛee, are fodde by the old hawke vpon the boughes 
and bꝛanches neare about the eyꝛe, and thereupon they are 
called Bꝛanchers: afterwards they are called Soarchawks. 
They are called Soarehawkes, becauſe when they haue foz- 
ſaken the wand, and beginne to pꝛey foꝛ themſelues, they flee 
vpaloft vponpleaſure, which with vs Falconers is called ſoa- 
ring. Mewed hawkes are all hawkes that haue once oꝛ moꝛe 
ſhifted their feather : and Haggarts are they which pꝛey foꝛ 
themlelues,4 doe alſo mew themſelues eyther in the wod, oꝛ 
otherwiſe at large. To beginne with the Nyaſſe which is of 
greateſt difficulty to bꝛing vnto any perfection, pou muſt 
firſt ferde her in ſome freſh cle Chamber oꝛ parler vpon the 
ground. And the ſame chaber ſhould haue two windows not 
very large, whereofthat one ſhanWCopen towards the Nozth, 
and that other towards the Eaft,to take the freth cole aye, 
o2 the comfoꝛt of the Sunne at her pleaſure. Theſe win- 
dowes mult be open,barred ouerthwart with lathes, o2 thin 
boꝛdes, ſo thickethatneyther pour hawkes may cette out, 
noꝛ your Cattemay come in. And in this Chamber caſte 
and ſtrew Uine leaues, and other freſh leaues. Foz it 
refeſheth a hawke marualouſly to reſt vpon them. And foꝛ 
the ſame conſideration it ſhall not be amiſſe to ſette two oz 
thꝛee great free ſtones in the chamber , whereuppon the 
Hawkes may ſitte coole and freſh. You mult alſo haue two 
oꝛ the pearches lined o2 couered,one a little higher than a⸗ 
nother, ſo that the hawke as ſhe groweth huger and huger, 
may fle from one pearch to another, and neuer hurt her fete; 
And when the is full ſommed, ſo as ſhe can flee, then wil it be 
meete and moltneceſſarie to ſette ſome large baſon, o2 other 
veſſell full of Mater, that ſhee may bath her at pleaſure 
therein. Fo2 that is not onely very wholeſome fo2 her bodie, 
but alſo will make her put out her feathers the better, the fa- 
ſter. And you ſhall doe well to ſhift her water enery thꝛee 
dayes 


— 
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dayes- You ſhall feed her with young Sparrowes, Parte 
lettes, and.young Pzgeons , and ſometunes with ſherpes 
hearts: and whiles ſhee is very yeung and little, vou ſhould 
cutte her meate, and ihꝛedde it in ſmall pellets vppon a tren⸗ 
cher, oꝛa cleane boꝛde fo2 the purpoſe, ſetting it © neare her 
that hee max reach it withher brake, and ferde. Thus you 
ſyall fade her twice, oꝛ moꝛe euer Tay, euen às you thall 
ſee her endew it, oz (as Falconers ſay) put it ouer. Be⸗ 
ware that you giue her not go2ge vpon gozge, foz that will 
make her caſt her goꝛge. But when ſheets full ſommed, and 
fieeth about, then you ſhall doe better to giue her whole 
birdes, and ſometimes to feede her vpon pour ſiſt, ſuffering 
her to kill and ſtraine the line birdes in your hand: Yea 
and ſometimes to put quicke birdes into the chamber to her, 
that ſhe may learne to know them, to fate them, and to 


kill them, and let her feede vpon them her ſelfe in your pꝛe⸗ 


ſence. Foꝛ that ſhall bee very good as well to noule her, as 
alſo to make her leaue that vile condition which commonly 
all Nyaſſes haue, which is, to carry and hide their pꝛey in 
ſome hedge oz ditch, oz ſecret place: and therein they will 
ſitte very cloſe foꝛ being heard, when they heare oꝛ perceiue 
theirKeper to ſceke them. Mhereupon their Keepers are 
oftentimes euill troubled and diſpleaſed. And allo it ſhall not 
bee amiſſe,cuery moꝛning to goe into the ſaide Chamber, and 
to call them to the fiſt, whiſtling and chirping with your 
mouth, fo2 by that means you ſhall both man them thꝛough⸗ 


Ip, and alſo you ſhall gaine the time which you ſhould elſe 


ſpendafterwardes, in makingthem when they were ready 
to ber dꝛawne out of the faid chamber.

We your Nyalle Sparowhawke hath put foꝛth all

To traine a Nyaſſe Sparo whawke. 


WV? enyour Nyaſſeis well wonne fo the had, and to 
the fiſt, let her kill ſmall birdes vpon your fiſfe, then 
call her two oꝛ thze dayes together, vntill ſhe willcome farre 
off. Then vou muſt take a quicke Pigeon tyedby one fate 
with aCryance, and ſtirre it vntill your Hawke will bate at 
it, and ſeaze it, though not farre off, yet as you mav, and helpe 
her at the firſt, leaſt the Pigeon ſtrugling with her, ber to 
ſtrong, and diſtourage her. Then let her plume her, and fot 
her, and feed her thereupon with as much fauonr as you may, 
and whiſtle to her, to make her know pour whiffle, untill ſhes 
haue taken a reaſonable gozge. Then had her vp, and let her 
plume oꝛ ty2e a little aſterwards. The day folle wing you ſhal 
call her to the fiſt, and ſhew her a liue Pigeon, fo neare that 
the may reach at her with her beake. Then caſt it out be⸗ 

fo2e her, vntill ſhee flee it, and take it. 
That done, reward her, ic. Againe,you ſhall another time 
thow out a chicken beloꝛe her, and if ſhee take and 8 
ard 
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warde her,zc. Afterwardsyou ſhal cauſe one to hide himſelfe 
cloſe in aditch oꝛ pitte, andthꝛow her out a pigeon oz pullet, it 
the take it, reward her e ferd her vp with the bꝛains, heart, and 
a leg oꝛ a wing, whiſtling, chirping, and ſpeaking to her, to 
encourage her: and this oꝛder vou ſhall obſerue a while, ſtill 
ſeruing her with greater and greater traines: foz by that 
meanes you ſhall giue her courage to flee, yea if it were at a 
Feaſanf,fo2 that chickens are ſome of them not much vnlike 
a Feaſantpoult.. As alſo vſing her ta great chickins, ſhee 
will neuer couet to carry as ſhee would doe, if vou trained her 
with ſmaller birds, which is a thing woꝛthy the obſeruation, 
as you ſhall find by experience. 0 

And when vou haue giuen her ſufficient traines ofchicken 
and ſuch like, you ſhall one day ſet her ſharpe, then take a 
Quaile tied in a Criante, and in a plaine meado w: irſt, ſhew 
her vnto vour Sparowhawke, then thꝛow it vp aloft, and caſt 


pour hawk offhandſamly after her, ⁊ it ſhe take it, reward her 


with the bꝛains, to nouſie and encourage her, but fed her with 
the leg of achicken oꝛ pullet, and deale daintelp with her. 

The next time you may traine her with. a Quaile without 
a triance, the which hauing a iegge bꝛoken, and two feathers. 
pluckt out of each wing, giue it to another which may cloſelie 
thꝛobw it out to her, and feede her vppe thereupon with a god 
goꝛge. Being thus oftentunes trayned, vou may ride out into 
the fields about nine of theclocke, where calling your Spa⸗ 
rowhawke to your fiſt, and giuing her a bitte oꝛ two of meat, 
go with your Spaniels ta ſceke ſome Beauie of pong quailes, 
aduancing your filt aloft, that your Bawk may i them whe, 
they fpzing,and let her flee with advantage at the firſt. Af thee: 
kill, reward and ferde her, ꝛc. but ifſhe miſſe, oꝛ that pou find: 
no young Quailes, then ſerue her with a traine of a Quaile, 
as is oflen befozeſaid..

V Hen pour Sparowhawke is once made, pou may go 
| frely into the field:andifyon find any young Qualle 
let her fie theceat with aſniuch aduantage as pou can: and 
il ſhee take it, reward and kedcher,xc.Rememberthat at firſt 
entring of your Hawke pou hold your fiſt aloft alwayes, aſ⸗ 
well becauſe pour Yawke may ſe the game ſpꝛing, as allo 
that ſhe may learne to haue an eye to the Dogges, the which 
vou ſhall alwayes cauſe to hunt on pour right hand, whe they 
raunge, but eſpecially when they queſt and call, to the end 
vou may the better, and at moꝛe aduantage caſt off pour 
hawk when youlet her flee . And when your Sparowhawke 
doth know her game and how to fice, then may vou flce moꝛe 
than one flight ina fozenoneo2an afternone, ſo that alwapes 
you giue her ſom ſmal reward at euery flight that ſhe killeth. 
And becauſe it behoueth much alwayes to encourage your 
Yawke,and to kerpe her well nouzled, vou {hall doe well euer 
to carry a liue Quaile with vou, that if you finde none, oꝛ flee 
and miſſe, you may therewith traine oꝛ ſerue pour hawkeac- 
co2dingly:and you may cauſe it ſo to be caſt out vnto her, that 
ſhee will thinke it is ſpꝛung with the Spaniels.

How to make a Sparowhanke,being 
eyther Soarehawke Ramage or 
Mewed Hawke, 


Nu J haue ſpoken at large of Hyaſle Sparowhawkes, 
it were mat that J ſhould ſet downe ſome inſtructions 
alſo concerning Ramage Hawkes, and ſuch as are taken 
when they haue pꝛeyed foꝛ themſelues. And yet in effect the 
ſame pꝛetepts that ſcruefoz a yaſſe, will ſerue alſo fo2 ra- 
mage Yawkes and mewed Pawkes. But yet they, ( J 
meane ramage and mewed Yawkes) require not ſo much 
paine to make thim know their game, noꝛ to enter them, 
becauſe they haue beene pꝛactiſed in pꝛeying fo2 themſelues, x 
the Npaſſes are altogether igr oꝛant and ſimple: ſo that the 
Nyaſſes muſt be taught toknow their game, in a manner, 
euen as they are taught by the bꝛerder in the wod, the which 
(as J haue heard old Falconers tell) ohen her vong Hawkes 
goe out of the neſt, and can hoppe oꝛ flecke from one bough ta 
another, cammeth in with ſome pzey vnto them, and go 
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them altogether, the ſlerth aloft,anvlets the bird fall amongtt 
them, ſo that which ſoeuer of them catchethit w her tallents, 
feedeth vppon it foz that meale, and then returneth che olde 
Yawke fo: ſome pꝛep, vntill ſhe haue fedde them all e taught 
them to fate their pꝛey · And thereloꝛe when a man hath them, 
Nyaſſe which neuer were taught ſo by the bzeeder, hee mult 
pꝛactiſe as neare as he can like the olde hawke, to teach them 
to lat, and to kil their pꝛep, and to know it, the which you ſhal 
not be troubled with in a Soare, 02 mewed Hawke. 
M they which beare thole names, haue learnt to pꝛep foz 
themſelues:and moſt ot all the mewed haggart Hawkes, foꝛ 
they are thꝛaughly nouſied and trayned therein, yea and moſt 
commonly they haue learnt ſuch conditions, that with all the 
paines wee can take, fein of them tan bee bought to any good 
perfection. But he whichhath a Haggart Sparow hawk, muit 
aboue all thinges take paines in weyning her kram that vile 
fault of carrying, e that ſhall he do by ſeruing her often with 
great pullets, and other great traines, the which ſhe cannot 
carry, and thereby ſhe will learne to abide vpon the quarrep. 
Alſothey which delight in Yaggarts, muſt take great herde 
that they offend them not, butrather cox them aſmuch as they 
can with all deuiſes of fauour e cheriſhing, foꝛ they will reme- 
ber fauoꝛ oꝛ iniurie much better than any other kind of hawk. 
And of the ſame condition are Lentiners fo the moſt part, the 
which are called with vs March Hawkes oꝛ Lentiners, be⸗ 
caus they are taken in Kent with lime oꝛ ſuch line means. And 
the Italians call them Marx arolli, becauſe they are taken in 
March oꝛ thereabouts: ſo that the Etymologie of the name 
pꝛoctedeth all vpon one cauſe, and they are called ſo whether 
they be Soar⸗hawnes oꝛ mewed hawkes. Neytherts there 
any great differente betweene them and Haggarts foꝛ euill

By this which J haue ſpoken, as touching the mewtes of. 
Hawkes, it may be gathered how greatly it doth impozt, and 
how behwuefull it is ſoꝛ a Falconer,o2 Oſtreger, foz the bet- 
ter cure ol his hawkes, to peruſe euery mozning with greate 
care the mewte of his hawkes. Foz that it doth greatly con⸗ 
terne the god health and ſtale of them, to finde out at the firſt 
their indiſpoſition and diſeaſes, befoꝛe they be to deepely rw⸗ 
ted and confirmed in them, when truelp it will pꝛoue a very 
hard and difficult matter to reimoue the euill, 

But now J count it high time to pzoceede, - and deſcend 2 ; 
the knowledge and particular cure ot the oꝛdinary.euils, and 
diſeaſes, which doe plague and peſter hawkes. In which dil⸗ 
tourſe, to obferue ſome methode and oꝛder, J will ſpeake ge⸗ 
nerallyof all infitmitics and ill actidents hapning to the bo⸗ 
dies of Hawkes, as namely of the feuer, and ſo conſequently 
of euerp ſpeciall diſeaſe that belongeth to each particular mem 
ber of a HaGke,aſwell thoſe that are within the bodyas with 
out: And beſides all theſe, of the goꝛge, guttes, andlyuer, of 
the ſtripes and dꝛuſes that happen to hawkes: and laſtly of 
their feathers, and other euils. Laying downe to pour viewe 
in the latter part hereof, ſuch inſtruments and tles as Falco- 
ners doe vſe to cauteriʒe their Hawkes withall, with ſuch o⸗ 
ther oꝛdinarie remedies, as they doe commonly! N vpon. 
their diſeaſed and ſicke Hawkes. 
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Ot di Fever ot Ague wherewih Hawkes are wont to bee 
mole ſted and troubled. 


Haue noted and obſerued, that the Feuer happeneth vnto 

Hawkes, vy reaſon of ſome ſmall colde, and heat enſuing 
the ſame. And verely in myne opinion, it doth much reſemble 
the Tertian, wherewith we dur ſelues are dayly vered. You 
may eaſily geſſe this gricfe, when you ſce your hawkeſhake g 
tremble, and pꝛeſentiy after hold hir wings cloſe vnder hir 
train, ſtouping down with hir head to the ground⸗Warde. 
And beſides all theſe tokens, you haue one moꝛe, which is, p 
your hawke will haue hir barbe feathers vnder hir beake ſta⸗ 
ring, and out of oꝛder, and ſomtimes eake ſhe will refuſe hir 
meate. And ifhappcly vou touche hir with poure hande, vou 
Hall feele ſenſible the extremptie of heate that doth ſurcharge 
hir. All, oz the moſtepart of theſe ſignes, doeuivently argue 
your hawke to bee troubled witha Feuer, a very daungerous 
griefe, but not altogether deadly, fo2 that J haue ſcene many 
bawkes recuredof this diſeaſe. Mhereſoꝛe all vourcare muſt 
ber, to cole and refceſhehir , becauſein deede the Feuer is no- 
thing elſe but an inoꝛdinate heate. In this caſe, hir feeding 
mutt be eyther the leg of a chicken 82 a youngpigeon, oꝛ ſome 
other ſmall fowle,but Sparoweslaſt of all, foz they are not 
to be allowed in the beginning of the diſeaſe, foz their great 
heate. And vou mulk remember to walh her mein the wa- 
ter of Bugloſſe, oz Endiue, oꝛ ina mucillage of Pſilium, in the 
tuyceofCowcombers oz Pellons, andafterwards dꝛie it in 
à cloth, æ ſo gine it her ts feedeon. Moꝛeouer you mult (it you 
do well) bath the perch,and alſo her legs in the Sommer with 
Plantaine water (oꝛ fo2 want ofthe water, w the very tuyce 
okit) w Lettice water, oꝛ Nightſhade water, and ſometimes 
among with the iuyte ol Henbane, 1 ettice water, Nenuphar, 
Powſlecke,andſach other cwling deuiſes, to delay her inoꝛdi⸗ 
nate heat e inſlammation, ſetting her in ſome out place where 
the ay2 is frech, but not where ſhe may take the ay2 *

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for thar maybzeed afurtyer inconuenience. Ifyour fick hawk 
be very low bꝛought in ſkate, you muſt allow her a gozge 
twice a day,but with diſcretiou and indgement,not giuing her 
ouermuch at one time. An dif ſo the Feuer ceaſe not by — 
pzactiſes afozeſaid,it ſhall be well done to giue your Falcori of 
ercelient god Rubarbe, finely beaten to pouder, two ſcrou⸗ 
ples,in a Cotton taſting, to purge e ſcower her choler, which 
is the very oziginall ground ofher euer. There are ſome that 
do wil e pꝛeſcribe, that youmut let your Falcon bio in the 
thigh,which albeit J haue not experunented, yet doth it ſtand 
with reaſon, that it may doe god, if voutan finely doe it: but it 
were much better in mine opinion, to open the vaine under her 
right wing, betauſe that would chiefely refrigerate, e tale the 
N of hand, i ſo by aconſequent,Þ whole body thzough- 
aut. This o2der afozeſaidis to be vſed, if the feuer be a hoate 
leauer where with pour hawke is moleſted. But if it happen to 
die a colde feauer which vou ſhallperceiue, by that your hawk 
will be extreame told, if vou touch her. Yer eyes loke not ot 
their wonted hew, and beſides all this, ſher ſeldome mewteth 
and that with great paine 
. — ů —— fits 
bf coldis pat, ſhee mult be gently bozne an the fit. Beſides 


the heat ague 

J toy yon they tre — — 
fowles, the fleſh of whome you mult waſhin wine wherein 
haue bern boyle theſe hote things following, as Sage, Pints,, 
,Clones,Cynamon,e ſuch other flotet com- 

table deniſes Beſides, you may giue your hawkothe foze- 
faidfleth if it pleaſe you,withhony,and a little powder of Dil, 
Fenell,e Commin medted together. But ſpetially vou muſt 
obſerue this rule, andremember it wel, not to giue your hawk 
goꝛge vpon goꝛge:andagain, if vour hawke bee high in fleſh: 
when this diſeaſe taketh her, ſh& muſt ber fed with little and 
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ſeldame, although in derde it be very god at all times, howſo- 
euer thee bee affeced,to keepea reaſonable hand vpon her, as 
touching her dyet, whether thee bee diſeaſed oꝛ in perfect fate. 
Foz ofouer great goꝛges, and tw full and liberall a hand, doe 
pꝛoceed a thouſand miſchieſes and diſeaſes to a Yawke,asex- 
perience voth dayly inſtruct vs, both to the great paines of 
thoſe ſilly birdes, and the great griefe and coſt of the unſkilful 
K&per, whoſepurpoſe and meaning perhaps, is by Muing 
his hawke liberally, to haue her fice luſhily,andfocontinue in 
perfect health and ſtate, whereas in troth nothing doth ſo 
much offendahawke, as tw great a goꝛge. As in all other 
things,ſo in this likewiſe, ſhe meane is beſt. 

Sdme Falconers do pꝛeſcribe this methode foꝛ cure of the 
feuerin a hawke, which J doe not greatly commend oz allow, 
They will vou to take Reubarbe, Puſke, Sugar Candie, x 
the iuyte of Pother wont, and making a pill of thoſe thingep 
afo:eſaid,to giue it your Hawke, feeding her afterwardes 
with — o2 young Kattes, which are very hotte 


8 appoint a paſte ozmixtureto be made, as bez 
as a nut, of theſe things following, which being ſtreped a ſpace 
in Uineger, muſt be giuen her, not dealing with her in ſire 
howzes after, at the leaſt. Theꝝ take to the compoſition of this 
paſte, Aloes Muſ ke, and the ſat of a hen, equall poꝛtiona, gy 
uing it the hawkeinmanner alo ꝛeſaid. 'S. 

The Signes that they giue to know the fe the w2w 
thingof the hawkes traine, the coldnes of her fut, and often⸗ 
times the caſting ol her goꝛge. But the firſt rules and remo⸗ 
dies do ſatiſfie me ſufficientlie, without theſe, becauſe J find 
in them ſome moꝛe reaſon: pet doe not thinke it amifſe,to ſet 
dotone diners mens opinions, becauſe euery man may make 
PEI: loꝛ what liketh ane, perhappes contents not ano⸗

| frm in purpoſe to treate of the diſeaſes wherewith 
hawkes thole ſilly birdes are veredin their heades, J 
mult do you to know, that vnder the name and tearme ofthe 
head, J doe not onely compꝛiſe that part that containeth the 
bꝛaine, but alſo the eares, exes, beake, oꝛ chap,nares, mouth 


_ ofthe hawke:al which parts are ſubiect to ſumd2y diſeaſes and 


euils. But firſt ofail, I means to ſpeake ofthe chiefeſt, and 
molt pꝛincipall part of all the reſt, ⁊ of ſuch maladies as light 
vpon the bꝛaine, and after that, of ſuch as happen to the ex⸗ 
ternall and outward parts of the hawkes head. Among all 
which infirnuties and griels, J account the Apoplexie (whom 
the Jtalians call G0zz4) the greateſt and molt perillous, as 
the which doth o2dinarily cauſe and bzing ſodaine death. 

This nuſchiefe doth commonly befall hawkes, by meane 
of to much greaſe,anvſtoze of blood, fo that at that time ther 
doth happily bꝛeake ſome one vaine oꝛ other in the b2aine, 
whichdoth fill ſome concauity o2 hollow cell of the bzaine w 
blod, in which Cels, (as the learned do imagine and affirme) 
the animal ſpirites are engendered, and haue their beginning. 
Without which animall ſpirits, no liuing creature can eyther 
haue ſenſe 02 mouing. UWhereuponit doth follow of very ne- 
ceſſity,anady a mere conſequent, that the paſſage of thoſe 
ſpirites being ſhut vp, and intercluded, the creature whatſoe- 
uer it be, muſt dic. 

Againe, it may happen, foꝛ that the Hawke hath beene ſette 
to long in the heat ol the Sunne, foz by that occaſion there 
map bæ ſo much humidity and moiſt humoꝛ dꝛawne vp into 
the bꝛaine, as may engender this euill, and pꝛocure this miſ⸗ 
chiefe in the hawke. ' 

Moꝛeouer it may chance by making along light at a Fea- 
ſant oꝛ Partrivge,in the heat of the day, by meane r 
the hawke hath ſurcharged her ſelfe with ouermuch trauaile 

Þ Wherefoze 
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Vhereloꝛe it ſhall beebchouctnilandnecefſary fo to vie the 
matter with care and diligence, as it may be foꝛeſcene, that 
halokes mcurre not this aduenture and euill. Whereuppon 
fo: that hawkes in the mew, are accuſtomed to gather much 
greaſe, it ſhall bee god foꝛ the ſpace offiftcence o2 twenty daies 
beſoꝛet he d;awingofthem out of the mew, to feed them with 
lyquide and Cipper fleſh, ſuch as may lightly bee put auer, 
and paſſe thꝛough them. As namely, with the hearts al 
Calues, Lambes, oꝛ Goates, waſhed in luke warme water, 
and afterwards dꝛied in a binnen cloth, beloꝛe pou giue it your: 
Pawke. N 274 
tkewiſe may yon boldly fede pour hawkes bofa2e they: 
ered2awne out ofthe mewe with (mall Bullets, and young 
Sparowes. When you haue thus done, andobſerued this 
o2derof feeding them, when the time is come to dꝛawe them 
out of the mewe, you muſt remember to dꝛaw them verie 
oꝛderly, and after that, to continue the ſame kind of feeding, 
and to keepe the ſame hand vpon them fo2 other twenty daics 
ſpate at the leaſt, to ſcowꝛe and diſburden your Yawkes of 
that ſlime and glitte, which doth ſurcharge them, hauing 
them alwayes loꝛ the moſt part on the fiſt, and eſpccially at 
night. Nepther ſhall it bee cuill to ſcowꝛe them, (oꝛ as our 
Oſtregers and Falconers do termeit) ts enſeame them, by 
giuing them a quantity of waſht Aloes, allowing a Falcon 
as much as the biggeneſſe af a Beane beaten intbepowder, 
wꝛapped in Cotton, ſo to make hera ſcowing thereof, and 
beſides to giue her Sugar Candietwo o2 thꝛee moꝛnings. But 
many condition you muſt beware not to vſe Aloes vnwaſht, 
becauſe thereof are bꝛed ſundꝛp ill accidents in hawkes. And 
foꝛthat occaſion is it pꝛeſcribed you to vie Aloes watht, to a- 
uoide that vndoubten euill which wouldotherwiſe happen. 
Moꝛesuer, J haue happily, and with god ſucteſſe ap⸗ 
pꝛoued this remedy. J haue giuen ſo much larde, oꝛ but- 
ter, as J could well conney into my hawkes th2oat; when 
hee hath bene emptie aboue, having firſt pꝛepared the larn, 
| 0;, 
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oꝛbutter, by waſhing it ſeuen, eight, oꝛ moze times in clear 
water, and after wardes letting it ſoake in Noſe⸗ water a 
ſpace, and laſtly, by putting vnto it of the beſt Sugar that 
J could get, oz Sugar Candie beaten to powder. And my 
92der was, euer to giue this ſcowzing euery ſeuenth oꝛ eight 
day. And this is not alone to bee vſed to hawkes in the 
piew, but alſo to ſuch as are kapt on the pearch and ſtocke. 
But it if ſo fall out, that by theie deuiſes and ſcowzings you 
cannot make your Hawke haue a ſtomacke, and grerdy appe⸗ 

tite to ferd, it ſhall not bee euill to piſſe vpon her meat, and 
hauing dꝛied it in part againe, to giue her a goꝛge ſufficient , 
ſo much as may ſerue her, and as ſhee will take. Foz the moꝛe 
liquide and ſlipper fleſh you giue her, the ſoncr wil ſher bee en⸗ 
ſeamed. And by this meanes doe Falconers' pzeſerue their 
hawkes from the falling euill, and ſodaine miſchiefe, and be- 


fidesthatf.om ſundzyotherperillous accidents, that doe fol- & ditions 


low thoſeſilly birds. ¶ But if vou take fine larde and beat it 
with Nue and Yyſope till it be all one body, and then make a 
72 pyll and giue it to the Hawke, it will helpe all diſeaſes 
of the head.] 


Ofthe Apoſtumes ef the head. 


Alcons, Coſhawkcs, and other birds of pꝛey, are wont 

to be much cumbꝛed and moleſted with the ſweiling of the 
head, and the Apoſtume thercof,a very grieuous euill, occaſio⸗ 
ned by aboundance of euill humoꝛs, ⁊ the heat ot the head. It 
is diſcerned by the ſwelling of the hawks eyes, by the moiſtur 
which ſundꝛy times iſſueth and diſtilleth from the eares, and 
often eake by euill Sauour, and ſmell of the Apoſtume. 
Alſo it may be perteyued by the ſmall deũxe the hawke hath 
to mone oꝛ aduance her ſelſe by the wzcfting of her heade, 
and the little regarde hee hath to tyre and pull the fleſh 
that the fedeth on, as though inderde tyꝛing were 
veite painefull to her, and by that ſhce is ſcarce able 
J 2 to 
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to open her clappe, and beake, afterher actuſtomed manner. 
Againſt this moſt perillous euill, it ſhall be very neceffary 

firſtof all to ſu oe your Yawke thzoughly , and after that 
the head in cheeie. 5 

As touchingthe generall ſkowꝛing. J can tommend and 

allow vou to giue her thꝛe 02 foure mozninges , when ſhe 
bath no meate to put ouer, a pytl as bygge as a nutte of but- 
ter waſht ſeuen oꝛ eight times in freſh water, and ſteeped 
well in Roſe water, mingling it afterward with Yonie of 
- Roſes,x very god ſugar, holding your Yawke on the filt, till 
ſhcemake one oz twomewtes. Which being done, ta diſburdẽ 
and ſkow2e the head, it ſhallbe excellent well done ta take of 
Rewe ſerde foure dzammes, AloesEpatick two dzammes , 
Saffron one ſcruple ; reducing and fo2cing all theſe to fine 
powder, and with a quantitie conuenient ot honie of Roſes to 
makeapyllof that bigneſſe and ſpʒe, as may well be cõueyed 
into the hawks beake, by which her bzayne may ber purged 
and ſkow2ed, thʒuſting the pyll ſo deepe into her thꝛote, as 
you may wellſe, holding her a ſpace after it vppon the fit. 
And that dene, ſetting her downe on the pearch, in a conue- 
nient place, fit foꝛ the time, and two hours after, to fede her 
at her accuſtomed time with god hotte meate. 

But if happily there bee any ofthe coꝛruption and filth in 
the Hawkes eare, it ſhall be very neceſſarꝑ, carefully with an 
inſtrument ol ſiluer, oꝛ other god mettall foꝛ the nones, that 
the one ende bee ſharpe poynted and edged, of purpoſe to ap- 
ply lynt, and on the other ende hollow , and faſhioned like 
vnto the eare of a Hawke, to clenſe and remoue the ſilth that 
furreth the hawkes ea re. And with that ende, whereon the 
tynte oz bumbaſt is, to ſkow2eit very daintilp, and pꝛe⸗ 
ſently vpponthe ſame, totafuſe and dꝛoppe in a quantity 
of Ople ot ſwete Almondes , freſh and lune warme, and 
after the ſame to conuey into the eare a little lynt oꝛ bombaſt, 
to keepe in the Dylc, till ſuch time ſhe bee dꝛeſſed againe, to 
the ende the Dylc, may ſupplie and molliſie the filth , ſo -

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it may ay eaſily beremouedandclenſed. And this oꝛder muſt 
vou obſerue and continue, vntill the Apoſtume be reſolued 
thꝛoughly ripe. But if it ſo fall out, that the Apoſthume wil 
not come to maturation, oꝛ ripe, in ſoꝛte as it maygrowe to 
ſuppuration, and be mundified in manner afozeſaiv; 
reſt at one ſtay in the head ofthehawke: then mutt vdu ber 
fayneto come tocauteriʒe the head aloft, and beſtow a but- 
ton there, to cauſe — humoꝛ to — n to bꝛing the coz- 
— ither, remembꝛing alter NNE and canterie 
to remoue the eſcarre, by beſtowing on it 1 —— 
dn nine dapes, butter, — which vou ſhall 
cruſt oꝛ eſcarre, which is made by the ire. 


as ſhes is imable,03 ſo fiowary as ſheewill not feet 
vpon her meate whith you fine 
lets, and ſo giueit her, eytherby fayꝛe meanes oz ſolule, not 
leauing fo vſeit ſo, ifit be poſſible, as ſhee may retepue it 
willingly,andfeede her ſelfe,becauſe it may the better nouriſh 
her. Foz this is ane vndonbtedrule, 1 a Yawke 
doth refaſe to fede and tyꝛe cher is very v and diſeaſed, 
and not one among a hũdꝛeth ofthem, that doth retouer. And 
fo mine owne part, in all my time, J haue retouered but one 
Falcon being ſo diſeaſed, and that by the meane and cure a- 
foꝛeſaid, and by vſing this cauterie. 

Let this ſuffice,as touching this monſtrous accident, foꝛ J 
meane to referre you to another place foz the cauterie and fire, 
which you ſhall vſe to hawkes where J will ſpeake ſpecially 
thereof. Only giuing you this caueat befoze you goe, that this 
euill of the head, is infectious,and will paſſe from one hawke 
to another, as the maungie doth among Spaniels,o2 any ſuch 
contagious diſeaſe. Mherfoꝛe it ſhall be very god to ſeque- 
ſter and ſunder the hawke that is thus affected, from your o⸗ 
ther hawkes,fo2 auoivingof the ſame 2uill. 
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Of he didilation and Gr elling of a Hawkes head, 
and a. ſo of her eyes and naies.

P J haue in the Catarre of Falcons, ( as allo of other 
hates) diuerſe times ved with great god foztune and ſuc⸗ 
teſſe, to giue them of Agaricke two ſcruples, of Cyna⸗ 
mon finely beaten, of the. iuyceofLiquozil „of eyther one 
fcruple, bing made alio into powder, and witha quanti⸗ 
ty ol hony ofiKoſes, to make all thoſe thinges afozeſaid into 
a pyll, as bigge as a Beane, foz the largeſt ſozt ofhawks, 
and fo2 other leſle hawkes, halfe as bigge. And this was 
F accuſtomed to giue my Falcon, and other Yawkes i 

t 
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themozning, hamng aboue in their goꝛgen holding 
my hawkeon the fiſt, vntill ſuch time the medecinebeganne 
to wozke, becauſe ſhe ſhould not caſt the ſcow2ing, (which 
then would doe her no pleaſure at all,) and afterthzeehoures 
then to ferd her with ſome meat. You muſt remember, and 
note this very well, that if pour Hawke to whom au giue 
this ſcowꝛing bor greaſie, and ful of ſlech, vou max boldly giue 
it her two o2 thꝛeꝛ moꝛnings. But if thee beepoze, and low, 
then once oz twice to allow this ſcow2ing, will very well 
ſuffice her. Fo2 there is euer reſpect to bie had ot᷑ the ſtate 
ol a hawke; — od downeward: ſcowging:is 
muenthem, fozotherwiſe it will doe then rater milthels 
than piealure. 

But when you perceiue yourhawks heavto ſwett,andher 
eyes to be fall of dzopping humoꝛs, and to waxeieſſe than na 
turally they were actuſtomeꝛ to becby meane ofthe ſwelling 
of her head : It hall bee god, hauing giuen her this general 
ſcow2zing, that J haue ſpoken ot, to ſtuwꝛe the head alone, and 
purge it with ſome deuiſe, to foꝛce her ſnite and ſnille, an men 
doe actuſtom to ſneze:and to foꝛte her therunto, vou may fake 
Pepper, Cloues, muſtard ſeede, of each one a tike-quarititie, 
making them all into very ne poloder, asispoſſible; t then 
with a whiſtle of ſiluer, oꝛ other ike mettell, (pea though it 
bee but a quill, it will ſeruethe turne) being applyed vppon 
her nares, to blow it into her nares as ſtrangiꝝ as vou ma. 

And beldeg that, vun mayrub 
and frot the pallate ol pout Hawke withthe law powder, and 
not feed her after it, vntil ſuch time lhe hath left ſniting, and 
fnitling.

the head; vſing no leite iudgement and diſcretion therein, than 
the daintineſſe ot the plate requires, regarding the bone of the 
Hawes head, which is not very ſtrong, oꝛ hard.

Rees thoſe other euils, chere is a Cataract which dooth 
light vpon the eyes ofa Bawke,whome we may tearm a 
ſufuſion,a miſchiefe not eaũly remoued, and diuers times 
impoſſible to be recured,as namely, when it is grown to thick 
and ouerlong, hath been ſuffered in the eye, without ſeekingre⸗ 
medy foꝛ it:but il it be not confirmed, then may it well ber re⸗ 
medied , and J my ſelfe haue cured ſundzy hawkes affected 
with this euill. 

This euill accident doth happen, by meane ofgroſſe hu⸗ 
moꝛs in the head, which are wont to dimme and darken the

And this p2oceedeth, be- 
cauſe the miſchiele lies ſo neare a neighbour to the bꝛaine, as 
befozeit can bꝛeake oꝛ becleanſedoutwardly, it cauſeth the 
Hawke to perlſh,3Beſives that, it is very hard to apply medi- 
tines in that place:but it the hawke ber of ſo ſtrong a nature 
that ſhi b:wk the bzeathingand rupture of this viſeale, which 
you thall perceiue by the quitture and filth that dooth iſne 
from her eares, giue her this remedie, which is a very woble 
reteit, and appꝛoued of me ofteutimes, as well in men, as in

A nowt doch befal a hawk, which is none other thing tha 
a hard fumo2 and ſwelling, full of toꝛruption about the ioynts 
ota Hawus fot and ſtretchers, which diſeaſe is very paineful 
and offenfine,by mean whereofthe hawke cannot pꝛey . Tru⸗ 
ly the gowt is an ineurable euill, and may bee termed a (2«-- 
quam ſ anus.) Let alconers and waiters ſay what they lift, J 
foz my part can thus much aſſure you, that in all my life, J 
was neuer able by any demiſe to cure the gowte confirmed , 
whetherit were foꝛ want oftunning in me, o2by reaſon of the 
malignity of the diſeaſe, which dothrebel and ſcoꝛn any reme- 
dy that ſhall bee applyed vnto it. Vet notwithſtanding becauſe 
it ſhal not ſceme that J do it vpon ſloth, ⁊ ſoꝛ deſire to be ſilent, 
J will lay downe ſome one remedp oꝛ two vſed by diuerſe 
Falteners, though off times to ſmall purpole oz kuccelſe.

The third, which is (O is a caiuteriũng button to burne oz 
ſeare the head ol a Hake, and with that other deuiſe on the 
backs ſide, to cut the ſkin vnder the nares if need be. 

Che laſt,ſigned with the character (D) is oftentimes vſed 
to cawteriſe and enlarge the nares of a Hawke, therefozce is 
made ſo ſmall e ſharp at the point, better to enter the nares. 

Df theſe toles and inſtrumentes, it behoues you to haue 
larger and leſſer, accoꝛding to the variety 4 pzopozticn of your 
Hawkes, foz that the Falcon and Goſhawkes head being 
moꝛe huge than the Sparowhawkes,it ſhall not bee good noz 
connenient bo cawteriſe the all w one ſelfe yꝛon of one bignes,., 
but to ſhift pour tale, aetoꝛding to the quality of the hawke. 

Ouer andbeſide all theſe tles afoꝛeſaid, a Falconer muſt

haue his paire of kniues, one ſtreight pointed, the other ben⸗ 


ding at the toppe, a ſplatter, his coping y2ons; apapꝛe of Si 
ſers and a Surgeons inſtrument to ſerue his vie in all diseases 
of a hawke about her beake and pountes. 

Thus much J accept ſufficient as touching Patokes and: 
birds ofp:ey,ſoas now theretemayneth nothing moze, but 
the French Faltoners optnionof diſeaſes and cures, and laſf- 
Ip. one ſmall treatiſe and very — mp ts. 
the diſeaſes that happen fo Spaniels with the cure of the laid 
miſchiefes,which tbe thovery lat part of al al this tol⸗ 
lectionof Falconrie. - 

Though Alike the Italian Grnflemanvery well fois 
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ſingular ſkillandiudgementin Falconrie, yet nenerthelefſe, 


becauſe I find ſundꝛꝝ things very god and neceſſary in the 
French pꝛadicioners which may ſtand you in fteav, (as well 
toꝛ manning and luring, as alſo curing your diſeaſed hawks) 
fo2 whoſe oncly benefite vndertanke the collection of this my 
boke. And partly, foꝛ that the French Gentleman ſhall not 
erowiealousofmee that ſcozne his (kill in regard ofthe 
learned and delicate Italian, waving them both indifferently, 
if à find them both to deferue line due commendation and 
pꝛaiſe: J haue here offered to your view and indgementes 
fundzy French mens opinions and inuentions as touching 
this art of Falconrie,crauing vou to iudge the beſt both of the 
and me:of them your neighbours foz their ſirſt inuentions: e 
of me your Countryman fo2 my late collection: whoſe paines 
beſtowed herein, hall he nothing but a plealure, if Jmay find 
any lolfe guerdoned with gd liking, an ddeſerued thankes 
from you. And ſo Jcommit vou ouerto the diſcourſe it ſelle 
without any farther circumfkanceo2 pꝛoteſtation.

I of birds ol pꝛep in health, 
the chieſe Falconers ſay y they mut neuer haue a great 
goꝛge giuẽ thẽ ſpecially of groſſe meats, as Beele, Pozke, and 
ſuch ather that are hard to be put ouer t endewed. Moꝛeouer 
you muiſt᷑ beware in any wile that ye fed them not with the 
fleſh of any beaft that hath lately gone to rutte, foꝛ i; will kill 
them,and vs ſhall not perceyue hom. J find by experience, 
that the giuing of great goꝛges, and the erding of them with 
ſuch loztes of fleſh, (ſpecially cold) doth veſtroy and ſurfeite 
mozehawkes than all other miſchances that can happen to 
them. Ann therefoze I warne all Falconers to beware —

Je further, that the god Nalconers and ſuch as haue 
a care to vſe their Hawkes well, and to kepethent in 
health, muſt make them to tire towards the enemngsbefoze 
they let them iouke. Mhen your hawkehath put duet and in⸗ 
dned,afterwaid in giuing her talking, vou may well at your 
diſcretion giue her (if vou liſt) aliftle Aloes Cicotrine in her 
caſting, oꝛ elſe ſone common pyll, that doth greatly ſcowze 
the head, and do her much god-And that muſt ber done eyther 
oncea werke, oz twicein thꝛer weekes: and the ſaid meritine 
is giuen diuers times by ſuch as like not to gine their Hawks 
tiring. Neuertheteſſe J fay that tyꝛing in the moꝛning after 
the Hawke hath taſt, is very god: Andi the tyꝛing ber ol plu⸗ 
mage, ktepe her from eating of feathers (as well as vou may) 
foz feare leaſt ſhee take caſting befoze the euening: foz to⸗ 
wards night it is no danger,fo2 then of commoncourſe thee 
is to haue caſting. Let her tyꝛe againſt the Sunne, ſnyting 
and ſc wing her beake a little at your diſcretion, after as you 
find your Hawke low and poe, vntill pou intend to goe to 
your paſtime. x haut knowne many Falconers that neuer 
make their hawkes to tyꝛe, ſaying, that it is but a cuſfom, 
andneedleſſe : but I fay the contrary, Fos inaſmuch as the 
Make is exertiſed by reaſonable tyꝛʒing, ſhee becommeth the 
healthier and the lighter both of body and of head, by all mo⸗ 
derate exertiſes, pea, and ſhe is the better in ſtate alſo as you 
may perceyue- And J belieue that the opinion of ſuch as ſay 
ſd, pꝛocttdeth ol nothing but of lloth and of (mall loue which 
they haue to theichawkes.Zherfozefo2get not to make your

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their heads, if evther beſdꝛe the doing of it, oꝛ after, you ſet the 
vpon apeacch a qainſt the Sunne, that they may tricke and 
enoyle themſelues af their pleaſure.

F vou entend to keepe and maintaine pour Falcons andal 
Kother Hawkes in health: tane Germander, Pelamountaine, 
Baſill, Grimel ſeede, and Bꝛome flow2es,ofcach ofthem half 
an ounte:ot Iſope, of Sex-fage of Volipodie, of Bogſemints, 
of each of them a quarter of an ounte: of Putmegges, 
a quarter ot᷑ an ounce: of Cubebs, Bozage, Primy, Moge⸗ 
woꝛt, Sage ofthe foure kinds of Mirabolans, /ndoram, Kebu- 
loruni, Belirtisorum, and Eb eher, uf enchof them hal ie an 
suntetol Saffron an ounce, and of Aloes Cicotrine the fifth 
part ot an ounce.

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- ateuerycightdayo62 at cuerp twelfthvapgiue your Pawkes 
the quantityofabcancofit with their meat.

head · ow beit you mult not giue this mevicine to a Yawke 
that is very poꝛe, foʒ ſhee will not bee able to bzooke it. And 
within an howꝛe oꝛ two aſter feede her with a chickens legge: 
and after let her haue twice a day at her howzes areaſonable 
goꝛge, and let the ſaide powder be giuen her no moꝛe but 
once. 

Jn ſtead of this powder ſome giue this medicine following 
which you may giue alſoif ron thinke good: that is to wit, 
alittle Staucſacre,howbeit that is very ſtrong, iſthere bee 
not ſkill vſed to delay the ſtrength of if.

commethoftentimes of giuing to great a go2ge, oꝛ of 
fowle feeding, J will fpeake of the Khowme oz poſe which 
b:cedethofthe coldneſſeofthe bzaine and vpper part of the 
head. The hawks that haue this diſeaſe, endure ſuch paine 
as they cannot holde open their eyes. And of this diſeaſe 
ſpꝛing many other griefes, as the pinne and the webbe in the 
eye, whereby they looſe their ſight:and ſometimes they looſe 
their ſight without hauing thepinne and the webbe in they? 
eyi s. Beſides that, there followeth the Hawe in thare yes 
as in the eyes olf a hoꝛſe, and ſometimes al io the pyp in theit 
tongs, and another diſeaſe which is called the EF cyllons in 
the French tong, (A know not what englith terme to beſtow 
vpon it.) ind mozeouerthe ſwelling of the roofe of their pal

hawkes in great hazard, if thepe ber not ſkill to remedy them

faydeafo:eoftheother Rhewm: and that fleqme commeth 
of letting them in moiſt and colde places, Alſo ſometimes 
it commeth of bꝛinging them home cold and wet out ol the 
fieldes, and of ſetting them downe vpon their pearches with⸗ 
out .

The remedy of thole: diſeaſesis ut ae —— 
terize them in manner following; Fathiowixhietle — 
around head like apeaze ( which is called a button ) and 
make it in manner redde hote in the fire, but yet nut ouer- 
hote:(fo2yzon-ts-very violent if it bee to much heat.) Caute⸗ 
rize her there with on the toppe of her head, beeauſethegnefe 
and diſeaſe is there grounded. Cauſe your hawke ta be well 
calt that vou may cauterize her at pour eaſe and pleaſure, 
fo2 ou muſt beware of burning her to deepe, and therefoze 
that ye map be ſure to do it well, mayle pour hawk taſt, and 
pull off a few of her feathers.

moſt commonly byhurting of the eye with the ſtreightneſſe 
of the hoode, oꝛ by ſome other miſio:tune which. cannot ſome⸗ 
times bee eſchewed. And you ſhall diſcerne the cõming ot this 
di eaſe, by ſeing a little filme growing vp from the bending 
of her beake, and couering her eye by little and little. And this 
filme is ſomewhat blacke afoze,andis called the hawe, which 
putteth out the eye if it ance ouergro w the ball ofit. To re⸗ 
med the ſame, take a litflp nevie that is vexꝝ ſharp pointed, 
and fine thꝛreded with a ſilke thꝛred, and thezewith take vppe 
the hawe handſomelp, and cut it with a little ſicer, as hoꝛſe⸗ 
leaches doe to hoꝛſes, but beware that you cut it not to much 
foꝛ hurting of the exe, ſuhich xou mut wath with Noſe wa⸗ 
ter thꝛæ dapes together.

E hapneth ſometimes that when a hawke hathbenexeco- 
uered of ſome great griete by god keeping and intendance, 
afterward ſhe wareth euill againe, and falleth to panting, 
wherol bꝛeedeth this diſeaſe of the reines and kidneis, in ma⸗ 
ner of atanker, as big as a bean, which ſwelleth bigger e big⸗ 
ger, in ſuch wiſe that ſhe falleth to caſting ſome part of her 
meat. This Pantas viffereth much from both the other: ſoꝛ it 
will leaue her ſeuen oꝛ eight dayes, x then vere her again moꝛe 
ſtrongly. And ſomtimes it will take her but from Moneth to 
Moneth, ſo as ſhe ſhall beare it out a whole yeare. Jt is difcer- 
ned by this, that when ſhe panteth,ſhe ffirrethherreins moꝛe 
tha her pineons, wheras in the other ſhe ffirreth moze her pi⸗ 
nions than her reines. Againe, to know it truly when it com⸗ 
meth and goeth enery ſeuen oꝛ eight dayes, if pour Hawke 
chante to die, rippe her and you ſhall find a knubbe ot the big⸗ 
nes ot a ſmall beane full vpon the reynes and the (mall of her 
backe whereofthat diſeaſe pꝛocedeth.
